cruell battaile with his ſecond blowe : but it fell out con⸗ 
frarie , foz that Tefereo comming againe fo himſelfe, as 
fierce as a Lion, thꝛuſt foꝛ wards againſt his aduerſarie, pꝛo⸗ 
Earing(if it paſſed not his power) to repay againe with inte⸗ 
ret, that which be had receiued. Now here began a news 
their batfaile , and their fozces multiplied in ſuch furious 
ſo2t,that all the mountaines and valleyes , were occupped 
with the nopſe of their terrible ſtrokes. The courage was 
fo great of theſe two Knights, 5 many times they loſt fhey2 
wits, with the weight of the terrible raps which they recct- 
ued one of another, Then this P2ince Don Eleno ſayde ta 
himſelle, that if ail the reſt of the Knights with whome bee 
' ſhoulde haue battaile , were of no leſſe p2oweſle then thts 
pꝛeſent Knight, that be feared quickly to be diſgraced : and 
on the other ſide, Teferco found himſelfe very loze troubled, 
and ſaw that he was in ſo great diſtreſſe, began to tnuocate 
vpon his Gods foz aid. The pꝛobwes, ſtrength, e pollicie was 
ſuch bet werne thele two Pꝛinces, p whoſoeuer had ben pꝛe⸗

lour, in luch furious ſo2t, that it bereaued him of his ſight , 
glauncing wile it deſcended downe ppon the head porte of * 
hoꝛſe, but by reaſon cf.p firſt blow p laſt bay mall ſtrength, 
fo Þ it did but little harme, notwithſtanding it amazed the

Ys was no ſoner downe, but with great lightneſſe the 
Dacian Knight leapt from his bozſe, and ſfept to the Giant 
to valice his healme , which while he was a doing, bee 
beard a vopce which ſayd, Do not kill bim knight, do not 
kill him, and tourning his head about to ſ who it was that 
lo diſturbed bim, de perceiued it to be his couſin the Knight 
of the Sunne.

enter within the Citie, and there with ali? butntltte to craue 


pardan foz all the iniucie that was palt ; but their trauaple 
was all in vaine,fo2 that befo2e time thep of the towne, ha⸗ 
ning had ſufficient triall of Tefereos crueltie, would not by 
any meanes open the gates, alwapes belauing the lamenta⸗ 
ble ſpectacle befoze their eyes,and thcrefoze fearing that they 
would deceiue them.

| The knight of the Sunne perceſaing well, that hir com⸗ 
ming thether was fo2 no other cauſe but to innite them to 
tome aboꝛd hir. which Eleno and Teferco condeſtending vn⸗ 
to, they p2cfently did: and ſent wozd by a page of Tefercos 
to commaund all thoſe of Sardenna that thep ſhould ſet at li⸗ 
bertie all the Countrie, and without farthcr delape retourne 
vnto their owne houſes . Theſe wozthie Knights were no 
ſaner entred into their Shippe, but ſhe tcganne pꝛeſentlye 
to ſpꝛead ber Sayles, and ſhouing from ſhoare, in great 


phaſt ſhee launched in to tbe maine Sea, wbcrein with 


pꝛoſperous windes they ſailed two dapes, but the thirds 
Days verie t arlpe in the moznitig , they diſcouered a Gal ⸗ 
ley , gouerned with ſixe Oares on a flog , which tame ro⸗ 
wing fowardes khem, and being ſopned together, they 
behelde that ther was in the ſame a verie faire Ladie, whole 
paire of hir head was diſperſed abzoad, and hir ſelfe very 11!

Then this dutcheſſe began to tell them ot all the ſucceſſe thak

(ing p20nided,this Emperour being allo readie with a verie 
god will entered the ſhip,and carrying with him the Pzincs 
Mcridiano,and his welbeloued ſpouſe, and the Troyan Ori- 
ſtedes, he taking leaue of the Emperour with a better countes 

naunce then his heart would conſent vnto, committed [the 
ſailes vnto the winde, and with a pꝛoſperous voyage they 
went a land at Tenedon, whereas we will leaue them, ſoz to 
tell you what chaunced vnto the Empꝛeſſe Claridiana, who 
was verie ſadde foz the abſence of her ſpouſe, and likewiſe to 
ſe her lelfe ſo great with childe, (although in the great hall 
ſhe continually ſhewed a merrie countenaunce.)

inclined their heads vato their bꝛeaſts. Do then there began 
a cruell and moꝛtall battell, one of the moſt terribloſt in the 
woꝛld, foz the ſtrength of their blowes were ſo outragious, 
that with the leaſt blowe they gaue, it was thought that the 
great hail would haue fallen downe.

You do remember, bow that we lefte Roſicleer with⸗ 
in his inchaunted boate,ſapling on the d&pe ſeas, vnder ths 
pꝛotection of Neptune. And ſo they tranailed fo2 the ſpace of 
. fiaedayes,and as many utghts, without ſeeing any tbirg, but 
tbe ſtarrie firmament,and the kurious waues cf the ſea, with 
out knowing whether they did ſaple. In the ſixt day of their 
nauigation, they beheld comming kowardes them another 
great Foyſt, who came with no leſſe furie, then their boate 
ſapled, and the courſe thereof was directed right with them. 
Bo when they dꝛewe nigh together, the Foylt paſſed by fa 

cioſe,that they might well ſce and diſcouer who was therein, 
und they perceiued within the ſame a damoſell who ſ@med 
to be dead, and by hir ſtode a monſtrous Giant, and by the 

malte of the Fopſt there was tyed a terrible Erifkin, which 

. cauſed great feare in them that beheld it. 
The Foyſt made ſuch great waye, that Roficleer hadde 
Bo fue ko _— into bir, which cauſed him to be verve lor 
and

and he was p moꝛe incẽſed, foʒ that he conld not be thzoughs 
Iy certified what this aduenture was and what the ſtrange⸗ 
neſſe thereof did ſiguiſie, and with the anger that he hadde, 
he began to curſe all inchaunfments,and all them that vſed 
it: but all this did pzofit him but little, foz that in a ſhozte 
time it ſatled out of ſight , And loking. about him, be ſaws 

two ſhippes, which were in a great fight, and very fiercely 
the one aſſaulted the other, to whome the boate wherein 
the P2ince was, directed his wape with ſo ſwifte tourſe, 
that he almoſt had no time to put on his helme. And with 
thele two ſhippes was another boate, which by the fozce of

vnto the place where be was, to withdzaw themſelues, but 
by reaſon that they had bene very long in this battaile, and 
that they had troubled him very much, be could not choſe 
but be very weake and wearie, in ſuch fozt, that if it had in⸗ 
dured long, be muſt nerdes haue finithed the Eght with his 
death.

There was neuer ſaxnc amongſt ſauage braſtes ſo much 
auger, as at this inſtaunce appeared in the Giant, and with 
the madneſſe of his heart, he dzewe out his mightie t bea- 
uie [woꝛde, wherewith be woulde haue ſtroken Roſicleer, 
but this valiant Knight with great difccetion, ſtepped on the 
one ſide, ſo that his blows was diſcharged in vaine , onelys 
it ſtroke vpon the ſide of the ſhippe, and it fell with ſucbe 
great ſtrength that it cut the ſhippe downe, cuen with the

This noble Greke was nothing at all idle, buf ha⸗ 


uing his rare and pꝛecious Swozde , which Mucene lulia 
bad (cnt hun, in his hande , he troke a terrible and fierce 


off, he coulde not reatg it, but that the point of his ſharpe 
£0202 onelpe pailed thaough his chekes, but if he coulde 
baue compꝛehended moꝛc of his head with that blowe, he had 
made an end of the battaple , This furious Gpaunt when 
bx ſaws his bloud befozc him, he ggue a terrible groane, and 
therewith toke his b2oade ( wozde in both his haudes, and 
with blalpheming and carſing his Gods, hee lyft it vp foz to 
ſteike this vallaunt Grerke, who ſeeing it to defcende , de⸗ 
termined not to receiue ſo boubtfull a blow, but with great 
and ſtagular wiſedome delivered hiniſelfe from it. The 
0we was ſuch that if it had not doubled in the maine 
ſaple which ſomewhat diſturbed it, it had bane ſufficient ta 
haue diuided the Shippe in peces, This valpaunt and mars 
tiall Pzince, which with greate diſcreation and aduiſes 
ment (i {apned this battaile, had alwapes a verpe god ere 
to the Hyaunt , who foz to valoſe his Swe2de Where it 
was falt in the Shippe, was infozced fo put his lefte hands 
to holde faſt by the ſhippe ſide , whereat Roſicleer ſtroke 
with ſuch furie that the Gyants band remained faſt to the 
SOhippes ſtde, diuided from the arme. But when this terri⸗ 
ble and ſierce Gpau nt ſawe hiunſelfe lame, and that be had 
cleane loſt his lefte hand, hee began a newe to curſe and 
blalpheine his Gods, and pꝛocured to hurt this Greeke by 
all meanes poſſible that he coulde inuent, but he pꝛouided 
ſo to the contrarie, that not one blowe which the Gpaunt 
ſtroke ſhould epther touch oz hurt him, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that at 
laſt when this furious $ outragious diuel ſtriuing to ſtrike 
this Greke Rnight, was dziuen ta ballaunce his bodie, 
thereby to reache at him, this Knight let paſſe the ſame 
blows euen as hc did all the reſt of his blowes , and in 
paſſing by bes gaue him ſuch a cruell blowe vppon the right 
arme, that he cut it off almoſt by the elbowe.

ont hands, he gaue a great crpe and roꝛed like a furious bull, 
and therswith he claſped himſelle to the meſte of the nalley, 
and with great cale he pulled it out of his place, and in an 
infernall rage, he woulde haue entered info the ſhippe, but 
Roſicleer with his handes once againe thꝛuſt him on the 
bꝛeaſt in ſuch wile that he was tonſtrained to fall dowre 
vpon the five of the galley, and by reaſon of his hugenefſe x 
great waight,he lyghted with the one halle of his body ouer 
bm2d : and becauſe be had not his hands, he could not helpo 
himſelke, but tumbled with his head fo2wards , into the 
döpe and wide Sea, wherein being dzenchcdhe finiſhed his 
niſcrable and unhapple darcs. Then thoſe which were cf 
bis Gallic ſeeing this his wzetched ende, and fearing thepz 
obne miſfo2tunc,ina meruailous greate haſt vngrappeled 
the Shippe, which was done with ſuch ſpe de, hat when Ro- 
ſicleer remembzed himſelfe, he had no time to offende them , 
noz to do them anie moꝛe harme , Then thoſe which wers 
in his Shippe and bad behelde this ſhozt and victozious bats 
taile, veganne a new to fall downe at his feet and moſt hum⸗ 
vie craued pardon to2 their foꝛmer feare , Then the unte 
turned towards the Tartarian, who all the time of this cons 

flict, was beholding his ercellent and migbtie firength, and 
much meruatled at that which he had ſeene, and al ked of 
bim what he hadde determined to doe. And the Tartarian 
gunſ wered, that he would in no wiſe depart from his com⸗ 
maundement, and being in talke, thep, vpon a ſodaine ſaws 
two ſhippes, which ſeemed vnto them, that they were in a 
great fight, Theſe P2inces were meruailous deſirous to bs 
with them, to vnderſtand what they were. So this valy- 
aunt Grecke , taurning to the Tartarian, he ſaid, Paince of 
T artaria fallome mee, and in greate haſt he leaped into his

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Do foz thatit is requiſite”, let vs leaue this Tartarian , 
who was very (o2owſull being lefte alone, and commanns 
ded the marrineers to make waye with his ſhip, towardcs 
the other two that were a fighting, Bo this valtaunt Roſi- 
clcer ſapled on in his inchaunted boate, not without greate 

2cowe,foz that vpon a ſodaine he bad loſt his perfect friend: 
neuertheleſſe ko; (hat he did vnderſtand that he was carried 
to conclude the things that were moze fog his contentment, 
he was dꝛiuen to comfo2t himſeife, with that which mot he 
loued, So with theſc great thoughtes , he ſailed two daycs 
without any aduenture woz2thy the telling. But the thirds 
dape very carly in the mozning , at ſuch time as Appollo 
ſhewed av2oad his gliſtering beames, they difcoucred lande, 
whether the'barke with terrible kurie made waye : and it 
lemed vnto him ta be a very ſmall Jland, where they artts 
ed, neuertheleſſe by the pꝛoſpect of the riuers, it appeared to 
be a place of great delyght, and full of meddowes and other 
grene fieldes, Do by the reſting of this barke a grounde, 
Roſicleer vnderff®d that there he ſhould goe aland, wherc- 
foze he deſcended out of the barke , and after him came his 
god hozſe,and to the ende he would trauell in moze ſafetie, 
he mounted on his bac ke, and loked round about him, if he? 
coulde diſcouer any waye 02 path. But not farre from ths 


* 


ding. And as he went round about it a while — to beholde 
the lame, he law p ouer the pꝛincipall gate, was this ſuper⸗ 
ſcriptio witten. This is the famous and auncient Temple 
of the goddes Venus, from whence the noble Paris of Troy, 
ſtole the faire Queene Helena: this is the Iland of che mother 
of that cruell Cupide the greateſt ſower of diſcord in all tlie 
world. This valiant night did very much content himlelfe 
in beyolding that olde and ſumptuous Temple, the name 
whereof was ſyꝛed th2ough all the wozld, and lefte not any- 
thing, neither without noz within, but behelde it fully to his 


coatentment. After that he had ſpent a little tune in 7 
ing 
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ling this, he put himſelfe in a raight waye, which was not 
farre from a fœte path thereby, whereas be ſawe a man that 
was cutting of wode, ok whome be al ked what countrie it 
was, and who was Lo2d of it. This man perteiuing that he 
demaunded ſom what of bim, was not able to anſwere him , 
but made ſignes vnto him that he was dumbe,+ mo2coucr, 
he ſhould returne backe againe, giuing him to vnderſtande 
that if he did p2ocede foꝛ wards, he ſhould finde great peril. 
This noble Roſicleer ſapd then to himſelie, J do not know 
what Gall chaunce oz happen me: nolwilhſtanding „ifa 
thouſand that had their tongues chould tell me, (yet would 
J not da if,oz leaue off fo follow this my pꝛetended pur⸗ 
poſe) much moꝛe thou, whom J cannot vnderftand. And fo 
without any moze tarrying, he retourued vnto his new be- 
gun iournep, and at the going vp of a bill, be beheld a Ca- 
ſtle of a mightie and ſtraunge bigneſſe, which was edifice 
vpon another hills fide. Be was a god myle from it, when 
be diſconered it, and ſo iournping thetherward;be hadde not 
trauailed farre, when he found himſelfe in a faire, bzoad, 4 
ſmoth wap, whereinto when he entred, he ſawe cerfaine fo⸗ 
tings of hoztes, Which appeared not to be made long befoze, 
but that lateip they had paſſed that wap: the which fotings 
he fo{iowed,although he found other fayze wapes, and as 
much occupied as that wherein he was, pet fo2 all that, bes 
cauſe he would ſee what fotings they wer, he would follow 
that way and none other, to not very farre from that place 
where he was, he heard (although it was ſomwhat diſtaunt 
from him, to his ſeming)a great ruſhing of harneſſe, and the 
mo2e he trauailed foꝛwards, the moze plainer his eares wer 
occupied with this martiall muſicke. Till in p end, dꝛawing 
nexrer,he perceined, it was a nofable 4 well fought battaile, 
foz which canſe he pꝛicked his hoꝛſe onwardes the faſter, in 
ſuch ſo2t, p at p going down from a mountain, into a faire 
© b20ad plaine, he behelde at the fot of the caſtle very much 
people and amongſt thenr Giaunts, all which were in bats 
kaile againſt one onely Knight, of a maruailous great © wel 
Popoztioned Gature all armed in ruſſet har nes without ane

forward this way, let it be with great courage,for to take ven- 
ee on this crueltie, for that I am not of my ſelfe able to 
ceke reuengement. This Emperour, who had wel conſidered 
p great crueitie p had bene bled againſt that inſoꝛtunate la- 
die, being moued with great compaſſion he ſayd, J dw vow 
that if there be any meanes whereby to be reucngev of this 
thy death, to p2ocure it with all my power: and with this 
determined parpoſe, they pꝛoceded on their ware, and went

Hawke houering in the apꝛe, till ſuch time as the Yearng 
riſeth out of the water, and then with greatc furie falleth 
ds wne right on ber pꝛaie, ſo likewiſe this furiovs Griffon 


lden he ſawe his time, with a meruailous and infernall fu - 
rie deſcended right downe, but when the Emperour ſaws 


that he deſcended with ſuch furie, be cauſed the Ladle co 


cho wd her ſelfe vnder an olde houſe that was there at hand, 


and hx couered himſelfe with his ſhelde , and having bis 
\ wo2dc in his hande at that time as the Griffon deſcended 
with ſo great violence (that it ſomewhat feared the Empe⸗ 
xour) not withftanving be lifted his ſhelde foz to recciue that 
terrible blowe of his clawes, which fall was with fo greate 
fo2ce,that he pulled the held cleane from his arme, but this 
valiant warriour ſtroke him ſuch a blowe:with bis word, 
p he thought her had cut him in twso-peces3but, pet be found 
his feathers to be ſo harde, that he had done him no harme, 
and although his hard feathers did defend him, not to receius 
ante hurt with the wo de, pet it could not bee but hee muſk 
niedes fcele ſome griefe by the greatneſſe of the blowe , fog 
that with a greuous ſhzike he mounted vp into the ay2e, 
giuing a thouſande tournings . When the Emperour ſaws 
bimſelfe without his ſhelde, which that infernall Bird had 
carrped with bim into the aire,and let it fall downe againe 
8 great wayes diſtant from the ſame place where he was, it 
made him to haue alwayes a berie god and diligent eie, to f 
griffon to marke when he would deſcend, who ſtraight way 
began to deſcende,vnto his think ing with much moze furis 
then at the firſt . And lake enen as the Eagle when ſhe 
bath caught a Uiper, doth pꝛocure to pull off her-ſkinne in 
ſcriking her bppon a barde fone, wbcreby to ſaue her ſeife 
that the be not Ry 115 175 . peer and lo in 
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fafetie to deuour her pꝛaie: cuen fo did this Griffon uying 


herre and tbrre from one place to another, to ſ& where bes 
might laye holde on the Emperour, without receiuing ſuch 
ipke harme as befoze hœ did. And as by fozce of the way 
ter the Mill carryeth tbe Cone about with greate furie, euen 
ſo this wozthte warriour beſfowed himſelfe fo2 to de fende 
him from thts farious beaſt, yet he coulde not do fo much, 
but that he muſt nerdes receiue ſome of his terrible blowes, 
and his ſwiftneſſe was ſuch in rifing into the apꝛe, and fal⸗ 
ling downe, that hee coulde not faſfen one blow on him with 
his wende, but he did hurt the Emperour with bis clawes 
ſometimes on the armes and ſometimes on the healme, buf 
vet coulde he neuer haue ante faſt holde on him to do him 
harme, foz that he neuer tobe ſtill , but moning heere and 
there, ſhunning dis blowes, enen as a furious A pon, who 
in the time of fleepe is moleſted and troubled with (mall 
beaſts, cre ping on him in all plates, which he lling with b 4 
mouth, lnappeth. berre and there on euerie parte rounde a- 
bout, ſo long, til in p end being thzonghly inct᷑ ſed, at once-f 
paie foz all the iniuries that they did him: euen ſo this v 


flouriſhing with his woꝛde round about on tuerie nde as 
waiting oppoztunitte at one time to requite him fo allt 
ſozrowe that be did him, but in the ende ſering that # dis 


motber remedie, which was to kneele downe with one of. 
bis knees on the grounde, that when the Griffin ſhoulve 
deſcend moze lower fo hurt the Emperour, that then with 
vs great ligbtneſſe as he coulde, he woulde rife bp, and With 
moze cafe ſtrike hum, which de pꝛeienily did put in pꝛadiſe, 
Do thitz terrible Griffaw deſcended downe, and with ons 
of his ſharpe cla wes he claſped faſt holde on tte Emperours 
healme. Then the Emperour ſceing this flerte Griffon 
nom lo deſcend don moe lower then he did befo2e at other 
times, he thought it not god to bs: idle at anie time, but 
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little pzofit him in dwing this, he ſodeinly bethougbt him v 


aunt Emperour vled himlelife with this terrible Gulag 
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when the Griffin keit himlelfe ſo ſoze-hurt, he pulled with ſa 


 mightie blowes that it was wonderfuli to beholde \, But 


that it ſæmed to be wonderfull, in ſuch ſozt that his _ 
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bis (wor right vp with the poink, and by reaſon that da 


was falt with bis clawes vpon the helme, he could not loſg 


yimlelfe ſo quickly, but that the @mperour did hurt him in 
ſuch ſozte, that he thꝛuſt all his ſ w@zd into bis bellie. And 


great ſtrengtb,tbat if tbe helme had not left his head, he bay 
pulled the Emperour vp into the aire with him, which woly 
not haue fallen out well with him, but God was ſo pleaſed, 


that in that time the laſes with the which it was made fall 


bꝛake. This Griffin feeling bimſelfe pearced with this moꝛ⸗ 
tall wound, cut tbzough: the aire,as a whirlwind, with great 
and terrible ſhzikes, but fraight. her fell downe dead to tha 
earth, fo2 that the wounde reached vnto his heart. 
The Giaunt when he bebelde vis Griffin to be dead, 
made no mioꝛe a do, but entred into the caſtle to arme hini⸗ 
ſelfe, the which the Emperour well perceiued, which made 
him to make (pede to fetch his ſheeld, whereas this infernal 
birde had let it fall.

maruailous and mightie blowe, which when the —

Then 
this valiaunt — befoze the Gyaunt. had tine ta re⸗ 
couer and lift vp his heauie club againe;ffroks: um on both 
bis armes ſuch a terrible and furious blow, that he cut them 
both off, and they fell to the ground. Myen the Gpant ſawe 
bimſcife ſo ſoꝛe araped, like a raueuing Moulfe he ranne ta 
him and would daue imbꝛaced him, but the Emperonr with 
bis accuſtomed knighthode gaue a thzuſt at bis bꝛeaſt, that 
by the great ſtrength thereof he thꝛuſt bis f wozpe clears 
though bis bodie,ſo that the point came ont at bis backeal-: 
molt the balfe \ wozd, wherewith this Gyant gane-ſo great 
a fall to the eartb, that it ſeæmed a whole Towze had tum, 
bled dolone. When the Emperonr ſawe this god ſuceetle 
he had againſt his enimies, and in ſo ſhazt time, he kneled 
downe vpon his knees, and gaue thankes vnto our Lozd Jes 
lu Chꝛiſt foz the vicozie,in onercomming two ſuch inkernal 
monſters as they were. The faire Ladie ſceing the Empe⸗ 
rour in battaile with ſo dinelliſh a monſter, ranne and fetch» 
ed his helme which the Griffon had carried awaie,+ bꝛougbt 
it vnto him with all the ſperde that might be. The Empe⸗ 
rour who perteiued the great care which this Ladie had, ann 
the diligence (he vſed to helpe him in ſo great neede,he gaue 
ber heartie thankes,and toke his helme and put it on his 
head, and made it faſt, and when he ſaw that there was none 
to diſburbe him of his entering into the Caſtell, he went vn⸗ 
to the doze whereas be found the Gyaunt lying along at ths 
th}eſholde , and entered in thereat , and lead this fairs 
Ladie with him by the handen, foz that ſher woulde nes 
uer leaue him, and ſo they entered in at the Caſtle gates, 
without finding anie to diſturbe them, and paſſed on till they 
came vnto a faire large and great hall,whercas by certaine 
windowes verte ſabtilly dewfed from the toppe thereof 
they receiued light, and in the middeſt.thercof was a ffatcly - 
bedde, adoꝛned all with blacke clothes, and vppon the bedde | 
was the perfect figure of that Image of Chziſtall , which © 
they ſawe in the middeſt of the high waye.

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hether. The Emperour who heard theſc wordes, would ve⸗ 
tie faine haue ſane him who ſpake thein, and lifted vp is 
eres towardes the Caſtell, but he conite. beholtde no bodic , 
Baut hæ tarried not long, when that our of a narrowe d aie 
com ning downe the bill he ſawe.a great Gyarnt,ſhakingin 
his hande a henuie Spears, and when he came to the place 
whereas the Empercur abode, be ſapde. Brigbt, eil me, art 
thou the Enperour of Grecia o2 any of his ſonnes. The Cm⸗ 
perour aunl wered and ſapde, J am he (who by the belpe cf 
God) map fruſtrate thy fo2ce wyich thou balt done vnto this 
Damoſell. Then the Gpant fayd,D miſcrable wꝛeich, how 
thou art deceiued, what doclt thou thinke thy ſelle lo ſtrong 
and to haue ſo much ſtrength to doe that alone, which all the 
woꝛlde is not able to vndoe, and with greate anger foz the. 
Woꝛdes which he hesrd the Emperonk ſpeake, he toke bis 
Opeare and did leueil it in his hande, and thꝛewe it at tho 
Emporsur with luch furie, that the aire did ſounde therwith,. 
the Exnperour made his defence and roceiued it vppon bis 
theive,and the point flidde in foch ſoꝛt, that it glaunced and 
bꝛoke in two paͤces. When the Emperom ſawe that her 
th:ew it at him dart wiſe, be toke his Spare felt in his 
hande, and ürming himſelfe in his ſtiroppes he raiſed vp hig 
bodie and thꝛelu his Speare againſt his cnimie with greate 
ſtrengty, who would baue recciued it vppon his ſher lde, bur 
the furie was fuch- wherewith it was thꝛowen, that it peer ' 
ced both through his ſherlde and likewiſe the bodie, that the 
head was {ence come ont at the Gpauntes backe, the which 
terrible blowe beetng ſeene by them which were in the Ca⸗ 
ſtell , was the occaſion that there aroſe a greate vp2oare 
therein. The Emperour gaue thankes to God foz this ſhozt - 
bictozic,ond tourned himlelfe vnto the Page which came 
with Lidia. and bad him take the Speare out of the Gyants 
bodie and b2ing it vnto him, ſoz that it was whole, which 
v2rfently the Page accompliſhed. Pe badde no (oner re⸗ 
ceiued it, but he (awe pzeſently to deſcends ont of the ſame 


path wale great and huge Gyaunt „ which hed 
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T he ſecond part of the 


fo be no leſſe furious then the firſt, He came mounted on a 
a be:y ſtrong and mightie bozle,(foz be had neede fo be of 
a great ſtrength , in that he did ſuſtaine the carriage of ſo 
* _ mightie a monſter as the Glaunt was) and when bee was 
tome whereas the Emperour abode,he loked whether the 
other Gtaunt were altogether dead oz not, but when he ſaw 
there was no life in him, and that by that onelpe blowe de 
s was flaine, be laid: Js it poſſible mightie bzother , that a 
., thing fo vile as this is, hath had power ſo quickly to flaye 
5 ther. And courning bnto this noble warrionr, he ſaid: Tell 
me night of ſo wenderfall a courage, what diuell bath 
| bought thx hether, to do vs ſo much harme, as the Gods 
4 (hemlelues were not ſufficient to haue done. The Emperoz 
5 repited, The Ladie which thou ſeeſt here, bꝛought me bether, 
4 to deliuer and let at libertie a knight, which without all 
4 realo n thou dot kerpe in thy Caſtle, and which with great 
* treaſon thou bzoughteſt hether. Df truth J tell the Giant, 
that it ſemeth very euill in ſuch Knigbts as thou arte, to 
© commit ſuch ontrages,foz that nature bath not beſtowed on 
ther theſe well pzopoztioned members, no: ginen thee a bo⸗ 
die of ſo mightie a greatneſſe, foz to exerciſe it in doing of 
lo great w2ongs,as you dw daily pzactiſe. I therefoze do des 
Ae thee, by y bonour which J owe vnto the o2der of kntght- 
e bode, and foz that thy diſpoſition doth greatipe content me, 
< that thou wouldeſt make latiſtaction vnto this faire Damo- 
< (ell;the which onely J am come to demaund of thee, e like- 
. <© wiſe that thou wouldeſt apart thy ſeife from theſe wicked 
«© cuſtomes:other wiſe, beleeue this of a tertaintie, that euen as 
< thy bzother was llaine with ſo ſmall a blow, (not being by 
cc my weake arme killed, but onely by his great tyꝛannie con- 
ce founded): lo likewiſe if thon doſt pꝛetend ts lead this tiran⸗ 
<< nous life, as thou baft hetherto done, beleue me the lyke 
death will happen vnto ther. Tourne and repeate that once 
5 againe which thou haſt ſaide (aunſ wered the Gyaunt) per⸗ 
« haps thy woꝛds may winne me to do ſomewhat of p which 
5s thou dot requeſt me, though not altogether.Vaſt thou me 


in deriſton thou vile beaſt (ſayd p Emperour)thou _ ſong 
nder⸗ 
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buder Kand that J f ve better hoo io buſtowe ay 1 Wo;d 
vpon ch bones and feſh, then againe to declate that which 
thou dovi} demaund, foz that J do ſe my reaſons do little ao 
uailc,and.that J vtter in vane mp ſpaches vato the, thou 
lyalt ſa332 (ce/that the ſharpneſſe of my Speare ſhall vo no 
lelle bitter vito thee,then it was vnto thy late brother: and 
in ſaping theſe wo2des they retourned their hozſes the one 
from the other, like the [ wift winde „ and when thep were 
one ſtraight againſt the other, both of them ſtroke they; bo2s 
ſes with the ſpurres, and barentheyz ſpeares verie lowe, in 
ſuch lo2t that neither of them kapled of cheir blowes, the gy- 
aunt ſtroke the Emperouc in the middeſt of the ſhelde, and 
by reaſon of the greate ſtrength thereof, the ſtroke glauncen 
on the one ſide, and the Speare ſpꝛong vp in the ayze with» 
out doing ante harme, but the Emperour chaunced to ſtrike 
him vnder his ſh&ld where be was a litt le open, ſo that the 
point of bis ſpear? entered into bis bellie, and if his Spcare 
had not bene ſome what blunt, with the blow he gaue to the 
other Gpaunt, he had at this time finiſhed the battatie , but 
with great balk both of them lapde hands on their { wo2bs, 
and tourning tbey2 hozſes there beganne a cruell and fieice 
baitatle. The Gpaunt with the greate paine that he had of 
the hurt which be receiued,felt himſelfe ver ie ill, ſo that his 
anger did the moze increaſe, and traueſing bis bozfe from the 
one part vato the other, pꝛocured by all mcancs to hurt the 
Caperour, who was not at that inſtaunt inle, but accozding 
vnto his accaſtomed valiauntneſſe auopded his blowes, and 
lmote at him ſuch furious and hcante ſtrokes, that he made 

the blond to fallowe in what place ſo euer he channcet with 
bis ſwo2de to bit, and with the great paine that the Opaunt 
kelte, there pꝛoteeded from his helme a verie thicke and hot 
ſmoake, his futie and anger was ſo much to ſe himſelſe be⸗ 
ſtowe ſo manie blowes, and not one of them coulde hurt dis 
enimie, he thꝛew bis ſheelde from him to the earth, and take 
his ſwoꝛde in both his handes, and verie flercelp Croke his 
bozle with bis Spurres, which made bim to lcape the⸗ 
ther wyere as this wozthie warriour was, and wi:hout 
EL. Ante 
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aͤnie cefence he ſtroke him ſuch a blowe vppon the healme, 


that he made him to decline his head to the mane of bis 
hoꝛſe, and being troubled with that great and ti uell blowe, 
his hozſe carried hun a while hare and there about the 
fleld Zbe terrible and fierce Gyannt would haue giuen bun 
the iccond blowe, but he could not, fo2 that the Emperour 
was coine againe to himſelſe, ard being letteled in (te ſad⸗ 
dle, he firmed his lwoꝛde fait with both his handes, and bes 
ing incenſed with greate anger and kurie, inlomuch that fire 
flaſhed out at both his epes, be rake his hozſe with his 
ſpurres, and thꝛuſt himſelfe foz ward, ſaping: Tarrie, tarrte 
thou furious beaſt, foz that 7 meane to revenge my ſelle of 
the blo we paſt that thou gaueſt mer, and without delay ſend 
thy dampned ſoule deferuedly to the diuell of dell, and ther⸗ 
with he froke the dinelliſh Gpaunt ſuch a blowe vpon the 
helme, that be made it ſound like a bell, and he without ante 
remembz unte fell downe backwards vppon his hozſe crous 
pet, the blowe was ſo terrible and deltuered with lo greate 
firength, that the bloud ſtar ted out both at his eies aus at his 
noſe And as the Emperour would have turned to haue ſtro⸗ 


ken bim againc,he heard one with a great noiſe that called 


loude and ſayd; Stand fill vile knight and hold thy hands, 
except thou wilt die the death. Tde Emperour lifting bp his 
bead to ſw who it was that with ſs great arrogancie thzecat⸗ 
ed him, beheld another Giant which deſcended do une from 
the Caſtell, of a greater ſtature, and (@ming to be of moze 
ſtrength and furie then the other two, which by reaſon of hi8 


gteatneſle was faine to goe on fete, fo2 that there was no 


hozſe able to beare him. When the Emperour ſawe a thing 
ſo monſlrous comming towards him, be ſaid with an angry 
voice: Curſed be that euill and diuelliſh generation from 


whence luch monſters doth pꝛocœ de, if it pleaſe God J will 


doe iny belt to abate this thy courage, and in this time the 
Spaunt was come to himſelfe and roſe vp againe, and was 
pꝛepared againſt the Emperour, who ſeing him ſo nigb, 
with purpoſe to ſtrike him, toke the aduauntage, and ſtroke 


bc, with luch an ouerthwart blowe, that by thc fozce 277

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af it tut his t hꝛaate, neckte and all, ſo that the head fell doi uc 
to the earthſaub the. votic alla ike the cozner of aexrcat cas 
ſtell. This other Gpar.t ſa ing bis bzother dead in ſuch ſegt, 
ct ved out revilting dis Gods, and with blaſpheming of all 


creatures. be deſcenver downe ihe bill, and d2cw ent bis 


puge and mightie [werde, pꝛeſſing towards the Empercur, 
with (nch fuͤrte, as ctommonlp the fierce Lyon doth after his 


pꝛaie, which being wel perceiued by the Emperour, he auoi⸗ 


ded a little on the one ſide with his hozſc,s lighted in greate 
daſt, and with his accuſtomed courage hæ went to mete the 
pant, who was readic with his { wo2d in his hand, t came 
e ſtroke at the Emperour a might ie blow, which he recciucd 
vpon his ſhœld, that did then deceiue him, and by reaſon ther⸗ 
of it fell downe vpon his healme, and made him Cope with 
both his knas to the grounde, loſing ſomewhat of bis ſight 


by fo2ce of-that furious blowe, The Emperour ſeing that it 


was not then time to. flape „ and that the Gpaunt had his 
( wa2d oner him to ſtrike him againe , be being ſomewhat 
troubled, ſtepped aſide.and clorcd himſelfe from the fall ther⸗ 
of, and ther with pꝛeaſed to the Gpant befoze he could againe 
retouer his terrible \.wazde, to beſtow on him a blow coꝛe⸗ 


ſpondent to his rage, and ſtroke him vpon the. arme, vut by 


reaſon that the Emperour was not wholp come to bumſelte 
of the fozmer blow he receiued, he could not repaie him with 
bis whole ſtrength as his heart deſired, oꝛ as he would if hee 


bao ben come to himſelſe, not withſtanding it was not ſo lit 
tle, but that his ſwozd cut his arme to the bone, wherwith he 


was fo ſoze hurt that he could not lift his ſ woꝛzde from ibe 
ground, with the paine whercof the Gpant did fele himſelfe 
verie ill, and was conſtrained to chaunge his: wozd into his 


left hand, with the which de ſtroke blowes verie much out 


of oꝛder. In this time the Emperour ſtroke at him ſo terry- 


ble and thicke that it did almoſt amaze him, when the Gi⸗ 


ant ſawe himſelfe ſo ill intreated, be began with a terryble 
voice. to call fg2 helpe al his people from the Caſtell. The 
which beeing under ode by the valyaunt and heroptall 
Emperour, he ſapd:no thou mn ihr Qireugth 
. n. noꝝ 
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no2 thy Gods,no2 thy people ſhall deliner the , buf thou 
ſhalt die by my handes,and therewith ke troks at him the 
faſter and with mo2e courage, but wityin a ſmall time af- 
ter he ſawe deſcending fcom the Caſtell another mightie gy⸗ 
1 ant, and in his company moe then foztie knights, who with 
1 greate ſhaweing deſcended downe the hill, the which being 
1 ene by the woꝛthie Trebatio, he was perſ waded ccrtainty 
that there hee ſhoulde dye. And although he was ſomewhat 
wearie of þ great trauaile which had paſſed, vet her pur poſcd 
to ſell his lpfe verie deere, determining that they ſhould paie 
well fo2 it bekoze he loſt it. Then all thep which deſcended 
from the Caſtell did compaſſe the Emperour rounde about, 
and ſtroke him on eucrie fide without mercie oz pittie, who- 
loeuer had bene there to haue "(ene this wozthie warriour, , 
ſhould haue had iuſt occaſion to ſate that there was the Vas 
liant Emperour Trebatio, the flower of all knighthode; foz 
that he alone dekended himſelfe againſt his enimies, in that 
great extremitie, and ik thoſe gyants had not ſo pꝛeſſed vpon 
him, be hadeſtemed p other knights verie little, but it were 
the gyants that did moſt trouble and moleſt him,neuerthes 
leſſe be that did come in the daunger of his blowes, might 
thinke himſelle bewitched oz to haue euill foꝛtune, fo2 cither 
be was llaine o2 elſe maimed, oz beaten downe to the 
grounde, but yet all this valoar that he vſed little pzofited 
pdim, except he did firlt pzocure te deſtroie theſe two dwwels 
liſh Gpauntes, who thzough their might bzought him into 
great perpleritie , making him ſometimes to decline with 
his handes to the earth, and at other times alſo to ſtagger 
beere and there. And theſe ſhameleſſe people by the impoz⸗ 
tunate noiſe of their Loꝛdes, pꝛocured on euerie ſide to hurt 
and moleſt the Emperour , and with the ſame nopſe theres 
deſtended from the Caſtell moꝛe then the (co2ze perſons ;be-s 
fdes them that were there befoze, But when the Cmperour 
Trebatio ſawe himſelfe lo euill intreated and. beſet on cucry 
ide round about, he called vppon the name of God , and 
deſired him of pardon fo2 all dis ſinnes, and that he would s 
haue mercie on his onde to that he thought verily there ts 
end 
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end his lie. and therwith be encouraged-himſelfe a new! und 
gathered luch ſtrength to his heart, that what with the "int 
quarrel! be — the great anger he conccuned , hee gaue 


vnto that E — — foz ſuccour) ach a terrible 
biowe voon fl phat toz all the greate fo2ce of his ar 
mour, it han almoil jim in two paces, where with bee 
kell dead at 222 at the venio lame inſtaunt he ſtroke. 
ne of the knightes ſuch another blowe vpon the helme, that 
he diuided both it and his head downe fo the ſhoulders. The 
other Gyant when he ſawe ſuch meruailons blowes, began 
to exclaime aut againft Mars, reuniting him, that he bad be⸗ 
ſtowed ſo much ftrength and force on one knight, to d | 
ſuch pzoweſſs.as there the Empetour ſhe wed. The rel of the 
knightes were ſomwhat afraide ot that which they had fiens. 
done, and dur ſt not pꝛeaſe ſo ntgh as befoze they did, pet by 
reaſon of the great feare- they had of the Opant, thep did not 
let greatly to moleſt and trouble him, and they pꝛeaſed vpon 
him in luch wiſe that he wared wearie, ſo that his god bebift 
and noble tourage wold littie pꝛeuaiie him, but that he muſt 
neeves be ouercome and ſlaine. The ſad and ſozrowfull Las 
die Lidia when ſhe ſawe the Emperour in ſuch great perpler⸗ 
itie, with crofling and wainging der in and with bitter

fit; at which nayſe the Empet our tourned his head aſive, 
and ſawe whercas the Gyaunt dape all along on the carth, 
by fozce; of that moſt terrible and cruell blows, Allo hee 
ſawe howe this noble knight beſturred himſelſe amongeſt 
the reſt of the Gpauntes knightes, which was a valpaunt 
fight to bee ſcene, wherfoze be remained a god while in be⸗ 
holding and viewing bim, till at the laff be knewe hin 
to bee his woꝛthie ſonne, eucn that reno wmed and anuinti⸗ 
cle Roſieleer.

1 Lhe Emperour was then riſen and readie, and was put- 
| king all things in oꝛder that was neceſſarpe to paciſie and 
make quiet the people of the countrie: the which was done 
with great eaſe, when it was knowen that their Lozds wer 
dead, whom they did without all meaſure hate, fo that they 
were lo great tyzants:and foure great Cities, beſide manys 
other faire townes and villages ,.did yelde and ſurrender. 
tyemlelues vnder his iuril dicion. The Emperour canſed 
them to ſweare to receiue Roſicleer as their true Lo2d, and 
they to be his faithfull ſubiects, and with them likewiſe all 
the whole dominion, the which they did with a verye god 
will: and the Emperour appoynted a gouernour amongel 
them, to gouerne all the land . All this being finiſhed, and 
that the Jlande was in peace and quietneſſe, he commanded 
to make readie two gallepes, the one foz the faire Lidia and 
v pir Brenio, and the ofber faz his owne perſon, foz that he 
would depart foz Africa. So all things was pꝛouided pꝛe⸗ 
ſently in god oꝛder, and being readie, the Emperour com- 
maunded the faire Lidia to imbarke hir ſelfe, and to carrye 
with hir bir Knight , who ffraight waye went aboꝛde the 
galley,and tommaunded the marriners to take their courls 
towards Spaine, Like wiſe the Emperour did take his leaus 
bol all them of the Caſtle : who foz his noble 'cuſtomes and 
valiaunt Knighthove , after that they knewe who he was, 
they both feared and loued him with all their hearts - = 
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Jirrour of Knighthood, 
when be was imbarked in the galley , he commaunded the 
marrinets to take the way towards Atiica. 

Nhat is he that could ſignifie-by any reaſon the mall 
contentment and iope, that the faire Lidia reteiucd, in behol⸗ 
ding the lad and melancholike countenaunce that bir Breino 
continvally ſwewed: who without ſpeaking any wo2d, 1c - 
led on till they found themlelues in the Ponticke (ca, whe i's 
as continuallype it is accuſtomed wih bis farte , to terrific 
thoſe, which do nauigate that wap. So there aroſe a migh⸗ 
tie and groat tempeſt, which was ſuch, that it cauled p g .is 
lcy to tumble and toſſe from the dne parte to the other , in 
great perill and daunger. Thus they remained the dapes x 
thꝛæ nights in this great danger, e the fourth day they wer 
dꝛiuen a land, at a ſmail Jlandevninhabited, that was called 
Rees. This Jlande was hid in the ſea very farre from anpe 
lande, and was popnted with very great rockes. Ther they 
came to an anker with their galley, and foz to refrech and 
tale themſelucs of their great trauaile which they had paſ« 
ſed,they went a lande, and commaunded to raiſe vp a fapze 
Tent which they bzought with them, and therein they made 
a bed, whereon Brenio lape done to eaſe himſelfe : and 
thts faire Lidia leaned on the bed ſide by him, and was ſoms 
what in quiet, foz that che ſawe that the ſadneſſe of ber 
Knight was a little abated. And by reaſon of the great paine 
and doloz that ſhe had reteiued, and the vnquietneſſe in the 
tempeſt: and againe, foz the contentment ſhe had, to ſ& her 
Bnigbt in better quiet, her wearied body required ſome reſt, 
in ſuch ſoꝛt, that as ſhe was leaning on the beddes ſide, ſhe 
fell a leepe. This falſe Brenio when he ſawe her at reſt and 
in a ſound ſlœpe, in great ſecret be aroſe from the bedde, and 
went vnto the waters ſide whereas he bad lefte the galley , 
and entering therein, ge commannded all thoſe that were a⸗ 
lande to imbarke themſelues, and to hopſe vp the ſaples,and 
wold not by any meanes farry,til that the ſeas were calme, 
but rather did put himſelfe in p peril of theſe furious waues, 
then to iniope the ſwertneſſe of this faire Damoſcll ; and 
lefte her all alone, in this deſolate and vnpeopled *

dic ſtill Aceping, dꝛeamed, that there was a great and fierce

do, Theſe and ſuch like fokens-the wiſe. Pilot did conſider:

they did in great halt, and labonred to profito themfclues 


with their oares and by the ſtrength of their armes. But 


in the ende, when they ſawe that neither layle no2 oares 


would p2ofite them, they committed themſelues vato God, 
and lefte the Galley and all their gods vnto his m_— 
wi 
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wlll, and the furie of water, which beganne pꝛeſently to in⸗ 
treate them in ſuch ſezt, that it gaue them plainly to vnder⸗ 


ſtand of their deſtruction. This was the Galley in which the 


Emperaur departed in, at ſuch time as the Ladie Lidia did 
take her leaue, wherein he toke but (mall reſt, alwayes la⸗ 
bouring to aide and helpe whereas moſt neceſſitie required, 
in thꝛowing out water which troubled them verie much, bes 
ing dꝛiuen by thoſe mightie waues into the Galley . Thus 
were they toſſed and tumbled all the night loking, eueris 
poure fo; death,at length the Sun appeared and ſhewed his 

golden face, whereby he did declare the cruell ſtozmes t tems 
| peſts which was paſt, and likewiſe gaue ſhew of that which 


was to come, by reaſon that it was darkned vpon a ſodaine, 


and ſhewed a heauie chere ; lo the windes began to ariſe 4 


blew moꝛe and moze, and the waues increaſed and roſe-of a 


great and bage height, beating vpon the galley with luch vi⸗ 


olent fozce,that being taken betweene two billowes,the gal» - 


lep bzake a ſunder in the middeſt, Theſe ſCozrowfull marrp⸗ 


ners which vntill that time had trauailed and fought with

So without giuing any to vnderſtande, in 
a night they imbarked themſelues, and hopſed the pz ſapies, 


and committed their ſhip thetber, whereas Foztune woulde + 


carrie her. Zbe Empzeſfe,although the recetued great diſs 
comfozt by her being alone, pet ſhe did diſſemble it in the 
beſt wile ſhe could, and did labour with great diſcretion to 
gouerne her Empire in quietneſſe, thinking thereby to mi⸗ 


tigats her griefe, fo2 the abſence of the Emperour. So ons 


dape ba 1 n this ſoꝛrobe, tyere was heard a great rum92, 
which ws oled to pꝛocæde of great ioye and gladneſſe. 
pꝛellk hearing it, could not by anpe meanes ima⸗ 
gine what it ſhonld be, and being doubtfull, ſhe (ent one fg 
knowe what it was, that cauſed that great fumult in the 
Court : but quickly ſhe was reſolued, and put out of all her 


doubt, ſo; that it was giuen her to vnderſtand, that the iope 
was, becauſe of the Pzince Roſicleer, of whom A haue tolde 


you, who did then at that inſtaunt dilimtarke bimſcife at 
the watcrs ſide, 

What ſhould J bere ſpeake of the great ioye which the 
Empꝛeſſe receiued, J am not able fully to declare it, but it

The Dutches was pꝛeſent 
at this meeting, wo knewe very well Roſicleer to bee her 
that did make ſuch laughter of her Unightes comming vx 
the __ and when ſbe tame vnto the Pzince, ſhe aps. 
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ce Hnight, I neuer thought to giue you ſo louing entertainment 
ct as ud J dw, by reaſon that pou did intreate me very ill, o 
c all my people, and cauſed me fo receiue great gricfe: neuer⸗ 
cc theleſſe, the amends; which J hope ko haue of lo wozthpe a 
cc knight, doth cauſe me to craue of pon pardõ fo2 this amy foe 
ec mer anger, fo that the little knowledge and acquaintaunce 
ec J haue had of pou, hath bene the pꝛincipall occaſion of my 
cc diſcourteſie.

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1 And being reſoning in this manner, they were ent off from 
their talze by the comming of the Empꝛeſſe Claridiana, who 
b2ought leading by the hand, the Lady Oliuia, who came 
from her cloſet, whereas being together, they beard of the 
newes of the arriuall of the Pzince. Af Roſicleer did res 

- ceine great pleaſure when he did ſ Olmia, (vnta them that 
haus rea(on and diſcretion of vnderſtanding, J leaue þ con- 


| ſideration) : ſo like wiſe he did much meruatle, at the great 
if leanneſſe of Claridiana, foz the which he was very ſozrpe, 
| 178 and with ſome reaſons he did comfozt her, as one Þ knewe 


all the lecreat of her þeart . All the whole Court receiued 
great toye and pleaſure fo2 the comming of the P2zince,and 
all the Knights and Gentlemen came to viſite him. And be- 
ing dinner time they ſate downe at the table, and at the end 
of the dinner, when that all was taken vp, they did deter⸗ 
mine and thought it god,tbat out of hande they would pꝛo⸗ 
ture to giue battaile to the Gyannts, vſurpers of the kings 
dome of Lira, and that the Queene and the Dutcheſſe ſhould 
remaine in the Court: and with this concluſion they com⸗ 
maunded, that fo the next dape, ſhould be made readie, all 
that ſhould be neceſſarie foz tyeir tourney, In the Court 
was made great lamentafion and ſozow; fo that the pꝛincs 
wold ſo ſone depart, æ leane it without anie knight of eſti⸗ 
mation 02 accompt to be made of: foz that they were all de⸗ 
parted in the Queſt and ſerking of their Lozd and Empe⸗ 
rour : whereas 4 will leaue them.

the furious waters with their great waves 
e terrible nopſe, with violent fozce do make 
hollowe and vndermine the rockes, e ſirong 
defence of the pozt Palato,and the ſumptuous citie of Sina, 
are two very faire Flands,the one of them is called Trapo- 
na,a very| great Jland and plentifull of all things, wheicin 
raigned a knight of great fame called Delto, which was not 
farre off from the other Jland, named Arguinaria, being like 
wiſe ver aboundant of all Kinde of vittailes, ę very ſtrong 
and was gouerned by a Giaunt called, Gedereon Brandem- 
bul,a very fierce man. Bis power and ſtrength was ſuch , 
that he was not onely feared of them of the Jland, but alſo 
of all other Kings and Knights, bozderers and confincs vp⸗ 
pon his Jiand, He was fiftcene cubites in height, and his 
face very furious and wilde, and his ſtrength ſurpaſſed the 
power of men. And aboue all he was very cruell , and bad 
bſurpcd that land of another Giant, who by lineall deſcent 
ſhould haue had the gouernment , whoſe name was called 


Galtenor. This was he, which in a Serpentine figure ente ⸗ 


red into the chamber of the Empꝛeſſe Claridiana , and ſtolg 
away her two childzen, foz that be did knowe by bis arte 
- Pagicke(in the which he was very cunning and expert) that 
be could not recouer his Jland, but by meanes of the young 
fonne, whereof the Empꝛeſſe ſhuld be deliuered. Foz which 
cauſe he did ſteale them away in the fozme as J baus folds 
you, J ſay the two young childzen newly boꝛne. Then this 
Galtenor,haning theſe two poung infants in his power, tra⸗ 
uailed on warde his icurney,and ouerpaſſed all Greece, he 
came vato the vttermoſt partes and confines of Armenia 
And app2oching vato a Caſtle, by reaſon that the infants 
were out of quiet with hunger, he vled the effec of his arte, 
and did inchaunt all them that were within the Caſtle, and 
depꝛiued them of thcir wits, ſauing onely one Lady , that 
was newly bꝛought a bedde, whole childs Clraight 2 ta 
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bed, vnder the Pole antarticke, and whereas: 
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The ſecond part of tbe 

whome he did commende the two infants. And as at that 
time this faire Lady was not ſufficient to giue them both 
ſuck fo; lacke of milke,he did by his arte likewiſe pꝛouide 
a Liones, which had newly whelped,aad a (ſhe Goat, which: 
did heipe her with their milke , ts the nouriſhing of theſe 
two inkants. This Lady foz the refreſhing of the Inkants, 
did alke licenſe to vnſwavdle them, which being graunted 
vnto her, ſhe vnſwaddeled the young infant out of his ritch 
clothes wherein he was, and in making cleane ok his little 
bodie:wtth a fine linnen cloth, ſhe ſawe on his bꝛeaſt, a ves 
ry fierie ſpeare, at the which ſhe was greatly amazed, E foz 
this occaſion thep gaue him to name Claridiano, of y ſpeare: 
and the other infant they called Roſaluira. Do in this oꝛder 
8s J haue told you, wer theſe infants nouriſhed two yeres, 
with theſe their nourſes, and euerpe daye moze then other 
their exceeding faireneſſe and beautie increaſed, ſo that they 
ſeemed to be heanenly creatures. This Gyant did defermin 
not to depart from that plate, til ſuch time as they came vn⸗ 
to age,fo2 that the countrep did lyke them very well. Bo 
they were there ſire yeres without remwuing from thence 
to any other place, in the which time theſe Inkantes were 
ſo great of body that they ſeemed to be of a doſſen peres of 
age. Claridiano was of a meruailous and faire beautie, but 


the infant Roſaluira was without compariſon,moze then a⸗ 
nie humane creature. Then Galtenor læing that it was time

Here he cauſed 
his waggon to deſcend foꝛ fo eaſe themſelues, and that the 
childzen ſhould take ſome refreſhing: the which was done 
to the great contentment of them all: and being ſomewhat 
wearie of their iournep, the Gyant fell a flepe,and ſo 1tke- 
wiſe the nourſe, who was called Formiſa with Claridiano in 
her armes, who alſo was a fleepe, but Roſaluira was awake, 
and being apparailed wilh very rich apparell of white Das 
maſke,all ſpotted full of Jewells of golde and pearles, thee 
deſcended out of the Mlaggon, and wilh her fi irc yclows 
haire, which ſemed to be golde wiers, all hanging down bes 
hinde on her back, gardilhed about with very rich iewells, 
t without all feare ſhe went vnto the riuers ſide, the which 
was beſet on enery ſide with very faire D2chards and gar⸗ 
deines, and all the fields garniſhed with diners: kindes of 
[wete flowers and grene hearbes, which lerued foz the fee- 
ding of many ſhepe,that were nigh at hand feeding by the 
riuers (de. And ſhe recciued ſuch contentment, in theſe ſweet 


delights,that befoze ſhe was aware,ſhe was very far from 


the place, whereas her bꝛother and the reſt were a fleepe, 
There was nigh that place a ſhepheard, which kepte cer⸗ 
faine ſhe&epe,;# with that exerciſe he paſſed his lyfe, (although 


with great miſerie) and in a very pwꝛe and little cottage , 


who ſeing that Inſant all alone, and ſo gallantlye ado2- 
ned with rich apparell, he dzew nere the place whereas ſhe 
was, and loked round about him towardes all parts, to ſes

ſtroke the Pꝛince ſuch a blowe vpon the healme, p he made 
him ſtope, and firme his hand vpon the ſhip bo2de, and in 
great haſt he doubled another with ſo great ſtrength. that he 


was al moſt aſtonped, and it made him to recoile backwards 


two paccs, that be had almoſt falien domne. The Knight 
of the Dunz, came firataht wape to himſclfe , and lifting

Dh how much p knight of 8 
ſan foũd himſelfe freubled fo ſ& 5 great ſtrength of his ads 
uerſarie, foꝛ y except it were in the Knight of Cupide only, 
be neuer in any other had found the like courage 4 ſiregth, 
as he did in this night with the grene armour, who lyke- 
wile did nolelſe meruaile at the power of the Knight of the 
| Sunne: and with this, in either of them increaſed greate 
courage, with like deſire to ouercome their entmies, pꝛocu⸗ 
ring to ſtrike the one the other with great furie, and multi 
plyed ſo their blowes, that neither of them was without his 
payment.

And at thoſe wozds cnitred 46k 
the Printe of Scotland and certain of the Pzinceſſes Dam⸗ 
ſgils,vut when the [P21nce did fie the greate boldnefle ol Li- 
ckarte, be dꝛewe out his l wazde with greate anger, aud 
: Traitour, thou ſhalt not clirre thy ſeife as thou doeſt 
thinke to doe, hau:ng committed lo greate treaſon as thou 
halt done, and his anger was ſuch, that he ſtroke at the Carle 
a terrible blows, which was mo2e of ire then regarding how 
be deliuered it, the Carle let the blow lippe by and runnirg 
in wich tha ſame, he ſtroke the P2tnce ſuch a blowe vppon 
the head, that he parted it in two perces, and hee fell do wne 
dead on the floze. The tumult and vpꝛoare Wes ſuch amon⸗ 
geſt the Ladyes and Damoſclls, that at their greate ſhzikes : 
the king went thether,and bis comming was in ſuch halt, 
that this vnkoꝛtunate Lidiarte coulve not by ame mean es get 
awate. There came in companie with the king, Beraldo of 
Burdeaux, and the Earle of Aniow, ard the Painte of Vi- 
arne, and many other knightes and Gentlemen. And when 
the king lawe the Peince ſlaine, and the murtherer landing 
by, the king ſtepped vato him and toke the el ws2ve out of 
bis hande, and ſapde vnto him. Oh knight without meaſure 
02 mercie, what hath beene the occaſion of this thy follpe to 
kill this Pzince, There was by a Ladie of the Pzincces, 
(who verie græuouſly lamented the death of the Pzince) and 
told vnto the king all-ptruth of che matter as it ther paticv,- 
| and when the king heard of all this enterpziſe, he receiued 
lo much anger, that he himſelfe in perſon did carrie him into 
a ſtrong tow2e which was in the pallaice and put him pꝛi⸗ 
loner therein and commaunded to put on him verie greate 
and ſtrong chaines,and without any moze tarrieng he kalled 
his counſell together, and opened the matter in publike be⸗ 
foze them all, whereas he vas condemned fo2 a traitour (al- 
though there were ſome which did feare much bis great po⸗ 
wer, but the king made no reckoming of it) and ſo beloꝛe that 
de would bzeake his faſt, be commaunded bim to be hanged 
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6 out of one of the windowes of the Towꝛe, and commaim⸗ 
ce ded publikelp to be pꝛeclaimed all the whole treaſon, whers 


«as to ail men was ſenc his ſodaine & ſo2zrowfull death. Zhen 


« ye cominaunded the P2ince to be buried with great hononr, 
4 ag vnto ſuch a perſon did appertaine. After this the ſoꝛrow⸗ 
ce full Tarhaa ſæing tbet ſhe was the oncly ettaſion of all this 
«©cmil,not remembzing the loſſe of her virginitie, no: relpect⸗ 
ing ante ſhame „which ſuch as ſhe was ought to haue and 
e kcepe, began to teare her hatre, and to ſcratch her face. gaue 
*« mernatlons ſhꝛikes, that all the Pallatce did ſound thercof, 
and with greate furie ſhe went vp vnto the place whereas 
«© her welbeloued Lidiarte was hanged , and when ſhe lawe 
be him dead with fo ſhamekull and diſhonourable à death, the 
ce beganne with great lamentation to publiſh the occaſion of 
“s all this cuill, ſaping. 

« Oh ſouereigne God, now will J acknowledge this great 
«c errour which J haue committed and donc, foz the which A 


do not deſerue one, but a thouſand deaths: Od miſerable cre⸗ 


« ature that J am, and vnhappie bodie that hath committed ſo 
ce great harme and villanie, and onely becauſe thou couldeſt not 
« refraine thy diloꝛdinate appet ite, thy ſoule muſt nowe pays 
e that which thou diddeſt conſent vnto: Oh curſed delight, that 
cc foꝑ alittle tranſitoꝛie pleaſure J would loſe my virginitie, 
«« therby cauſing him whom J loued inoze then my ſelfe, to re⸗ 
« ceine fo miſerable a death 4 evil end, t haue likewife b2ought 
in great ſuſpition the honour of my Lady the Pꝛinceſſe, ther⸗ 
„ foze J will giue my ſelfe the cozrection that ſo wo2rhilye J 
ce doe deſerue, paving with my life and honour,the pꝛiſe of my 
great laſciuionſneſſe and diuelliſh hardineſſe. And with this 
«c ſhe leapt into the windowe with great furie, and lapde holde 
«c on the roape whereby the Earle was hanged, and ſlipped. 


ec done by it fill ſhe came and imbꝛaced her armes aboute 


te the necke of the Sarle , and iopning ber mouth vnto his 
«« month , which was then verie colde and blacke with the 
c blond, and holding her ſelfe faſt with the ane of her handcs, 
with the other hand ſhe d2ewe out a little knife which lie

Do when that this vnhappie death of +, 
the Earle came vnto the tares of his Father and all his kinſ⸗ „ 
folkcs,!1bep were verie ſozrowfull, and recetued foz it great „ 
griefe,and wared-veric w2athfall,and determined (if it were „ 
poſſible) to renenge the death of the Earle, and deuilcd con- ,, 
tinually in ſecrete Rees might beſt bee taken to baing „ 
it to effect. Do in the ende al manie inuentions,tbey conclu⸗ ,\ 
ded,to accuſe the Painceffe, that ſhee ſhould be the onely oc- „ 
caſion of allthis evill, And the better foz to compaſſe and „ 
bꝛing this accufation to palſe, they did commit it to the vſing 3 
of the bzothers ſonne al the olde Carle, and confin vnto Li- „ 
diarte, who was ſohne vnto the Carle ol Prouince, an ertel⸗ ty 
lent and valiaunt Knight; The which accuſation be did at⸗ we 
cept with a verie g@d will, and foz to make their determina⸗ * | 
tion of moze ftrength, they agreed to ſende vnto the king⸗ „, 
dome of Sardenia, bnto a b2other. of the king Branydoro, ,, 
with whome they dad at that time greate friendſhippe, re- „ 
queſting him that her woulde (endo them ſome, one uf bis _ 
lignage to fagour them herein, the wbich he graunted with ,\ 
verie greate gad Will; and fo2 that they cheulde the bet⸗ 
ter bnderffand the greate deſire:that- ha badde to plcaſurc 4 
them in this matter, he ſent. them two ak his lignage, and 
by reaſon that ther were Gyauntes and ot ameruailous *? 
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huge bigneffe ( althaugh all the wozld did knowe ſhat the 
Peinceſſe is without fault and not culpable ) pet they dare 
not put their perions in aduenture, with thoſe two hozrible 
and diſozdinate monſters , So after they hadde made this 
their traiterous and falſe accuſation, after manye and great 
- confenttons they grew in the end fo this concluſton, that the 
P2aceTe ſhoald within the tearme of fiftene dapes bzing 
thec knightes that with thele other th2e ſhoulde make 
and maintaine battaile in the fieide fo2 the dekence of this 
kalſe accuſed JIzincelſe , and if ſo be that ſhe coulde with⸗ 
in that time pꝛeſired finde but two knightes,tben it ſhall be 
at their curteſte to take vppon them the enter pziſe, and nei⸗ 
ther moꝛe noz leſſe then they the if ſhee did finde but one 
knight.

ce bles : which as pet J am not certaine, whether thou haſt pꝛe⸗ 
ce feaved 02 pꝛocured it ſhuid be ſo 02 no, Oh curſed inchaun⸗ 
te ters,how many euills haue pou w2ought by the help of di⸗ 
« nicils,fo that by reaſon of your inchauntments, many woz⸗ 
« thve Anights are bzought into ſuch like troubles as J am. 
Here pou map fi into what cxtremitie this Magitall arte 
c hath bzought-me,fo 5 J can by no meanes pꝛoſite my lelfe 
« of the ſtrength of theſe my young armes, but am here in the 
power ofa diuel, who wil onerthzow this barke: bat that 
« which doth mott greue me, is, p J am bzought into a plate 
„eto dpe, where of my death ſhall ve lefte no memozie, but 
„ mafk die dildained of that cruell Ledp. Do with great (02s 
rowe and trouble, he paſſed th dayes,in the end of which, 
he diſcouered a very (mail Jland, which was in the middeſt 
of the ſea.

then he was of the firft. And when bh: came viiio timle.ir , 
and telt that be was freſhly wounded, he did delight hineitk 
with the peolow haire, the which ba bad in his bande, 619 
tonſidering with what pꝛe it was pulled of, and allo cis 
ling fo remembzance her complaint, he did plainly pertccbe 
that the occauon of ail this her ſozrow was loue. Bo with

Zoilo was dꝛiuen to remains, et be departed in great haſt.So 
this T artarian Zoilo remaining alone in his hippe,direrted it 
towards them that were in battaile, and came vnto them af 
fuch time as they had great na te of his ſuccour, fo2 that they 
were oppꝛeſſed by the ſame ſhip of the roucrs that met with 
bim, and they were in a meruailous great fight, but with the 
aide of the Tartarian, thep aſſailed them in ſach ſozt,p if they 
had not y&>ldedthemſelucs to mercie, thep had ſonke them all 
in tye lea, t taking all their 8ths they made tyem to ſwears 
that they ſhuld lgaue that euill and naughtie life.

time by bis furious entering was knowen the greate pow⸗ 
er of his arme, in ſuch ſo2t,that wherſoeuer be went, he made 
a b20ad waie, and with ſmall trotbie he iopned with þ tbace 


knightes, who when they knew of the helpe that was came 
vnto thein, each of them recouered new ſtrength, and did pꝛo⸗ 


cure to doe ſtraunge feates, becauſe the other ſhould haue no 
aduauntage of them. And they verie much mcraailed'wya 
that knight ſhould be of lo great pꝛoweſſe, foz y the blowes 
which be ſtroke might well be knowen from all the reſt,fo2 
if it had not bene by the armour that he wo2e,thep woulde 
haue thought him to be one of the lonnes of Trebatio. Theſe 
fonre knightes kept ſo god oꝛzder in their fight againſt their 
enimies, that they gaue ouer to fight with them, and began 
to ſhowte and cite againſt them, ſo that thep were conſtrap⸗ 
ned to gor and leeke their enimies, the which they founde lo 
be no god remedie, foꝛ that they did intreate them euillp at 
their backes, and being verie angrie hire with, they determi⸗ 
ned to put themſelues amongeſt the thickeſt of them, which 
did not fall out well with them, foz that there was of them 
together moze then ten thouſand, the which this valiant E- 
leno ſceing, he thꝛew his ſheeld at his backe, fullpe incenſed 
with anger, and with his wende in bis bande all alofte, hœ 
pꝛeſſed vnto that parte whereas moſt people were, and the 
firſt he met withall, hee parted him in the middeſt, and the 


ſecond her cut off his bead, and ſo went fozwardes cutting 


and waunding nowe one and then another, with ſo greate 
kurie, that there was none that durſt abide. bis blowes . Js 
there anie doubt that whileſt this Pꝛince was thus trau⸗ 
bling and 57 enimies, that the other th2x& knights 
which were with him did ſtande by and lake on, no not ſo, 
but fo2 to ſoctate his wozthie actes , they wzought ſuch 
wonders in armes, as the repozte woulde ſœme almoſt ins

that they (@med to be no humane creatures. They did tigt 

with ſo much courage that their enimies wer conſtrained ta 

withdꝛawe thẽſelues back, it was a great trouble unta theſs 

unigbts that they were a fote,fo2 if thep had bene on hozſe⸗ 

backs all foure together, without doubt verie quickly they 

had made an end of the conqueſt, ſo being in this con tlic they 

fawe come fo2th of the citie a great number of knights, and 

befoze them came a well pꝛopoztioned Gpaunt, armed with 

verie fayie and rich armour, who with great haſt came vntg 

the place whereas the knights were, and when be ſawe the 

great harme which was there done, with a terrible and fears 

kuli voice he ſapd.

So then J do perceiue (aid 
wy the Gyaunt,tbat you do not purpoſe to [ weare in any thing 
ercept it he fixft declared vnto pou what it is, and the occa⸗ 
"ut ſion thereof, Co the which aunſ wered Zoylo, no. Well bers 
Nr A \weare vnto you by the high Gods (fayd the Gpaunt) that 
1 Amy letfe alone will bzing you all to that ſtaye , that you 
woulde willingly f weare,bat then you ſhal! haue no time, 
And therewithh he dꝛewe ont a b2oade and gliſtering | wo2d 
and flouriſhing therewith bs pꝛeſſed fozwardes , then the 
JPaince Ete11o ſtepped Fazth and regacſted the other that 
they would let him alone with þ gyant,the which although 
it were againſt their wills, vet they conſented to it, and the 

other putting themſelues all on the one ſide , they beganne 0 

#gaine theyz * battle, The Oxaunt with the _ 3 
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Mirrour of Knighthood, 
faris hit had, did dilcharge his bio we, but it was in vainey 
foz that the Pꝛince did let it ſlippe by. iu ſach ſozte, that ha 
toulde not ſtrike hum, and in putting the blowe 8 ſide, he tut 


the lapde Gpaunt vppon one of his legges, and made a 
wounde, which althgugh it were not greate, pet there ranne 


aut of it verie much bloud. When the Gpaunt did fele him⸗ 


ſeife hurt, and that he ſawe his bloud runne downe, he did (0 
kindle in ire, that he let his ſheelde fall to the grounde, and 
laping holde on bis greate and b2oade worde, with both 
his handes he lift it vp, and ſtroke at the Davie thinking 


with that one blovwwe to haue finiſhed the battaule , but tte 


aince fo that he was niuible and liqht, did pꝛoture [lraight 
waies to clæœre himſelfe from the fozce theceof, the which be 
did in ſuch ſoꝛt, that the woꝛde fell downe to the ground, 
and by reaſon of the great foꝛce and furie wherewith it was 
diſcharged,the Gyant was conſtrained following bis blowe 
to fall ikewiſe downe vpon the earth. Here the. Dacian was 
not id!e,vat wittz both bis hands ſtroke him vpon his ſtrong 
belme with great courage, and although he could not cut it 


at that time by reaſon of the hardneſle, pet it aſtoniſhed him 


t bꝛought him gut of his rememb2aunce, The-Gyant which 
(awe himſelle in this perpleritte, with great furie in the beſt 
manner he could, tumbled bimſelſs on the one ſide, and pꝛo⸗ 
cured to ariſe vpon his fete, but it was not poſtible fo2 him, 
fo: that he was tozmented with greate and heauie bie wes, 
and fo2ced to fall downe againe vpan the ſande, but pet as 
ſone as be toulde, he tourned once againe and” fo2ced him⸗ 
ſelfe to ariſe, but be could not do it with luch ſped, but fir ſt 
be muſb pz due againe the harpe edge of the Dacians ( wozd, 
who ſtrokt him ſuch another terrible blo lo vpon the helme, 


that it vcelded, and he cut bis fleſh. be Gyant did fa le bim⸗ 
felfp verie ill with that blowe and with the great furie and 


anger which he bad, he ſtroke at the knight a terrible bio we 
which was in ſuch ſozte, that by anie mi anes he coulde not 


ſhift bimlelte from it, but muſt neves receine it vppon his 
delme, the which was with ſuch fozce;that it made him to fall 


down to the ground, but this knight W great lightues tabled 
D. iiui. hims 
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himfelfe awaie vppon the ſands, and in a trice he was on his 
fete againe, and went towards the place whereas the Gyant 
was, with fall pzetence to ſtrike him ſuch a blowe , that hee 
ſboulo not be able to make ante moze reſiſtance. The Gyant 
when he ſawe him camming woulde haue ſtroken him, fo2 
to diſturbe him of his blow, but he tould not, fo2 that this Da- 


clan ſtroke him ſuth an ouerthwart blowe, that lighting on 


bis fte, he cut it cleane off, and the Gpant chaunced a blow 
pn his belme, that it made the knight to tumble on the land, 


the gyant ſeeing him downe, would haue turned to haue ſtri⸗ 
ken him againe, but he could not fo2 the lacke of his fœte, foz 


when he thought to firme his fote on the grounde to pꝛeaſe 
.fo2wards,he could not make a ſtep, but gaue a terrible fall to 
the ground, and being ſoze troubled with the wound of his 


head and other wounds, he peelded vp the Ghoſt, and ſent his 


ſoule to whom it did appertaine. The Pagan people when 
they (awe their ſtout Captaine dead, with great ſhowts and

at þ which, p Ring receiued no [mall iop, ſoz to haue ſo vali⸗ 
ant Knights w him in his companie. Then 5 King alighted 
and cauſed them to put vp their (wozds into their ſheathes, 
and did them as great honour as though they hadde ben in 
their owne Countries. Then the zince Eleno ſaing how 
that all things were finiſhed, he determined to. goe fo2. bis 
faire-Lidia,but when the Liing knew who ſhe was, hunſelle 
did beare him campanie, and toke her out of the galley, and 
b2ought her a ſhoze, All that did bcholve her, dib meruaple 
at her great beautte,veing mixed with lo much ſadneſſe. So 
the ing toke her by tbe hand and bart her company, till he 
came vnto the Citie, and carried het vnto bis pallaice, which 
was very rich and great, ſoꝛ this king was one of the migh- 
died Pzmnces in all Africa.

N great trouble and affliction we lefte the 
valiaunt Emperour Trebatio, in the Jland 
of Tinacria, harde by the fountaine of mar⸗ 


with his ſpeare in his reaſt, was pꝛepared 
| fon to hurt him. The Emperour ſeeing him 
come, he <a reate care of himſelfe, and being in a place that 
neither to the one parte nc2 to the other he coulde ſlip backe 
to laug himlelfe from that blowe, he did determine to ſlope 
with both his knees and ſhozten in his bodie, foꝛ that he was 
fure he coulde not ouerrunne him with bis hozle,by _

ble, at ſuch time as the Ear le of Modique | 
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of the fonntaine that was at his backe. The Emperour dey 


fended bunſelfe in luch lozt, chat the ſpeare without doing 


him ame hurt went over his head. The blowe was not ſo 


ſane paſt when that the Emperour roſe bolt vp2ight , and 


cat ſuch a thꝛnſt at the hoꝛſe bꝛeaſt, that his (wozd entered 
in vp to the hiltes , The ho2ſe when he felt himſeike hurr, 
gaue a leaps into the aire with lo great ſwiftnes, as thongh 
it had bene a whirlewinde, and in the ende, he fell dotwns tg 
the carth with great koꝛce, & in his fall, he taught p Carles 


leg vnder him, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that he could not by any meanes 


ariſe, Here might the Emperour have ſlaine oꝛ hurte him,

Then this faire Ladpe indured verye greate 
paine, vntillſuch time as the cleare Diana with the fairnes 
ok her beames, had paſſed the halfe part of her iournep, when 
that all the people were at their accuſtomed and naturall 
reſt. Then this faire Garrofilea àxoſe vp from her bed with 
a deſperate determination, which the foꝛce oł loue infozced 
her to pꝛactile, and couering her ſelle with a very rich robe, 
ſhe toke a ſwozd which had bene the Bing her. Fathers, 
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und put it under der lefte arme, and in her right haude e 
carried a light that ſhe might the better finde the doze, the © 
wich the opened as ſoftly as was poſſible, at ſach time as 
tho Emperoꝛ, was very faſt a ſlepe, and when ſhe ſaw that 
de did not heare her entering in, ſhe went vnto the beddes 
ſide, with the light in her hand, that ſhe might contemplars 
ber ſelfe in beholding the graue and faire fate of the Empe⸗ 
rour, and vnto her it ſeemed that in all the wozlb there was 
not ſuch another, noʒ that there could be any greater thing 
to be deſired, then that which her heart did require. In this 
ſozt ſhe was beholding him a great while, vntill ſuch time, 
as the ſozrowfull ſighes Garrofalca fet, cauſed the Emperoz 
to awake, and when be ſaw the Mucene,be was very much 
amazed, and weuld haue riſen vp, whercto p Qutene would 
not conſent, but cauſed him to lye ſtill, and ſetting the ligbt 
vpon a table which was in the chamber, ſhe tame and ſats 
ber downe vpon the bed by the Emperour, and ſhedding mas 
ny teares of perfca and true loue, ſhe ſapd. 

Py Lo2d,J wold very faine know what thou doſt pꝛe⸗ 22 2 
tend towards me, moſt vafoztunate Quene,wounded with 7» 
the darte of Cupide,onely by the ſight of thy ercerding per- 22 
ſonage. Foz knawing it, with thy aunſwere J woulde put 2» 
in o2der,that which J haue to do, concerning this my mi- 2 
ſerable life. 7 da well know my Lo2b and Emperour, that 2» 
this my bolde dilcouering of my ſelfe, hath bene th much, 22

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ec Rings : and now A come-to requeſt one,thatmakefh no ace 
< count of me, neither doth my pꝛeſent deſtruction move him 
cc tg any pittie. Go to Emperour,make an ende and aunſwers 
cc me, that therewith I may recetue either life oz death. Beers 
may you, which haue knowen what lone is, iudge what the 
Emperour I rebatio might conceiue in himſelfe, in this cru 
ell caſe. One way he did conſider the great lopaltie that þe 
ought vnto the Empꝛes bis wife: and this conſtrained him 
to denp her, Another way, the great deſire that her had to 
ſe himſelfe at libertie, and the great loue that he did know 
Garrofilea bare him, cauſed his hart ſomewhat to y&ld. Nots 
withſtanding, he did pꝛocure with faire andſwete wozdes, 
fo ſee if he could cauſe her to chaunge her thought and pars 
ic poſe ſaying, Lady,J do ſc very well, that the fo2ce of lone is 
ce ſo cruell, that whoſoeuer he doth wound, he leueth them in a 
c manner without remedpe, except it come from them, on who 
ec thep haue fired their heart. J do not denp, but that pour as 
cc moꝛous deſire is ſuch as he hath oꝛdained it, who ſpareth no 
cc creature. But confivering pour highneſſe and great eſtate, e 
cc the honour that all ſuch as vou are, choulde haue by your 
tc xopall marriages, J do moꝛe retoyce that you ſuſfer payne, 
cc then you ſhould take your eaſe with that, vnto which ſenſu⸗ 
ic all lone doth conſtraine you; Molt ſoucreigne Mucene,bere 
ic J do deſire vou, to bꝛidle your affection,and reſtrayne your 
tc àppetite, that vou fall not into that infamie, which will bes 
« the onely blemiſh of your eſtate, ſzeing it appertaineth ſo 
« much vato pour honour. The qutene ſceing Þ his reaſons did 
not incline vnto that which ſhe defired, ſhoztened his talk, & 
cc {aid : Emperour, all that which thou hall ſaydc,and all bes 
« ſides that thou canſt tell me, J do already vnderſfand, and 
46 there is nothing that may be ſpoken herein, but J have be⸗ 
«c foze this time conſidered of it. Notwithſtanding, loue bath 
cc moꝛe fo2ce,then any. regard oz conſideration J ſhould yang 
cc vnto my honour. Therifoze Jam here come, fully deter⸗ 
« mined to make a ſecond ſacrifice vnto my gods, which alters 
«« wards ſhall be lamented by ther. And in laying thoie wo2ds,

Images 
ot two knights, made all of. ſtone, ol a maruelous god pꝛs⸗ 
poation, and they han ouer them a couer like a Tabernacle, 
very rich and well wꝛought, becauſe tbe water ſh:ulde nof 
tall vpon th#,no2z-any other thing to hurt them. As lone as 
the Emperour law thoſe figures, be knew that the one as 
the, mage, of: bis ſonne without reading of. the. percrip - 
tion: hut when be cn nigb vato. it,be rggd.the ſame, which 
ſayd,;This is the great Nrince of Grecia, l the Knight ot 
the Sunne, relſorer gb the auncient kingdome of Tinacria, & 
the abater and breaker of the ſtrength of the molt ſtrongeſt 
Giants in all the world. And going a little farther, he ſaws 

ppon the other Auight 5 15 Prince Eleno of Dacia, 
couſin vnto che moſt valiant ſonnes of Trebatio, the well- 


ſpring of all our quietneſſe. Upon this be loked with great 


affection, and tarneſt deſire to le his perfect perſonage. The 
Queene did well vnderſtand the great iove that the Empe⸗ 
rour receiued, in bcholving t. . of his ſonne, and of 
bis bꝛothers ſonne 2 foz which c commanded tha t to 
bs told publikely,wbich was þ coſe in-ſecret,; & then 1 5 


into the Qucenes pallaite, and the Emperour was carryed 


into a verie faire and rich lodging, whexeas by fozce b& mut 
be ſhut in, to make as if be were paiſoner » foz that the no⸗ 
bles of the Kealme, would not conſent that be 5 gos 
abꝛoade at bis will.

The Carles did heare all that was ſpoken, at which wozds 
they were very much grieued, but becauſe. they knewe the 
ſfrength- of the African, they feared much bis furte, but yet 
wame would not luffer them to beare the fo2cc of the ſe 
woꝛdes, but did determine to goc out and take the aduauns 
tage winch tee agan did offer them, So amongſt them al 
they choſe ten of dem that were moſt eſtermed: who wer, 
the Earig of Modique, and a ſonne of the Carles, a valpant 
poung man, being of fewer veares, then de which the Em⸗ 
perour ſlewe at the marble fountaine, and Fabiniano of He- 
na, and Robio of I ſcla, and other fire choſen Knights .. 99 
when they were armed and vpon hozlebacke , they opened 
the gate of the Citie, and e out into the fielde, all 
very well hozied, So when this Bing af Mauritania, lawe 
the, be let goe his boꝛne, and putte da wne the viſcur of 
bis bealme, ; called foz a great ſpeare, which ſtrayght ways 
was giuen ham by a Jznight of his, and with great arrogan- 
tie, he went tawards the place, whereas this faire companies 
'' of the ten N ntabts abode, and with a louds voyce be lapde 
that they might heare bim,UWbo gaue vou counſel to make 
reſiſtaunce againſt my furie, foz that you can finde no other 
tbing therein but death. Then Don Rubio aunſwered, 
none other: but onelp to abate thy pꝛide, therefoze take thy 
choyce of the fielde, fo; here A defie thee to the death. All 
_ ** this while Bramarando ſtod and bebeld him with a terri⸗

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D vi's cowards and defamers of rhe 92der of knigtfhe?, 
tome hether vnto me, enen all of pou, fo: J do no moe eſto 
eme sf pou, then of one onelp Anight: and fo ſpurring bis 
bozle, he ranne againſt them, and thep did the like, aud at 
one time he receiucd the encounter of fiue ſpeares, albeit he 
moued nothing at all in his laddle: but be did incounter ths 
Baron of Monflet in luch ſoꝛt, that the ſpcare paſſing tho⸗ 
rouah his bodp, he fell downe dead to the ground, and there 
with he tourned about his hozſe, with wonder ſull lightnes, 
and dꝛe w out his ſharpe cutting ſwoꝛd, and pꝛeſſed amongſt 

tbe reff, whereas began a meraatious and terrible battaile. 
Then ide Kmgbts of T inacria perceiuing that they mult 
either die oz ourrc2:!1,they began to lay about them on cues 
ry ſide, with ſo much kurie, ß it was ſuffictent to haue bews 
ed an anfield in pieces. Pet foz all their fozce, they did not 
ſee ne to moleſt hum anp whit. But he which did ſhew bim 
ſeife moſt valpant amongſt them all, was the Marques cf 
Modique his ſonne. and nert vnto him was the Parques cf 
Mondeli, and Don Fabinio, But this ſtrong African lapd as 
bout him ſo valiantip, and with ſo great furie, that he aſto⸗ 
nied the, inſomuch p with the great furie he had, out of the 
viſour. of his helme, pꝛoceded a thicke ſmoke. àt this time, 
he thzew his ſheld on his backe, and toke his [worde in 
both his hands, that wboſocuer be met, be ſtroke him with 
luch terrible ſtrength and karie, that helme and head he cut 
in two parts. The Carle of Mondeli was not at this 1ns 
ſtant vnoccupied, but with his ſwoꝛd faſt in both his hands, 
be ſtroke him on the one ſide of his helme, which was verpe 
fine mettall, that he made it ſound like a bell, which cauſed 
dim to tarne vp the white of the eye, and he was almoſt 
beſide bunſelfe. Ye had ſcarce giuen him this blowe , when 
likewiſe d Earle of Modique gave him another, that made 
him to decline his head to his bꝛeaſt: where with Fabinio 
gaue him alſo another blowe, which bereite him cleane of 
his remembꝛance, inſomuch that his hoꝛſe caried him round 
about the field, euen as one dead, with his armes banging 
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The knightes ok Tinacria with greate farie did follows 
bim, to ee if they coulde make an ende of this they battaile, 
but ſtraight waie bx came to bimſeife,and ſ&ing how they 
bad campaſſed him about, and confidering into what greats 
perill they had bzought bim, he recouered againe his ( wozd 
the which hung by the wꝛiſt bande, and tourning about bis 
bo2ſe hee roared like a wilde Bull which had bene bapted, 
and pꝛeſſed vnto Fabinio, and ſtroke bim ſo furious & 
blowe, that he carrped awaie both bis ſhœlde and healme, 
with a greate parte of his head, and her fell downs dead to 
the earth, Then the Earle ol Modique fozthwith ſtroke tbe 
Miuritanian ſuch a blowe on his armes, i both of them wert 
wounded, but molt of all the right arme, foz that the fo2ce 
ofthe blow was moze on that five then on the other, whers- 
with this furious African ſœing him within his reach, with 
bis lefte fiſt ha ſtroke him vpan the viſour of his heal me ſg 
greate a blowe,that without anis remembzaunce be made 
him to fall backwards bpon the crouper of his bozie, Then 
the Earle Kroke at him an oucrthwart-blowe vppon his 
bealme with (ſo greate fozce, that der made the ſparkes of 
fire to flye ou!,the which did graue him verie much, and as 
one deſperate, he lifte vp his \ wozve with greate furie ts 
ſtrike the Earle, who with verie mach nimbleneſſe put him⸗ 
ſelfc on the one ſide, and cauſed him to loſe his blowe, at the 
which he was verie angrie,and flouriſhing with his ſwe2d 
be chaunced to light bppon the waſt of one of them, and 
cutting him in two peces bee fell downe dead to the ground, 
and not reſting with this, but continuing his furie, he lyfted 
vp bis ſharps aud cutting \wo2d,and ſtroke another a blow 
vppon the left ſheutder, whome he dintded downe to the gir- 
dle. At this verie ſame time the valyaunt Rubio of Yicla 
was come to himleife, and reconcring his hozſe he leapt vp- 
pon his backe with excerding great lightnefſe, and toyned 
bimſelfc with the foure knightes which remayned of all the 
reſt, and there he beganne with greate furie ffriking on the 
Pagan in ſundꝛie places, and the Earle of Modique Mon- 
deli like wile did multiplis their blo wes in great haſt. —

the hich the Pagan was fo furious, that withe nt alt pati⸗ 
ence ho beganne to redouble his ſtroltes, and firoke the Earle 
of Mondeli vpon bis healme that he made him tall to the 
ground verie ſoze durt, and voiding dioud out of his mouth: 
pet this blowe was not gtuen fo: much at bis caſe , but hee 
mult-needes reteiue foz it foure blowes , which had almoſt 
dep2tued him of his wits, Herre Rubio of Y ſcla beganne to 
multiplie his blowes with lo great haſt, and tberewithall ſo 
mlghtily,that he put the Pagan into great extremitte. This 
furious king tourned fo; to ſtrike bim a blowe at his plcas 
lure, but the nimbleneſſe ot this Tmacrian was (uch; that 
many times he made him to loſe his blowes,.at the which 
this Pagan was verie much amazed „but becauſe ye coulte 
not ſtritis him at his will as de intended, her determined to 
leaue him and to teturne vnto the reſt, and at two blowes 
he ouerthzew two knights, the one ſtarke dead, and the other 
verie ſoze woũded, ſo ther remained no moze but be of Modi- 
que i Rubio of I ſcla, i the earle, which turned again to hozl 
back, ſo like deſperate me without hope to eſcape they ſtroke 
at the furious Moe, but hee ſceing himſelſe moze at libertie, 
began to wozke wonders vpon them, enfting them on the 
right hand and on the let, in this ozder they trauailed moꝛe 
then two doures, that the ſtrength and valiauntneſſe of the 
Poze was not ſufficient to ſubiect them, Then this Pagan 
ſeing. ſuch reſiſtaunce,he firmed himſelfe in bis ſtiroppes, 
and lifting vp his \wozde on high, hee ſtroke ſuch a-blowe 
at him of Modique,that without anie remembꝛance he made 
bim fall vppon dis hozle crouper, and wonlds haue doubled 
that blowe foz fo haue made an ende of: him, but Rubio did 
diſturbe him, giuing him ſuch a ſido blowe vppon his helme, 
that he mads him to loſe that which hee was ſtriking, tau⸗ 
ling his woe to fe v out of his -hande,fhilt he coulde not 
rrecute it, and the Earle ſ&ing bim in that pligyt, ſtraight 
wapes retourned another on his lefte ſhoulder, which gree- 
ued the Pagan verie loze. In this time the' Earle of Modi- 
que was come againe vnto himlſelfe, and ſetteicd himſelfc t- 
gaine in his — 9 Md agaiult the Pagan, — | 
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ta goe vnto him which had dzawen his bloud, who lykewile 
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fkroke him ſuch a blowe, that glauncing be gaue him a lit⸗ 
tle wound, wheredut iCued vloud. The Poe feeling him⸗ 
ſelfe hurt, retourned againſt him of Mhdique, but this light 
Rubio was with him him at a pinch, and ſtroke him anos 
ther blo we on his ſhoulder, that he made him ſhzinke in all 
bis bodie, ol which hee made little account, but deſired onclp 
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with greate courage did attend his comming , hauing both 
bis handes on his { weo2de, fo they diſcharged they? blowers 
both together, which were veric migbhtie and ftrong , wbere⸗ 
with he of Modique, all his bealine being bathcd in bloud, 
fell without anie remembzaunte to the ground, and the furi⸗ 
our Pagan in ſpite of his heart declined his head to the hozſe 
necke. Then the valtant Tinacrian quickly turned to ſtrike

little to fall to the ground, The Tinacrian ſcing him in this 
traunce, neuer lefte firiking him vntill ſuch time as be did 
ſee that he beganne to come againe to bunſcife,and knows 
ing that bes power was not ſufficient to make reſiſtaunce, 
bee tourned his hozſe head and with all haſt rode towardes 
the Cifte,in ſuch ſoꝛte, that when the Moe was wholye 
come againe bnto himſelfe, the Tinacrian was in ſafetie, 
wherein he did wiſelte, foz if he had tarrped, it coulde not 
haue fallen out otherwiſe bat that bee muſt needes haue dy- 
ed by the handes of the cruell Pagan . Then the Moriſco 
king ſceing all the field cleere and without trouble, be felte 
himſelfe to bee verie ſoze vexed with tbe ſpedie blowes 


- which the Tinacrians had beſtowed vpon him, andcomman⸗ 


ded to carrie thoſe knightes which were aline from the reit, 
vnto the tent whereas he ſhould v and be likewiſe went to 
take his reſt and eaſe, foʒ that it was verie neceſſarie 4 ned- 
full, and was quickly cured of that (mall wound which be te⸗ 
teiued.

Te queene with great ſcuert'te, not ſhow⸗ 
ing anie ſoꝛrowfull countenaunte, aunſwered, that he ſhould 
goe and take his reſt, and cure his wounds, ſaying, that ſhe 
had ſuch confidence in her Gods, that they would remedie all 
theſe euills, and without ante moze tarrping, ſhe aroſe from 
the place whereas te was ſet, and went vnto the Empero2s 
chamber, 4 told vnto him all that had paſſed, of that which 
pappened, in the next chapter J will declare.

_ Hield,they were ſuch that no Pzince 8 euer had þ like 
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T he /econd part of tbe 
Tybe Emyeraur when-be lam them he would ffraight of yig 
owne gad will baue armed bimſeife and haue gone aut — 
the fleld, ut the quæne wanld. not conſent vnto it, but thep 
paſſed that night together with great toy and pleaſure, which 
was fo mucb, that J dare not here with my pen declare it, 
but of this J am ſure, that when the-Nugne departed from 
the Einperane ſhe remained with child, as herreafter you ſha] 
bcare, So. when the mo2ning was come, the Emperour aroſe 
vp with great deſire to gos out £9 the battaile , and ſfraight 
wates there were called certaine knights onely faz to arme 
bin with thofe rich armes, and the faire Queene Garrofilea 
did helpe to arme him, and when he was armed he went out 
of the pallaice, and at the fote of the tay2es he found a very 
faire and ſtrong hoꝛſe, who was verie richly: barbed and wel 
ſhodde, and calling fo2 a hazne be hung it about his neck, and 
totes his leaue of the Queene, and ſo without putting bis fol 
into the ctiroppe he. leaped vpon this mightie hozſe, and then 
beeing accompanied with. a companie of noble Rnightes, 
he went out ofthe Citie, not without great griele vnto them 
All, which pꝛaied earneſtly faz his returne. And when he was 
in the ficid wberas be might be heard, he lifted vp the viſour 
of his helme and lot the bozne bnto his mouth, and began tg 
make a fearefull ſaund, and after that he hadde dong with a 
high voyte he layd . Thou ſierte Pagan that with lo greate 
eale lyeff in thy bedde., and boaſteſt thy ſelfe that there-is 
none in the woꝛld that can bzing do one thy pꝛond ſtomack, 
_ take vnto thee thy armour, and do thy beft to dziue mie out 
pf the flelde, foꝛ I doubt not but befoze thou doe it, thou halt 
finde in me ſome reſiſtance:and with this be held his peace. 
Chis ſtaut Pagan which at that time was at his reſt, was 
.ſoze troubled, and could not imagine who that knight might 
be, which was ſo arcogant, that he durſt alone call bim into 
the figlde,and deſiring ta knowe what he was that was ſa 
bardie, he cauſed to bee bhzought befoze him the Carle of 
Mondeli, t the Carles ſonns qt Modique, and with an irefull 
voice (aid, Did pou heare with whats great pꝛide that knight 
path ſpoken and challenged me. The Carles and were d. my 
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men de ſayde: Wiho-hane you in Tinacria that is fo hardfe 
to call me to-battaile with ſuch vppꝛobious wo2dcs, J cans 
not be lerue that he is of this kingdome, but if he bee , it ſee» 
meth he should be ſome vainegloꝛious fie and one of little 
vnderſtanding,. The Carle of Modique aunſ wered, J dos 
{ weare bnfo thee O king by the ſouereigne Gods that Jam 
in the lame donbt:but it may be that it is a knight which a 
fewe daies pal being verie ill intreated by the tempeſts of 
the (ca, was dꝛiuen info this Jlande,and being without are 
mour he made ſuch a battaile with certaine knights, & with 
fo great furie and · ſtrength, that being as J hane-ſayd; withs 
out armour, he did meruailous and heropcall feats of armes, 
where he llew many knights, and amongſt them be fitwe a 
b:other which J had and it maybe, that the Qucene bering 
deſirous of his libertie, hath giuen this crterpziſe vnto him, 
and therefo2e J thinke that this is be that hath ſpoken thcle 
arrogant woꝛdes. Mell, let it be who it ſpall be;replied the 
king,foz here J doe ſ weare-vnto thee by Mahomet that 1 
will make him deerely-to paie this his ſollie and har dineſſe, 
and ſpeaking this, he heard him ſound his hozne againe wild 
much moze kurie then at the firff,and ſayd. 
O vile Pagan coward and of an enill nation;thon king ol 
little eſtimation, what makeſt thou2whetfoze doeſt thou tar⸗ 
rie? why commeſt thou not out to take reuengement of theſe 
my wozdes: diſpatch and come foꝛth, oz elſe vnderſtand that 
J will come and (&ke ther in what plate ſo euer thou abi⸗ 
deſt: Dh mightie and vnmercikull w2atb,how is it tbat thou 
hatt ſo much power ouer this pzonde African, who with a 
doarſe voice and terrible woꝛdes talled foʒ his armour, and 
becauſe it was not bzonght him ſtraigbt waie, he did intreat 
them all very ill which were nigh bim, ſo Þ there was not 
one of all dis knights but at y time would haue ben glad to 
have ben far from-p place where the king was: when de was 
armed he leaped bpon his hozſe,q with a reaſonable pate dee 
pzicked towards the place whereas the Emperdur abote, 
who when he ſaw him come he thzew his hozne- from him, 
and let fall the vilour of dis pealme, and toke- a: greate 
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Wpeare in bis bande, wherewith be flouriſhed mernaiteus 
| ſtrongly aboat bis bead. This Mauritanian was ſo inflamcy 
with w:ath,that be had no minde to ſhew anie agilitie with 
bis Sprare, vut rather with a wzathfull voice he ſayde ;-J 
do belæue that with the flouriſhing of thy @peare g b2aue« 
neſſe of thy hoꝛſe thou thinkeſt to ſcarre me, hauing ſpoken 
9220s that could not be vttered but by ſome fealiſh man, oz 
by ſame knight of little eſtimation, oꝛ by ſome one that is 
enimie vnto Mahomet, The Emperour ant wered:ſo much 
thou maiſt (aiz,thar thou maiſt happen vppon the truth, and 
bere J giue the to vaderſtand, that J am a Chꝛiſtian and 
ſeruaunt vato my Lozde Jeſu Chziſt, and enimie vnto Ma- 
homet, and much moꝛe vnto the, therfoꝛe make thy ſelſe rea⸗ 
die to the battaile, and take that part of the field which plea⸗ 
ſeth thee, + J will make the to knowe what my Speare can 
dae. The furie of the Pagan was ſuch, that he was almoſt 
without all fœling, vet he comfozted himſelfe in thinking to 
make reuengement of the woꝛdes which he bad ſayde, and 
had a greate dcfire to knowe who that knight was which 
with ſo greate hardineſſe and courage did ſpeake vnto him, 
and dee aſked it of him, ſaying : Knight,here J do giue thee 
lilence to ſpeake all that thou wilt, fo2 that thou art now in 
plate where none can deliuer thee from my hands but onely 
Mahomet, neuertheleſſe J dw deſire the by that God in who 
thou ſayſt thou doct belæue, and that ſo truely q vehement⸗ 
y thou doeſt ſerue, that thou tell me who thou art, whereby 
J may know what he was that hath ven ſo arrogant againſt 
me. Thou halt ſo coniared me (aunl wered the Empersut) 
that J cannot let but tell thæœ. Zhou ſhalt therefoze vnders 
ſtand 5 J am the Emperour T rcbatio of Greece, father vnto 
tHoſe clœre lights of al knighthod, the knight of ß Sun, + that 
vaitant Roſicleer, which by another name is called p knight 
o Cupide,1 at anie time thou haſt heard ame talke of them. 
Woch the Pagan heard that it was he , whole fame was 
lo much {goken of in all the world, and no leſſe feared, withy 
but gz3ke moze tarrping. be defied him to moꝛtall batt avie, 
13 without anie moze wozdes they tourned they 2 
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cu: hot Faleng fog the ſound vf cthmptteither paicked chem 
with their ſpurs, and with great violence in the undſt of 
their courle,thep bzake their ſpeares ſo caſelye , as though = 
they dad bene mado of Caues, and neither of them rccctuen 
any barme, noꝛ once moued owt of the ſaddles, and turning 
their boꝛles about, hey apd hind on theit Iwoꝛds. The Em⸗ 
pet out of Greece did ſirſt ſtrike the Pagan king, ſo terrible 
a blo we, that he thꝛew downe to the gound a very rich mir⸗ 
rour which was vpon the creſt of his helme, hauing in it, 
the Image of Mahomet, and it was with ſuch treagth, that 
{ made his teeth chatter in his head. At this blowe the pas 
gan did not metuaile, but tather gratificd his'courtelic in 
tho lyko ſoꝛt, but the Emper dar did beare it off with bis 
ſheelde, and it cut off one co2ner thereof, and deſcended vpon 
his helme, with ſuch foꝛce, that it made him bow his head. 
At the which this anncient watriour, twhe lo great anger & 
and wealherhat tho wing dis ſhield to the ground, he twke 
bis ſwoꝛd iu both his hands, and ſtroke ſuch a blowe at his 
aduet ſarit that if it had not bene that he did defend it verye 
well with his ſhield, with that one blow he had finiſhed the 
the battaile: but pet his ſhield was tut in two peces, ann 
the blowe glaunced from his ſhoulder downwards, ligb⸗ 
ted vpon the Pagans kne, whereas it made a wound, foz 
that the hldud gane teſtimonie thereof. This fierce Moe, 
when he law his owne blond, with great furie he thzew fib 
him the reſt of the ſhield that did rematne in his hand, and 
ſtroke ſach a truell blow at this heropcall Emperour vpon 
his helme, that it gaut a great and meruailous ſound thos 
rangb all theplaines and holds. The ſurmaunted furit wher 
with this terrible blowe mus vutharged, was the octaſt⸗ 
on, that de without any feeling fi11 downe vppon the boſs 
necke With tl dis bsvy. When the pagan ſawe him in this 
tale, he pꝛocured to giue dim atiother blowe, but by reaſon 
de the Emprrours ſtping, he pꝛicked hs hoꝛſe with his 
lpars; and With a nittie remembiaunte de belde himſe iſe faſk 
foꝛ not falling is hoꝛſe with great lightneſſe lept on the 
| vic de, whereby chis valiant Trebatio was cleate of that

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giuing a turne vnto his hozie,thinking to cut off the pagan

dlewe. And when he ſaw bimſelle ſo enill intreated by that 
Hagan, ge recoucred again his ſwond, aud claſping it faſt in 
bis it, he diſcharged vpon the Maze lo ſtrong and terrible a 
blowe, that be made him without ali rc membzaunte to fall 
back warda vpon the hoꝛſe trupper, and ther iſſue d aut of big 
delme very much blond, which paocteded out of his mouth 
and noſc, and ſeing bim in this traunte, beiſa pd, 3 ſweare by 
God, ning, that thou haſt (mall remembꝛaunce, but tarrpe a. 
little, and J will make the remember thy ſeife better, and 


head, his turning was with ſuch great haſt, that his baz 4 
doubled in ſuch ſoꝛt, that be fell co the ground with tbe Em⸗ 

per out on his backe, neuertheieſſe with great lighines, wiih 
out putting his foie into the ſtirrop, be lept into the laddle 
again. But pet it could not be ſo quickly done, but that this 
ftrong Mauritanian was come to himlelfe, and ſeing that be 
was all bebatyed in bloud, he knew $ be had bene in great 
periil. Then with wonderfull courage he retouered bis 
ſwoꝛd, and ſettled himſelfe in his ſaddie, and with, furious 
blowes he began to ſtrike, ſo that at enery blowe, it le med 
bis ſtrength did ſtil] increaſe, which indede was true: fo: 
the more his wꝛath and vꝛe kindeled, the moꝛze his ficrcenes 
and ſtrength increaſed, in ſuch ſozt, that eyery blowe which 
he ſtroke, was almaſt ſuſficient to ouerthzowe a great To⸗ 
wer, All thele feates the Queene did beholde from a tower 
which was in the Pallaite, greatly fearing tbe ſucceſſe of 
this.terrible battatle, aud p:aying with alt her beart vnto 

ber Sods fo2 the s victozie.; This furious Pas. 
gan was halle aſhamed, ſoz K pe could not bing tbe Em- 


perour into (abiection, althougb bis ; terrible blowes: didde 


double increaſe, and ſeing he could: not, de begun ko exclaim 
again dis Gods and ſayd. Dh Mahomet,where is nowe 
all thy power and ſtreugth⸗ bow is it that thou doſt conſent 
that one ouely Choilkian ſhauld make ſo great defence, e ins 
dure (0 Ohe Emperour which heard all that .y;Po20 
dad ſapd, ith a wzathfull and angry vayte, aunſwered — 
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thinking. that vo whech datt no power ta help bim elfe, tan 
helps ther and deliuer th out oł my hands, A belecue with 

the afliſtaunte of my Govz-befoze that night do come, ta 
heaw the all inpeces by the ſtrerigth of my armes, aud hers 

with be neuer ceaſed to ſttike him with ſo much furie, that 
many times be was without any feeling. Tpus they contt⸗ 
nued foyre houres without an reſting of themſelues, but 
wounding one anotherUhen this furious pagan ſaw, tpat 

he could not bꝛing to paſſe his pꝛetence, but that he was in 
great perill ta be duercome, he ſtroke ſuch a blowe qt the 
Emperour, that with the mightie ſtrength wherewith uit 
was ſtroken, he made him to laſe his remembzaunce, and 
foꝛced him to ſtope vnto the þozle necks, and after that, bs 
ſtroke his ſecond blow vpon bis backe, that the great noyſe 
that it made, was the orcaſion that the Gmperour came as 
gaine to himſelie. And he was not ſcarce ſetteled in his lad⸗ 
dle, when be lifte vp his ſwozd, intending to ſtrike the Poi 
u nilghtie and terrible blow: the which when this Africans 
beheld, 4 knew the great ſtrength where with it came, with 
meruailous pollitie he put it aftde , and made him to loſe 
his blowe,x at the ſame time flouriſhing with his word, he 
diſcharged ſach an ouerthwart blowe vpon bis thzote, that 
ik the harnelle had not bene foꝛged by Magical art, tde Em⸗ 
peraur bad bene in great perill. Oh wbat great anger and 
turle did this mightie Trebatio fœle, tu ſœ himſelſe ſo ill in⸗ 
treated by that furious aue; and there with he raiſed him⸗ 
ſelke vp in bis ſtirrope, and ſtrake at him in ſuch great haft, 
and with lo great ſtrength, that it ſeemed that then the bat- 
taꝛle was but new begun. But when this Mauritanian ſaw 
that the Emperour had not loſt any ot his ſtrength, but ra⸗ 
ther that it was moze increaſed, with-a terrible and fearfull 
voyce he ſaid. 

O Mahomet, what is this : fo2 that 4 ſer, that if all 
che itte igth of Mars were here together, it were not luffi⸗ 
ctent ta make reſtitavirce againſt this Muight: and in ſays 
ing thela woꝛdes, he did pzocure to ottends his abuerlarpe, 
with terrible and turious blowes. ID 


Among 
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Amongſt them all, this Mauritanian chaunced'one bpon the 
Emperoꝛs helme, that be made him to gnaſh bis tety, wher 
with, without any remembzaunce, he fell vpon p bo2le ctups 
per: in (uch ſoꝛzt, that the pozſe being ſcarred with the blow 
began to runne, and carried the Emperour in that traunce, a 
gend while about the field. The $ÞPw2e had well thougbt at 
that time that be han finiched his wozk, t with greattyouts 
t ſhziks he followed him, but all his thought was in vaine, 
Foz p the Emperour reconered 4 ſetied dimleiſe in bis ſad⸗ 
dell, d when he ſaw himlelſe ſo ill intreated, ther was ne⸗ 
uer Tiger of Hircania,noz any other wilde beait ſo furious 
as he was at this time, with his great anger. Yea, he was 
ſa vered with hunſelke, that with the madneſſe thereof, pee 
cruſhed his teeth together, and tourning bis hozſe about a 
great dcale lighter, then at anꝝ other time, be firmed well 
bis {waz2de in his hand, and difting vp his mighlie tk ſtrong 
arme, went whereas this Moriſco king was, who in p like 
ſozte came towards him, at thut time the Emperour neitder 
reinembzed life noz death, no2 ante other thing, but to take 
reuengment on his enimie, pꝛocuring to bzing bim ko cruell 
death, and raiſing himſelle vp a god ſpanne in his ſaddle, be⸗ 
ing ſirmed in bis Cirrops, be ſtrake ſuch a blowe, that at 
the fall of his mightie cutting worde, the ſparkles of fire 
flew into the atre, and it lighted on the Pagans bealme , ſo 
that all the ſfrength thereof did little p2ofite him, but ha 
cat his head and all downe to his ſtomacke, that this Pagan 
kell dead to the ground, the which beeing ſeene by his knights 
thep gaue a meraatlons and lamentable ſhout and crie, and 
without vſing anie moze curteſie, they altogetber put ther: 
Spcares in their reſts, and went againſt thts ſtrong warri⸗ 
riour, all on hozſe backe. hut bere the mirrour of all knights 
hod did abide their comming with his accuſtomed courage,4 
bart: al theſe Pozes made their encounter on him together, e 
many of them b2ake their ſpeares, but fo2 all that he n:wued 
no moꝛe then if they had runne againſt a tower, The Em⸗ 
perour (ing their vilianie, gegun to reuile them w Chame- 
aun 52ds,and retourning towards them, de mave them to

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runne awaie like vile towards. Unhappſe was he that hee v1] | 
ſtroke, although it were but with halfe a blowe,foz it made | | 
him that he had (mal minde to returne agatne,but by reaſon | 
that they were verie ſozrowfull and angrie foz the loſſe of 4 
their king, manꝝ of them did ſtrike at him on euerie ſide, pꝛo⸗ || 
curing to defend themſelues,andnot to come nigh his terri⸗ | 
ble blowes. The Emperour then remembꝛzing that if he did * 
not pꝛocure to come whereas the pꝛiſoners were to ſet ihem 
at libertie, that it wer poſſible that they would intreat them 
euill. Wherfo2e he put himſelfe among tbe thickeſt of bis eni⸗ 
mies, wounding and killing all that he found in his waye, 
and all that he could overtake, although bis armour were as 
bard as Diamonds, vet he could not eſcape from the death, ſo 11 
in this (o2t in ſpite of all the Pagans he came vnto p kings We. 
tent, and ſeeing that there iopned together much people to "18 
make reſiſtaunte at the entcring,it gaue him the moze teſirs 1 
to enter into the tent, not knowing that the Tinacrians were [3 
there pꝛiloners. The Mauritanians with all tyeir powers 1

be came amongſt thei it was quickly bzongbt to an end, ſoz 
. byreafon that they had no gouernour to gouerne them, and 
that. 
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that the faric of $ Greeke was not fo be ſuffered, they dur 
not abide, vat with great ſhame they began to runne away, 
Then thoſg of Tinacria did follow them till they came 10 
the ſea ſide, killing and wounding all that euer they ceulde 
come by. So when the Emperour ſaw that all this conflict 
wis bꝛougbt to a god end, and that the baliant Rubio was 
by him, he called him vnto him and ſayd. Py friend, go and 
tell your Piſtres the Qucene, that J requeſt her to pardon 
me,fo2 that 4 do not retourne againe into her Citie, fo 3 
was ſo ill receiued the firſt time, that J baue no will to re- 
fourne the ſecond. And moze, J deſire her ot my part, that ſhe 
dw intreate better, and giue better interta inment vnto ſuch 
Anights as J am, then the gaue vnto me, leaſt ſhe get vnto 
her ſelfe the name of a wzathfnl! Qutene, and be accountey 
as one ſubiec vnto hir own opinion: e of all other things, 
if any thing do chaunce, let ber thanke none but her ſelſe, 
foz that ſhe hath bene the onely cauſe therof. And mozeouer, 
I dw deſire her not fo trouble her ſelfe in ſending to ſerke me, 
foz that J ſay,not her power alone, but all the power in A- 
frica is not ſufficient to retourne me againe into ſo great 
raights, as ont ſhe had me in. And ſo without any moze 
ſpeaking be ſpurred his boꝛſe, and rode a reaſonable pate to⸗ 
wards the ſea fide, which was not farre from that place, and 
when he came thether,he ſought fo ſi if he could finde by 
chance any barke o; gallep, to carty him whether he wold, 
with his god will o2 els by fozce . Po had not gone farte, 
when that he ſawea very faire and great barke at the ſes

Theſe 
aud other like complaints he made againſt himſelfe, without 
taking any llæpe oz reſt, but was ſoze froubled with this 
thought, till ſuch time as the mo2ning came, and that Phoe-.

toke his hoꝛſe with a mo2e lighter heart, and cle&rer of all 
thougyts,then at the time he came thethcr : koꝛ that he had 
az Cleanc foꝛgot Lindabrides,as though be had neuer ſene 
her. So all that daye he tranelled in that wilderneſſe, not 
knowing which way to take: and had eaten nothing, nei⸗ 
ther had he ang thing to eate, the which did trouble him ve⸗ 
ry much. So when night dꝛewe on, he diſcouered a heard ot 
catteil, which were there leeding in the wilderneſſe, and de⸗ 
termined to goe towards that place whereas the-bcard men 


were, who reteiued him very well, This Knight did aſke of 


them, ik they had any thing to gine him fo eate,fo2 that her 
was bery hanarie ; the heard men bad him that be ſhould as 


light, and that they would giue bim of ſuch as they had foz 
themſelues. Do he alighted t did eate with a very god will, 
and fo god a ſtomacke, as one which had not his heart noz

and his feft hande voon the pomell of his f woꝛde, and his 
helme cloſe which couered his kate, and hanging at his _— 
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Mirrour of-Knighthood, 146 
bis gallaunt and rich cherlde, with a comelye and grams 
coantenaunce he went towardes the Citie, and of the firſt 
that ha met withati,he aſked what lande 02 Conntrie that

did it not open at the hours when it felt thy abſence,and ſo 
without ſaying anie moze,he went out of the temple, with 
all the reſt of his companions, and taking their hozſes,they 
altogether iſſued out of the citie, at ſuch time as the Emperoz 

was arming himſelle in his rich tent. The fierce king of Sar- 
«denia when he ſawe that they returned againe, vnto p which 
the daie befoze they did intreate of, he could not be in qui⸗ 
et, but ſayde , O king, that foz the defence of thy perſon 
wer mult contende with that man whome we molt eſfeeme, 
and thou muſt remaine in the field onely foz the ſhew ol a 
:Knight,and we infozced to finiſh the harme,wherof thou —

maſter. And here J ſape vnto thee oh king, that if theu dw, 
tſt but once againe will me hiereto, J ſweare to the by the);

Hall be able to deliver the out of my bands. So their tom⸗ ?? 
munication was cut off by ſ&ing the Emperaur to come to- 
wards them vpon a very faire hozfe, who howedlo greats 
furte that it was a wonder fo ſe. At this pꝛelent time thers 
appeared comming fron thoſe parts which was towardes 
the ſea, two Knights, who were very well armed. If pou to 
temember, thete were the two valiant warriours, the pꝛincè 
ol the Dunne, and the ſtrong Sardenian. The great vcltr 
that the Emperdur had to bean with the. Nucidian, 
was the occaſion that hee little eſteemed the terrying ſoꝛ thoſe 
two Knights, fo: that be thought the hore was tome el the | 
battaile, and that the defender (ould be (as ke bad deihann⸗ 
ved) that falte King and treifour, he put himlelke fozwardes 
towards the place wheras the Pzinccs nud the king came, 
And when they wer together,thele P2itices with very faire 
and amozons wozdes and of great fidelitie, indeuoured fo 
pertwade the Emperout koz to leave the battaile, and that 
therein they ſhould receine meruailous great contentment , 
if he would accept it.

eug: Friend, tell ine if thou canneſt what is the occaſon that 
doth cauſe them to make this cruell and furious battaile, and 
who they be that do make it. This Lackte(by the riches of 
bis armour, and by his god pꝛopozlion) iudged him to bee a 
knight of eſtimation, he ſaide: Gentle Knight, the cauſe of 
this confrouerſie and defence, ik J ſhould ſand to tell you it 
all, it would be verie tedious, but of all the reſt that thou do⸗ 
eſt al ke me, J will gine the to bnderſtand that which A doe 
knowe. You ſhall vnderſtand that the knight which is a⸗ 
lone is the mightie Emperour Trebatio of Greece, and that 
which her doth maintaine is great iuſtice and right, and will 
giue great puniſhment foz the ſame , which is that that the 
others doe defend. The knight of the Sunne was very much 
amazed af that which he bearde, and there with he went to⸗ 
wardes them befoze they had made an end of their reaſoning, I 
and ſo without anie fhew or trouble hs ſayd vnto the ne 
of Dacia (who was fill ſoze troubled with the ſozrowe, as | 
pou haue heard). Art thou Don Eleno of Dacia, m couſin _, | 
and bzothers ſonne vnto the Emperour, my Lo2d and Fa / 
ther? J am he aunſwered the Daciay, who onght not foz to 
dye,befoze A gino the thy death , foz that thou haſt canſed [ 
fo much euiil to come vpon me, that liuing J doe now die, } | 
Che knight of the Dunne being almoſt in a conkuſton to ( 
beare his dꝛie reafons,anſ wered : Louing couſin, J f&le my 
leife ſomewhat troubled at theſe thy wozdes, and greatly as 
mazed that thou art fallen into ſo great pꝛide to lift vp thy I * 
armed hand againff thy nafurall parents, and moze beeing 


inkozmed, that which thou doeſt pzetend to defend is appas 
rant treaſon, The P2ince Eleno did cut of his talke and ſaid, — 


Og my couſin, here J doe kell ther, that J doe ſ&ke no other 
thing but death, therofoze pzocure to gine it moe, foz that J 
ſhal thinke my ſelfe happie to die in thy hands,notwithftan- 


ding defend thy lelte as thou wert wont to do, ko: that thou 
knoweT 
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knobveſt it doth fo behouc the. Milh this furie and ſoꝛget⸗ 
full vnderſfanding,ſpeking no moꝛe werds, he turned about 
his hoꝛ ſe, crying out and ſaping: will live no longer, fceing 
J baue loſt tpat, veſide which, to me can be no greater toſte;” 
The knight of the Sun verie much meruailed at. thcle his 
ſhozt reaſons,not knowing of anie thing that bad happened 
vatohim,+ wondering that his true heart ſheuld commit 2 
maintain ſuch wꝛongs, he turned about his hozfe fo2to make 
his defence, in fuch loꝛt, that all the knights that were there, 
were not ſuſficient fo diſturbe ben dt with great fury ther 
met together with their ſpeares, vet not one ot th? was mo⸗ 
uud in their laddles, vut remained as though they bavve bene 
two towers, and ſtraight way with no leũle fozce they vegan 
to lay hold on their \ wo2des, and foz that the knight or the 
Dunne had a reſpect vnto him, he did rather pꝛocure to make 
his vefence,then in anie thing to offend him, but Don Eleno 
ſtroke ſuch a blowe at bis couſin, that he made him to ſtope 
with all his bodie to the hozſe.necke, The knight ofthe Sum 
would haue taken reuengement of the ſame-blowe, but her 
conſidered that he was his couſin, and that he was ignoꝛant 
of the cauſe that ſhould move him to commit this folly, foz 
the which conſideration he did ſuffer him, and would make 
no reuengement. Tefereo who ſawe all that had paſfed,? re⸗ 
mained in his firſt place without remouing, til time did lerae 
him to accompliſh that which he had determined in his mind 
to do, and when he ſawe occaſion fo2 the ſame, he the w hls 
ſiceld vpon his arme,and put bis ſpeare in his reſt, x made u 
chew y he would be doing with þ gyant, þ which he percet- 
ved, K he put himſelf in a readinette, but moze to giue him to 
vndexftand what he was, then to hurt him.

T he ſecond part of the 
be thzew them to the ground, very euill infreatcd . Be was 
no ſ@ner fallen when that this couragious Sardenian leapt 
from his hoꝛſe verie lightly,and found that the king ol Nu- 
midia was on fate readie foz to defend himlelſe, and crying 
out: Rnightes, ſuccour, ſuccour, oz elſe Jam but dead. At the 
which noile all the other flue knights loked about, and when. 
they ſawe the king in the power of that valiant knight, ther 


would haue reſcued him, but the light of all knighthods 
which was the father and the ſonne, did diſturbe hem, and 


put themſelues befoze them, and would not ſuffer them to 
giue anie ſuch aide, but did there great wonders, ſriking on 
euerie ſide, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that now one and then the other they 


made them to recoile backe. The ſtrong and furious Eleno 
did but little harme with his.l wa2de, neither made he ante 


great reũſtaunce, the Gyant with as little haſt as might be 
went to helpe the Numidian king, 4 with a reaſonable pace 
be went towards the place whereas the king was, (but foz 
that reaſon, would not conſent that ſuch as he is ſhould be 
holpen) with the haſt that be made, bis bþozſs ſlumbled, in 
ſuch ſozt, that hozle and maſter fell to the ground, of the 
which he was verie ſoze hurt and b2uſed , as it appeared by 
bis flow riſing vp againe, The valiant Sardenian with great 
pollicie pꝛotured to bzing to an end his deſire, befoꝛe that a⸗ 
nie did come to diſturbe him, and being lighted of his bozſs 
he made haſt to the King and lapde: Thou traytour, it ſhal 
little p2ofit o2 pleſure thee to call foz help, foꝛ p in my hands 
thou ſhalt leaue this thy traiterous ſoule, who doeth deſerve 
to ſuffer all the euills that may bi, and ther with her ſtroke 
bim ſuch a blowe vppon his healme, and with lo greate 
kurie, th it he made him in ſpite ok bis heart to knele with 
both his knees vppon the earth , So when the Sardenian 
perceiued him to be in this caſe, with greate valpauntneſſe 
he ſttaight wapes lapde holde of bis healme with his lefts 
bande, and pulled it cleane from his hesd, and with his rigbt 
hande he (mote him ſach a blowe vppan; the head, that hee 
parted it in two pæces, and immediatly her fell downe dead 
$6 te ground, and loking about to ſe whether his hozſe wer 
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gone 02 no, he found that he was nigh at hande. Then he

toke the dead king and made him faſt vnto the ſliroppes of- 


the Saddle, and with ea trice he leapt vpon his hole, and ſo 
without ante helpe of his ſtiroppes, ho made his hozſe to 


runne, and ſo dew the king alter him th2oughout all the 


ſielde. The Opannt would haue ſuccoured him, but all was 
in vaine. In this ſozte went Teferco d2zawing the king al⸗ 
ter him befoze all the knightes that were there pꝛeſent and 
ſayde : Knigbtes, what doe von mcane to bee ſo ſtilll? Why 
doe you not vpholve and defend this trapterous king , in 
whole ſtrength was all his confidence? Beholde now where 
be hath recetued the papment, that ſuch enill wozkes as his 
deſerued,and therewith he rode round about the fielde as he 
did befo2ze. The Emperour when he ſawe that this fact was 
ended, wonld that his couſin Don Eleno,and the P2ince his 


ſonne ſhoulde leaue thep2 battaile, which was betwane

terrible blowes, but not with ſuch great furie, fo2 that they 


did knowe the one the other, other wile it woulde haue gone 
ill on both parts. The Emperour put himſelf betwene (hem 
and ſaid.

To whome 
be aunſwered. Mell, ſesing it is ſo my Lo2d, J do deſtre pon 
to returne vnto pour Tent, and take pour eaſe, and to leans. 
off this, and ſach like tontrouerſtes: fo2 that the cauſe ther- 
nt, my couſin and bꝛothers ſonne, bath taken away from bes 
tw:ine you. And when he had ſayd theſe e ſuch like wozds, 
he retourned vnto his companions, and perſwaded them al- 
together to retourne vnto the Citie, to the which they all 
conſented; although it was cleane contrary vnto- the will 
of Don Fleno. So when they were entered into the Citie, 
they found that all the people and burgeſſes thereof were in 
great lamentation foz the loſe of their king and Lozd, and 
the moze, fo2 that his death was ſo ſhamefull and odious. 
But they reſted not till they came fo the ings Pallayce ,. 
whereas they were receiued, and were vnarmed, and con 
maunded the dinner to be made readye, whereat they were 
merauaileuſipe ſerued , And when that dinner and all was 
ended, the valyaunt Giaunt began to ſpeake in this mans. 
Wozthy Pzinces,and my Tozds and friends, ou do well 
know,and here you haue ſxne , how that all our franayle 
which we haue had foz to defend this king, bath bene greats - 
ly againſt our honours,and that neither our thꝛeatnings noz 
woꝛds wers ſufficient foꝛ to diſturbe the will of the Em⸗ 
perour herein 7 foz that he knew that his quarreit was ve⸗ 
ry tertaine and iuſt, which was the occafſon,that tho puniſh⸗ 
ment of this fact in all things hath bene fauourable accozd⸗ 
ing vnto his deſire, And fo2 the botter verefieng of the ſame, 
at that pꝛeſent time you ſaw come in place, his wozthy ſon, 
accompanied with my bzothers ſonne my couſin, that with 
their aide be ſhould conclude to put in exetutton his tofte x?

vnto the reſt of the Knights and Pzinces, repenting them⸗ 
ſelues of all that bad bene paſt . Don Eleno, who was als 
moſt confounded foz the controuerfie that was betwirt him 
and. his Confin, with an altered and angrye vopce, he pꝛo⸗ 
Ado not den, but᷑ that this which hath bappened, halb 
bene to our infamie as much as may be, by the which it is 
knowen $ we haue not maintained 8 cruth. But foz all that

fromthe table, and made as though be went vnto his cham⸗ 
ber, but he did not: fo2 incontinent be called a Lackey of 
his, and armed himlelfe, and commannded him very lecretly 
to carrie his hoꝛſe out of the Citie, and to tarrie fo him 
there, and the lackey did as the pꝛince had commanded him. 
Do when he was out of the Citie, he leaped vpon his hozſe, 
and tarried in no place till he came vnto the waters ſide, and 
by chaunce he came vnto the place whertas the barke was, 
that bꝛought his couſin thether, inta which he entered, and 
bis lackey put in his hoꝛſe.

O e purpoſe be came vnto the place whor' 
as the Cmpzelle was: and without laying any wozde, hes 
ton her vy the arma, and with great ſtrength lifts der vp, 
till be had her on his ſaddle bo we befozs him, and 


dis hozſs about be toke bis ways towards that place, frum 


whence be came, with purpoſe to imbarke hünſelte againe. 
in that hippe in which be came thether, and ſo to carrie her 
away: but the nopſe and ſhzikes of the Ladyes- and Da⸗ 
moſells were fo pitifall and lowde , that there came vnta 
them the knights that were diſperſed abzoad in the fozreft 
and other places.

Towards that part of the pꝛinci⸗ 
i pall gate, and right befoze the pallace there appeared twelue 
Pinacles of ſo great and mightie beight, that the pyzamides 
of Aegypt were verie lowe in compariſon to them, in ſuch 
fozt,that whoſoener would toke on them, was ſcant able 
with bis ſight to compꝛehend the height, and they were all 
made of different coulours of ftone:downe below vnder the 
tow2e there was an arch, with a gate, which ſeemed to be of 
71 Diamond, and all was compaſſed about with a great moat, 
Wi being of ſo great deapth, that they thought it to reach to the 
— - middeſt of the earth,and it was almoſt two hundzeth paces 
b:oade,and encrie gate had his dzawne bzidge, all made of 
boꝛds verie red, which.ſemed as though they had bene all 
bathed in bloud, and on the vtſer parts of all this, there was 
a piller of Jaſper ſtone, at the which there hanged a hozne, 
which ſeemed to be of a Diamond, all w2onght full of pꝛe⸗ 
tious ſtones of a ſtrange wozke, the which was of great va» 
lour,and garniſhed with chaines of gold that were made fall 
vnto it, whereat hung a Parchment as white as the Snow, 
wherein was wzitten cerfaine Greeke Letters which were 
all —_ reading of them cher lawe that the wozdes. were 
At ſuch time as the great matrone increaſing with her 
excellencie the fame of tlie Greeke blond , with a furious 
ſound, that blowing of this horne he ſhall be accepted with 
greate contentment of the Aegyptian ( but with braiding 
and reuiling at one time or other.) And giuing hope of that 
which is certaine, he ſhall come to inioy of the future time to 
his perpetuall fame.

Folſicleer, and that gallant and newe Louer 
e Brandimardo, trauapled by ſea, towards the 
1 25 kingdome of Lira, to make battaile with the 
(1 5 EA Gyants,that had vſurped the kingdome. The 
time e winde was ſo pꝛoſperous vnto them, 
that in a ſhozt ſpace they arriued, ę toke land in the hauen of 
the great citte of Lira, without any contradiction. And when 
they were a lande, thep determined to ſende a Page fo de- 
maund ſafecondutt of the Giants, giuing them to vnderſtand 
of their comming, This gallant louer would ncedes be the 
meſſenger, and therewith mounting vpon a very faire hozſe, 
be entered into the Citie, and ſtaped not lill be came vnto 
the Pallayce of the Gpants, but ment alking where there as 
biding was. And ffrayght way they were giuen to vnder⸗ 
Kande thereof by a night, which ſayde, that there was a 
ſtrange knight which did demaund after them, comming 
*befoze them, without ſhowing anye humilitie oz ſtooping 

do bone his head, he lapd. Giants, ther are two 3 
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nfo the hauen of Lira, to defend the right of the Auckne Ar- 
chiſilora, and they doe ſend vnto pou to alke ſafeconducte, 
foz that they may not be diſturbed by any perſon in thels 
kingdomes but only your ſelues, who do pzetend by might 
to make yon to acknowledge your cntll and nangþtincfle-.

The Gyant Bulfar when he ſawe his ſonne dead, 
with lo delperate a blow, roaring out againſt his Gods, hs 
lifte vp his {wozd to ſtrike the P2ince:buf he, who had as 
much pollicie as pꝛowes, ſpurred bis hoꝛſe a litle fozwards, 
E with a furious leape he cleared himſclfe from that blow, 
and finding himſelfe on the tefte ſide of Bulfar, be thzew ak my |} 
him ſo terrible a foyne,that his harneſſe deceived him, and FLOM 1: 
bis ſwo2d entered into his body bp to the hilts, and at the 19

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Then this weake knight ſome what lifting bp bis eyes, and 
ſing himlelfe in the armes of Roſiclecr, and vnderffanding 
that the battaile was finiſhed,to the honour of his Lady and 
miſtreſſe, with a feeble fainting voice be ſayd:Ah my Lo2d, 
and perfect friend, heere may you ſe how contrarie foztune 
bath bene vnto me, in that ſhe woulde not conſent that 4 
ſhald reiopce in þ triumph of this victoꝛie: it doth nut greens 
me to die,fo2 that it is in defending the right of her whom J 
beft loued , There is nothing that doth greeue me ſo much, 
as that J cannot obtaine the reward J loked foꝛ Herre J do 
deſire thee my Lo2d,that by you che may vnderſtant of all 
this my paine:and doe my beartie commendations vnto that 
my great deſired Archi. Pere he could not make an ende to 
ſpeake her name, but peelded vp the Ghoaſt, his vnfoztunate 
bodie remaining in the armes of the Pꝛince, and with great 
warping he turned vnto the people that were there, and ſayd, 
D you knights and Gentlemen of Lyra, ho derely is this 
pour libertie bought, fo: in the reconerie thercof was ſlaine 
the beff knight in all Aſia. Then be ſeeing that there was no 
remedie fo2 the harme that was done, he commaunded that 
her Hould be carryed vnto the pallaice,and by the agreement. 
of all the nobles he was buried in that place whereas the 
kings of Lyra were accuſtomed to be buricd. So when Ro- 
ſicleer had ſeene the funerall of his friend, be would ſtate no 
longer in that kingdome, but by the conſent of all that were 
pꝛeſent, he left the gouernement in. the power of a wozthie 
knight and noble gentleman of the realme, and toke his oth. 
that ſtraight wate thep ſhould ſarrender it to their quane x8. 
 Ladic; And therewith be departed out of the Citie, e when 
be came vnto the water fide , and woulde haue entered into 
the ſhip in the which he came, he ſawe nigh vnt o it the barks 
wherein he was wont to frauaile,and conſidering 5 it ſhoulo 
not be there without occaſion, without anie moze deliberatis. 
on he entered into the ſame , who ſtraight waie beganne to 
moue her ſelfe with her accuſtomed furie, and ſo without.

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info a faire wide and ſandie Baie, whereas he ſ3ve bppon 
the ſhoare manie knightes which made battaile againſt one 
alone knight. The Prince ſeeing all that paſſed, with great 
anger he went out of the Barke to helpe dim, who with 
great courage and pollicie did defend himſclfe, whereas now 
we will leaue them, and retourne vato Grecia foz to. make 
an ende ok our firſt part. Bou doe well remember how that 
the knight with the Emperiall bead, when he (awe himſelfe 
cleere of that blow which the Queene of Lyra gaue him, put 
bimſelfe into the fozreſt, euen vuto the t! ickeſt of it, and did 
not determine to goc to the Court at Conſtantinople, about 
a certa;ne demaund which be came to make, till ſuch time as 
ail p knights and the reſt of the people were in quiet. When 


be thought that if was time, e went vato the Court and al⸗ 


ked fog the Emperours pallace, when he came thether, he as 
lighted from his hozic and went vp into the great ball whers 
aa the Cnrperour was, with all them of his Court, exerciſing 
courtly paſtimes and pleaſures , and withont making anye 
reaerence he went vnto the place whereas the Cmperom! 
was, and he ſayd : God and noble Emperour of Grecia, chi 


ſpeaks J foꝛ a truth (actoꝛding vnto that which J baue heart 


repo;ted of ther )that thou art one cf thoſe Pzinces that doth 
e all iuſtice and equitie. The ſubiects and bafſalls 
doe not alone makes this repoꝛt, but all the woꝛld is ful of it. 
And (as 3 Inder ſtand) although it be enen againſt thy owns 
per ſon, pet thou wilt not let to doe that which is right, iuſtice 
being de maunded of thee, wherfoze J doubt not but vnto me 
all be graunted liſence hre in top Countrie to put a des 
maund bato whom it lhall thinke me bc, certißeng thee 
that it all be a int thing. The Emperour who knew him 


by the denice that he had on his ſh eld, that it wes he which 


made the battaile with the Qucene of Lyra, with a ſober 
nce he ſapd: night, althongh my fame be not ſuch 
as you haue here publiſhed, yet demanding any of this with 
equitie(as you doe certiſte me pou will) cannot but graunt 


it vnto thee, And thcrefoze hare I doe giue thee liſente that 


gainſt 
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gainff my ſelfe. The knight who was bery attendaunt fa 
all that the Emperout ſapd, and ſaw that licenſe was gran- 
ted him to aſke at his pleaſure, he ſapd. O mightie Pꝛince 
J would to God that mp demaund were not that which it 
is, that without it J might iniope andcomfozt my lelfe in 
being in your companp, and the moze that J do ccrtifle mp 


felke of thy vertue, I do finde my lelle the moze troubled, 


meruailing, how that in ſo noble a perſon,ſhould remaine ſo 
great naughtineſſe, as that which thou didff vle with ths 
Qutene of Tinacria, who comfo2ting & refreſhing ther, when 
thou arriuedſt there in great pouertie and diſtrefle, in the 


ende, thou didſt leaue her bery ſozrowfull and made a mock 


of ber. Loke well vnto it Emperour, foz that thon canſt 
not make ſatiſfaction foz ſo great a fault, nepther will ſhee 


take any of thee,crcept it be with ſending thy head, J will 


not that thou makeſt any amends, but that foz her, J do de⸗ 
fie thre fo moztall battaile, onely thy perſon and mine foge- 
ther, that J may fulfill the pꝛomiſe that J haue made vntg 

: and ik it ſo fall out that Foztune be to me contrary, J 
l remaine fo2 the payment of my follpe, with my heade 


tut from my ſhoulders. And with this be helde bis peace ; 


and loking on the one ſide and on the other, very iopkull to 
ſe ſo godly a company of Knights as was at p time with 
the Emperour, be expected his aunſwere. The Emperour 
Who well vaverffode his reaſons, without ſhowing any als 
teration in his countenaunte, aunlwered. J do not knows 
whether my aunſwere fhail be ſufficient fo2 to excuſe the 


fault, which the Nugac without all reaſon doth burden me 


wiib. Foꝛ the which, valiant night, J wold, as the Qutene 
bath tolde you the. little reaſon that J had, ſo ſhe ſhuld haus 


tolde vou the great reaſon J had to do that which J did. 


Here J da certeſte thee that my thought doth not deſerue , 
that ſhe ſhould be vnto me ſo cruell, no extend fo karre, foz 
to deſire my death. And certainly in this, the Quene bath

in this che hal vnderſtand how much J am deſirous fo ſerue 
ber, The battaile heere J doe graunt it vnto thee , and if 
thou wilt, let it be out of hand, and heere J doe pꝛomiſe thee 
Knight to pzocure to ke: pe my head, and likt wiſe to keepe 
thine, Oh how the Booze found himſlelfe troubled, when hes 
heard the Emperours anſwere,and the little reckoning that 
be made of the batfaile,and ſomewhat touched in p2idz, hes 
replyed and ſayd. J Know well Emperour, that the greats 
cofivence which thou haſt in thy ſelf, maketh thce to eſteemt 
little of the Ring of the Garamantes whom thou baft in thy 
pꝛeſente: but J doe hope and truſt in Mahomet, that befoze 
one hower when we are in the field, to make thee to loſe thy 
confidence. And in ſaying theſe woꝛds, he went downe ont 
of the Pallaice,and capt vp vpon bis hozſe,and went into 
the fielde, which was right agaynl the Pallaice , ozdayned 
fo2 ſuch like occaſions. The Emperour demaunded oz his 
armonr,and called fo2 that with the tarres, the ſame which 
the QAueene Garrofilea gave him, So in a trice he was ars 
med, not without many leares of the Empꝛeſſe, who ſayd , 
Ab my Lo3d J ds well vnderſtand, that of ſo long abſcnce , 
there can grow nothing buf great troubles, as doth appears 
by this ſodaine battaile. The Emperoꝛ not letting her to go 
fozwards with ber talke, but caſting both his armes about 


ber necke,and with ſhewe of great loue, he ſapd. Thou my 


Lady and Empꝛeſſe wert the occaſſion of all that euill,foz if 
it had not bene onely foz the loſſe of thy ſight, J vowe that 
thy Emperour would firſt haue dyed the death, then meri⸗ 
ted the name fo be diflopall, And that in not fulfilling ber 
intent, there ſhould not onelye haue happened one 


euill, but a great number. So it was Gots will that J ſhuld 
eſcape out of the battaile, as moze at large J will tell pou, da⸗ 
uing moze 
"the 


leaſure. And in this manner be departed from 
Empzelle , leauing her verie ſadde and *

onely mine owne, but alſo the heads of thoſe which at ber 
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And the Emperour went to take his hozſe , carrying with 
bim the king of Lacedemonia, who carrred bis bealme, and 
the P:ince Claueryndo wha carrped his ſheld,t bis ſpeare 
the Pace of Hungaria carrped, And when tyey went fozth 
of the gates of the Pallaice,they beganne to found a greate 
number ol inſtruments, which indured till ſuch time as they 
were entered into the field, whereas he put on his healme, 
and the wit of his armour giuen him which thoſe PPꝛinces 
did carrie, Do with a gallant demeanour he put himſelke on 
the one part of the field, awaiting a token 82 ſigne that ſhuld 
be gien them. Do it was not long after that the Peince 
Bargandel dib ſound a Clarion the which be had in bis hand, 
at the ſound whereok they ranne one againſt another with 
great fur ie, and in the middelt of their courſe they gane ſuch 
i itounters with their Sprares, not miſſing ok their bla lwes, 
but it was with fo great fozce that they bzake all to ſmall 
pxcc8,and without doing anie harme the one vnto the! other 
th:y palled along, and ſtraight wayes turned their hozles as 
pont with their { wozds in their handes . The Moe when 
bs lade that the Emperout remained in his ladole, he was 
aſhamed, koz that he did belcue that onely with one blows 
with eis Speare to make an end of all that wozke, his fozce 
and ſtreng'h was ſuch: And as vou do (ce a fierce Lyon: 
8 by hunger to goe out of her caue, and followeth 
er pꝛaie wi h great deũre to fili her paunch, cuen ſo and ras 
ther with moze farie went this Pagan, & caTing his lbeeld 
at his backe, he griped bis \ wozd in both bis banos, raiſing 
himſelte in his ftirrops, he ſtreke ſuch a blowe that whether 
pe would oz not, he made ihe Emperour to fall downe vpon 
bis hozſe necke and was ſo without remembözaunte that he 
made his woꝛd fall cut of his hands and hang by b chaine, 
and his armes bung fo loſe as though he had bene dead, and 
his hezſe was lo afraide that a while he went about ths 
field, The Poꝛe had well thought that the Cmperour had 
bene dead, and ſtone ſtill and ſayd. Well, F do? beleene Emo

The end of the firſt booke of the ſecond part of the [

b:ought vp vnder the power ok the king Delfo, cxcelling in 
all beautie and fayzenefſe,ſo much as euer nature beſtowed 
on ante humane creature , there lacked nothing in him but 
onely the knowledge of Jeſus Chziſt, foz\in that hee was 
bought vp amongeſt Pagans he knew him not. Ber was 
ſo indued with vertue and mightinefe of courage, that the 
wiſe Lyrgandeo thought it beſt to holde his peace and to bee 
in quiet, referring bimſelke vnto his woꝛkes, as in the pꝛo⸗ 
cefſe hereof von ſhall vnderftand;therefoze he will ſaie little 
at this tima, dut onely he was one that God had indued with 
many graccs and god gits, that the Pagans did account him 
to be one of their Gods. The king Delfo did make ſo much 
of him, that he woulde not at anie time let him departe ons 
minute irom him. Ve bzought him vp With greate maieſtie 
untill be came to foureteene yeres of age, and at that time 
wholocuer hab iaked on hm, wold have tudged him to haus 
ven of moze pctres(attoꝛding vnto the high ature of his bo⸗ 
dic, ) oz there was no knight,although be had bene a-gyant,

not one lp denie it, but J ſee that thou makeſt thy ſelfe in a 
readineſſe to make reſiſtaunce, fo2 the which here J doe tell 
ther, that there is no puniſhment that can make ſatiſſaction 
.of thy boldnes and kollie, not withſtanding if thou wilt cleere 
thy ſelle better then thy ouermuch pꝛide doeth delerue, gius 
me ſtraigdt wape double tribute, of that Which thon art 
bounds to paie, but i thou doeſt it not, by the mightie Gods 
2 l weare to the, that he will take of the and thine reuenge⸗ 
ment, with ſuch rigoz, that the mightie Gods ſhall trembig 
when they le it. All this he ſpake with ſo greate pꝛide and 
w:ath,that it made them all to quake to ſe his furious de⸗ 
meanour, ſaue onely he to whome all the bonour of Bnighe⸗ 
hode bztonged, who did little eſteeme bis vnreaſonable and 
pꝛoude wo2des., but with greate ſobzietie he aunſ wered-. 
They doe not denie anie thing which they ought fo2 to giue 
vnto this tpꝛaunt whome thou doeſt name fo2 thy Bꝛother, 
and although he did loſe the Ztande that he doeth-nowe poſ- 
ſeſſe, yet ſhoulde her loſe nothing that hath bene his, fo: that 
with ty2annie de hath vlurped the ſame-, Zherefoze withs 
Hut anie moꝛe tarrying, get the hence and tell thy brother, 
that the king of Trapobana wil not onely vetaine'fton _ 
the 
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Mirrour of K nighthood, 

the: fribufe which hee doth not noz neuer did owe him, but 
- alſo with armed arme he doth pꝛetend to recouer againe all 
that which without reaſon he bath receiued g carried awaie, 
and de doth giue him ta vnderſtand, that her will not reſt till 
ſuch time as be doth-thzuſt him out of 5 Jland, which with 
fo great tyꝛannie he doth poſſeſſe, t from which he depzined 
my father Galtenor. So W this anſ were thou maift returne 
vinto him who ſent the he: der, wout anie hope of other. The 
giant ſtod 4 did behold bim very much,x with a fearful coun- 
tenance his cies turned into a ſanguin coulour, e laughing oz 
imilinʒ in manner of mocking, he ſaid : J ſ& without anis 
outward pꝛofe, but onely-by thy foltſh wo2zpes,that thou art 
but a young and new made knigbt, e as ſuch a one J wil eſt⸗ 
teme t intreate ther: if mp comming bether were not mo29 
koꝛ a meſſenger, then fo2 a warriour, foz this thy . boldneſfſs 


wich thou volt thew, J would vie the in ſuch ſozt, p thy ans 


Gwecre-thuld littie auaile thee, yet J ſhould remaine (atiſfied 


pf ali y anger which thou haſt cauſed me to haue. The pꝛinca 


Claridiano when he heard that with ſo great diſdaine he was 
reuiled, with as much anger he went towards him, and with 
un a:tcrev voice he lapd: By all the Gods that are in heauen 
Al wears bato the if J did not conſider 4 reſpect tte curte - 
ſie wytcy.1s bug and ought to be ſhewed to Embaſſadours. J 
waaid bereaue the cf this thy bꝛauerie, in ſuch ſoꝛt, p when 
thou ert befoze inch a king as now thon art, thou ſhouldeſt 
b2idle thy tongue, i cuer after haue in remembzaunce Þ pus 
nichment p J would giuz thee, but not reſpecting thy folle, 
but o:tely my eſtate, I will tap my ſelfe from cozrecting of 
this thy ouermuch pꝛide. The wꝛath of this Grant was fo 
much, whe be heard himſelf ſo reuiled, p he could not by anie 
meanes rekraine himſelfe, but tapd hand on his ſwozd, and 
went towards the Prince Claridiano, and thzeatened him 
with a very mightie and ſtrong blow, ſtriking at his head. 
Tue pꝛiuce when he law the blow comming, retired with a 
ligyt leape, which was þ occaſion Þ he failed of his blowe, 
by rcoſon of the great ſfrength wherwilh it was flroke, the 
word fell oat of his hands, and flew along the ſioze of the

great hall, the Pzince without dꝛawing bis l wozde; with a 
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Tube ſecond part of the 


trite toyned with him, entering in at bis left ide, x with bis 
filt he ſtroke him ſo ſtrong and mightie a blow bpon p mouth 
that if bis hand bad ben armed, it had ben the laſt which tha 
Gyant ſhould baue receiued, pet fo2 all that it did fo much 
varme that his teth fell out, leauing his mouth all bloudie, & 


with the great ſtrength of the blow it made him to fall back⸗ 


wards on bis backe, and with tbe great paine which he felt, 
be ſcantly knew where be was. The Pzince When her ſaws 


this, ſtaped without doing anie moze barme,fo2 p be would 
not diſgrace the king, but put himſelt on the one ſide:the king 


did ſhew himſelfe verie much greened foz p he was an Em⸗ 
baſſa dour, foz if if hav not ben done by him Wwbtch did it, who 


ſo euer els thould bane done it, would hardly haue eſcaped ws 


out puniſhment. And foz to appeals p meſſenger he aroſe out 
of his (eat and did helpe fo take vp the Gpaunt, x loking tos 


ward Claridiano, he ſayd; Bꝛother, J would p this thing had 


not chaunced by thy hands, foʒ that all this harme which pou 
haue done vnto Bruno, is done vnto me & not vnto him. ThF 


this valiant Pzince ſapd: Hold your peace my Lozd, foz thoſe. 
vuckurteous meſſengers,+ ſuch as do digreſſe c goe from that 


which they are commaunded, ſhould not alonely be intreated 
in this ſo2t,but alſo loſe their lines, and baue their fongues 


tut but. Bruno did complaine him verie much of the griefe,g 


ſteing himſelfe without teeth and lo diſhonoured, be blaſphes 
med agatu his Gods, but this inuinſible Greeks made little 


.account of any ſuch thing, but turned himſelle toward Bruno 


t ſayd: Now maiſt thou returne in the diuells name, e tel thy 
bother the P2ince of pꝛide, that he doth commaund to plai⸗ 
ſcer and cure thy teeth, ſoz that from hence thou goeſt well 
cured of thy great folip. Alſo thou ſhalt tell him of my parte, 
that as J haue hurt the with the ſtrength of my fiſt , ſo J 
will vie him with the ſhar pe edge of my (\ wozde, gouerned 
with the ſelfe ſame arme that vnto ther hath done this da⸗ 
mage.

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with de Thar bare he s all that was poder, 

and witboiit making anie aunt were, be went ont of the 
ings Pallaiee, and returned vnto bis Galleycs where be& 
was cured,and put his Sailes into the power of the winde, 
and in a verie hozt time he ariued at Arginaria, and went 
a ſhoare, carrying all bis face wzapt and /vound with bondes 
and rowles ol linnen cloth, and his mouth all to be plaiſtred. 
In this ſozte he went and pꝛeſented himſelfe befoze his bꝛo⸗ 
ther, and ſayd { J baue giuen thy Enibaſſage vnto king Del 
to, às thou haſt commaunded me, and to git:e me aunſ were 
there aroſe vp a new and young knight, whom J doe be lerus 
and as J baue pꝛoued the lame that he hath in bis bodie all 
the infernall ſtrength, and in bis fiſtes all the Legyons of dis 
uells that ars in bell, as it did appeare by the greate furye 
wherewith be hurt mier, that he did not anelp ſtrike out my 
teeth, but alſo thzew me to the ground as though J bad bene 
a child. This pꝛoud Gpant the king of Arginaria, when ber 
beard all that his bzother had ſapd, with a terrible blaring & 
noiſe(that be made all the Pallaice to ſhake)ſayde : O vile 
co ward, and is it poſſible that with fiſtes lyke a vile vilaing 
be made the to fall, ia ſuch ſozte, that thou diddeſt kiſſe bs 
ground with thy mouth, Bruno anl wered: Bzother, J dwg 
fwcare vato thee by the high Iupiter, that if thou hadll pꝛo- 
ued as J haue dane the ſtrength of bis fiſtes, thou wouldeit 
not reuile m2 in this ſoʒt. And here J do giue thee to vnder⸗ 
ſtand, that he ſapd, and bad me in his parte fo fell the, that if 
from me he hath taken awaie my-foze teeth, that be will not 
onelpe take awaie thine, but alſo thy double teeth and thy 
lite. Wut when this Arginarian king heard this, he areſe 
vp and went from him with ſo much wzath and anger, that 
he ſemed rather a Diuell then a man: and without taking 
ante farther counſell, he tommaunded to sſſemble all his peo⸗ 
pie together, and that they ſhould bee called With all the [pep 
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that poſſible might be, and when they were come all toges

mit their ſayles vnta the winde, p which the bey ſdund 1170 
rapobana, and 
without any impediment 02 diſtur hauuce of ibem of the A» 
land, they went a land, and raiſed vp their feats, and pitched 
their campe. This fierce king being mounted vpon an Ele- 
phant, went with great care and peruſed all his people, and 
put them in very god oꝛder: ſo all was apparant and knos 
wen vnto them of the Citie, Lye King of Trapobana feas 
red much his fierce and ctuell aduerſat p. and fo likewiſe did 
many of them that were in the Citie: but yet that tdura⸗ 
gious pouth did feare him nothing at all, no; eſtæmed him 
any thing, but rather did deſite the hogre to ſie kimſelte in 
battaile with him,foz to make ſatiſfaction with his deeves e 
works, of that which be was in debt vnto bis Lond. At ſuch 
time as the campe was pitched, and all in god oꝛder, the ras 
diaunt Phocbus had made an ende of his tourney,leguing in- 
bis abſence the ſavde and darke night, So when time cams 
that he began a new fo take his accuſtomed courſe , and to; 
chow his ſhining face, diſperſing bis glittering beames ouer 


all the land, the king of Arginaria called vnto him a trum 


petter,and with a furious voyce he ſayd, Go thy-wayes vn⸗ 
to the Citie, and in ſuch ſozt as thou thinkeſt beſt ſalute the 
king Delfo,and tell him on my behalfe, that without anpe 


' tarrying 02 taking fariher counſel, be ſend me him, who did 


intreate my b2athcr Bruno ſa euill: and if not, J ſweare 
vnto him by. ths high Iupiter, that J will do ſo mach that 
his body ſhall be made meate vnto dogges.The trumpetter 
when be had well vnderſtede his mclſage,taking libertie of 
the accuſtomed pꝛide of his Lo2d, went with great arrogans 
tie vato the Citfe. The Scowtes when they ſaw him, let 
eater into the Cite, and they caricd bim befoze the Ring, de⸗ 
foze2 whom when he came, without ſhowing any kinde of 
pumilitie he ſayd, The Gods confound thy perſon g tate,

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Without ſpeaking anp moze w63y e = 
ver, and armed him with his armour, with the help of 
tenor vis father, fo2 lo be alwayes eſtæ med bim: but 
dzath uud anger was ſoth, that eſther bis father noz t 
King dur ee a woꝛd vio him, all the time he was ar 
ming. And when he was atmed, he turned his face onto t 
king, and ſaid.Adꝛtyy king and my Loꝛ d, haue a gd col 
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ace wherca ; be rig be heard of his enimies, 
dis ine, to gite A token that they ſhoulbe. bearken -

a loude voyce he ſayd, O teruell and tyꝛannous unn. ctr

ther Bruno, t be that not long luce did teach thy. Embaſſa⸗ 
doz to ſpeake, whom thou ſentelt this daye. with thy pꝛoude 
mellage. The dogge Cerberus when he was made falt with 
Alcides leaſh, did not ſhem himſelfe ſa furt 
kerrible Giant af that ban riſing. 
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Mivus of Negri, 


thou God of little valoz that being hououred of lo valiaum 
a man as J am, theu wilt conſent that ſo vile a man (after 
that be hath angred me lo much) ſhould put himſcifc with fo 
great pꝛide befoze my pꝛeſente. And not content u ich this, 


but with the lame fury he tooke a great club, and wat cn 


the right de, and What on the leſte, he thzew tow ne all the 
Images of his Gods that were there, and broke them all 
to pæces. Dne of the miniſters that al wa res did aſſiſt them 


in their facrifices,ſayd with a bolde courage. Wihcrefoze do 


vou ſo euill intreate and miſuſe your Gods ; The Siaunt 
ſtroke him ſuch a blow on the fozhead with his fiſt, that hee 
b:oke it all to peccs and thze we him dead to the ground E 
ſapd. Get thee hence, and goe and make relation viito Iupi- 
ter, and bnto the reſt of the Gods, of this greate repꝛe⸗ 


henſton that thou halt done me. And lovwng about, be ſawe 


all the reſt of the miniſters halle amazed, without ſpeaking 
any word, vnto whom he went with great haſt, and ſain vn⸗ 


to them. Tile villaines, what doe you farry here, why dos 
pou not go after the figure of that God, whom vou do woz⸗ 


ſhip and honeur, and laying on them with bis club, be kil⸗ 
led ſire of them, and ſo he would haue done with all the reſt 
ik they had not runne away. Then one of the two Giants 
which were bꝛetheren, tame vnto the Kings tent, all armed 
with his ſtrong armour, # mounted vpon a great Elephant 
and (aid, Be in quiet my Loꝛd, and abate this thy vnſuffe⸗ 


rable anger, and J will bzing onto thee ſtraight waye him, 


who hath bene the occaſion ot this thy diſquietnenle and ans 
ger. And without tarrping foz any aunſwere,he tourned as 
bout his great and vnwieldie bead, and went that ware, 
whereas the P2ince was: who when he ſawe him fo well 
pꝛopoꝛtioned and furniſhed, be had well thought that be had 
bene the Bing of Arginaria, os one which had neuer ſcene as 
ny of lo mightie a Cature.and therc with he put down 5 vi⸗ 
fo2 of his helme. g take vnto him, a great 4 knottie ſpeare, 
purpoſing not to ſpend the time in woꝛds. Theu Belero- 
fonte (fo2 ſo the Giant was named) ſayd. art then that bold

And fo2-y thou ſhalt not baue 
any moze time to ſpeake ſuch folly-and fwlichneſſe, epther 
retourne the may from whence thon cameſt, and repent thy 
ſelfe of this thou haſt ſapd, oꝛ els pꝛepare thy ſelſe to moztel 
battaile. The Giant when he heard that vnſauozpe anſwere 
which he gaue, he toke bp his ſpeare and put it on his (ho!- 
der. which was made faſt in the middeſt of the ſtaffe Darte 
wiſe, and raiſed himſelfe in his ſtirrops, and th2ew it at the 
Pꝛince with ſo great furp, that by the ſozce therof, he hoped 
to haue concluded that enterpꝛiſe. But this new Knight ſee⸗ 
ing the ſpeare comming, be put bis ſhield befoꝛe him where 
on the ſharpe poynt ſtroke, s pearced it thꝛough, till it cams 
fo his fine and ſtrong armour, whereas it loft his fozce:but 
with the ſtrengeh wherewith it came, it bowed in ſuch ſozt, 
that it bꝛake in two pieces, without hurting the knight oz 
once mouing him in the ſaddle, This valiaunt aug ffeute 
Greelce, when he ſaw that in that ſoꝛt he would haue flaine 
um, he claſped faſt his ſpeare ia his hande atter the lame

manner, and ſaid. Tarrie and thon ſhalt \&, whether J tan 
better thꝛow a dart then thop? And therewith he thzewe bis 
great ſpeare at the Giant, that without hauing anye power 
to defend himſe lle from that blowe it pearced þis (ield,anv 
bozed thzough his armour, and not ſtaieng there, the ſharpe 
popnt palled thzongh his body from the one ſide to the other 
taking from him that miſerable leule, and the bodp gaue a 
terrible fall to the grounde. At all that paſſed, was pꝛelent 
the pꝛoud : ſtrong Geredeon, who with an infernall wzath 
thzew fte from him, and in great haſt called fo2 his armoz; 
at which time the other giant, bꝛother vnto Belorophonte, 
no lefle trefull and furious, whoſe name was Bolifo, ſapds 

with a great voyce. Pightie Geredeon, and Lo2ve, let ms 
take this reuengement, foz Þ of right it appertaine t mozs 
vnto me, then vnto ther.

rie his comming. This Giant who was blinded with bis 
vnreaſonable anger without any reaſoning, be ſet ſpurs vn⸗ 
to his Elephant, and 1ltkewiſe,the new knight ſet ſpurres to 
bis hole, and met together in the middeſt of their courſe, 
lo that neither of them loſt his blowe : but the incounter 
was with ſa great foꝛte, that the Gyant did pearce thzough | 
the ſheeld of the Pꝛinte, without doing anie other harme, E | 
tbe ſpeate ſhiuered all to peces, but this warlike youth with | 
his ſpeare gaue vnto y gyant ſo ſtrong an incounter,y it per» 
ced th2ough his (held, e made him to fall backwards vpon 
the crouper of his Elephant, be made the great bealt to dous 
ble with his legs, and falling dowre he fell vpon one of the 

giants legs. Che Pꝛinte when he ſaw bim in b extremitie, 1 
p be could not ariſe, te leapt from his hoꝛſe w great lightnes, 
E did help bim to take out his leg from under 5 Elephant: 
likewiſe he did helpe him to ariſe vpon bis erte, and ſayd , Is 
Doe not thinke Gyant , that thou ſhalt haue anys- n+

to pꝛaiſe thy ſelle, in ſaying that b a dilgrate J did ſubdteie 
the; Therefoꝛe now dve what thou canſt do, fo2 fo defend 
thy ſelle. The Gyant without any confideration of the curs 
teſie ſhowed him, claſped ſalt his bꝛoad \wo2d,ftriking a ter⸗ 
rible and fearfall blow at the Pꝛiute, who by leaping on tze 
one ſide, tauſed him to loſe his blowe, ſtepping on p other 
ſide, he g ius him ſuch a ſtroke vpon the waſte, (hat the har⸗ 
nee bꝛoke, and his word bid it ſelfe in the Giants fleſh , 
and hurt bim very ſoꝛe, whereat ran out very much blond. 
When tue Giant ſawe the great damage that he had done 
vnto his body by that blo we, de thzowe bis shield from him, 
taking faſt bolde of bis great ſwoꝛd in both bis hands (and 
without hauing any power to ſhunne from it) he ſtroke the 
pꝛinte ſach a blow vpon his ſhield, that be cut it in two pæ⸗ 
tes and it de ſcended dawne bpon his healme with ſo greats 
ſtcength and waigbt, that againT his will, it made him to 
ſtape with bis knees to the ground, and to ſtape himſelſe 
with one of his bands, becauſe he honld not fall ou all 
togethcr. This diueliſh giant, when he ſaw him inthat caſe, 
would haue ſtroke him another blowe: but at ſuch time as 
he would haue diſcharged it, this inuincible unight aroſe vp 
with ſo great wꝛath, h a thicne ſmahe came out of his viſoz, 
and without any maze tarrying , be thꝛew the perce of the 
ſhield that remained from bim, and with a light le ape be tot» 
ned wird his enemte, and ſtroke him ſa hoꝛrible and furi⸗ 
ous a biow vpon dis helme, that it did little p2ofite him the 
ſtrength ol the ſtele. but he cut it in two pætes, bead x all, 
and be fell downe to p ground. Dh what great diſturbance 
and feare this vnmeaſurable blowe tauſed vnto all the peo 
ple, as well to thoſe of the Citie, as to thoſe of the tontrar p 
part. But aboue all this, Ocredeon Was much amazed And 
with the great anger and unath which he had to ſa the two 
Giants (lame befaze him, he thꝛuſt himſelfe amongſt all the 
| pepple,w ſo great rumour, as when a ſtrong rocke by fozce 
of an earthquake, when the flerce and furious winde doth 
take it. and teare and rent it out of: the plate and ſcituati⸗ 
an, whereas it was wont to ſtand: and with tre terrible 
* great 
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great noiſe and ſound thereof, not onolp all the Chepheardes 
and heard men of the field be ſcarred and afraide,but alſo the 
great blow doth remaine in the aire with a great and rum⸗ 
bling ecko:enen with the like furie this Arginarian king rus 
ſhed amongſt and thzough bis people. Claridiano without 
ſewing ante kinde of trouble, did abide his commir g with 
fo ſtrong and couragious a heart, as doth the creked 4 crag- 
ged rocke abide to make defence againſt the fo2ce and vnb2ts 
deled kurie of Þ reſtleſſe Neptune. So with great haſt went 
the Gyant againlt the new knight , and as he came befoze 
him, he coulde not coniecure who o what vntamed young 
man that ſhould be, fo that be neuer at ante time heard anie 
fpeaking of him, and with the lyke confufion he ſayd. Knight, 
A know not what to ſaye vnto ſo hainous a matter that by 
thee is committed againſt me, fo2 (&ing thy great boldneſſe 
which thou haſt had to diſquiet and anger me, it doth cauſe 
me to pꝛocure to haue renengement of ther. And to the con⸗ 
traris I ſe thou art one alone knight, and there foꝛe J doe 
taks it foz a diſhonour and rebuke to lift vp my furious arme 
agaynlt the . Therfoze that which J defire ther, is this, that 
thou doeſt refurne vnto the citie and cauſe to be gathered toy 
gether one hundzeth of the beſt knights, choſen out from a- 
mongeſt tbe reſt,. and ſe that you come ftraight againe , foz 
that of pou all tagether, J wil take this my deſired reuenge · 
ment. And yet fo2 all this, J doe tell tho, J ſhall not be fa- 
tiſfied fo2 the great anger E wzath the which J hone againſt 
the. Whoſoeucr bad bene pꝛeſent to daue teard bim ſpcake 
theſe wozdes woulde haue trea;bled with fcore , but he in 
whome fcare could ncuer take place, and one which twke no

uld not conſent that any one ſhonld ſpeake a wozd bnfo 
bim. The couragious Empꝛeſſe with a ropall ſtomacke e& 
gre at diſcretion,difembling her griefe in the beſt wiſe ſhe 
'ould,commaunded her body to be caried out of the pallaice, 
and in the Court of ths pallaice he commanned to be mad 
a ch tombe,in the which ſhe was baried : there was made 
pꝛopoztion, which did ſhew what chaunced vnto þ dam⸗ 
fell; and about the fombe was wꝛitten an Epitaph, which 
did declare the occaſion of her drath. All the time that this 
damſell was a burping, the Emperour neuer came fo2th out 
of his cloſet, neither would he daue come fozth when her 
did, and if it had not bene by the great impoztance of þ Emo 
pzefſe. Whereas now we will leaus them, foz to tell you cf 
the chanaces and aduentures which hapned vnto þ Pzincs 
Eleno, the time that he trauailed in the wozld,the which foz 
that be was as noble as warlyke, and ot great ſtrength, it is 
not reaſoa,that he ſhould paſſe ſo long without making as 

fy mention of him. You do well remember how be wente 
ont of Numidia, with one onely Page, putting himſelfe to 
ſea,in that inchaunted barke of the Knight of the Sunne. 
oy pas ſo heauie and ſo2zrowfull fog the death of bis Ladis 
Piſtreſſe, that he waz cleane changed, and appeared not 
fo be him that be was wont, neither had he ſo great wiſe⸗ 
dome to gonerne himſelfe. In this manner ho trauapled al- 
moſt a whole pearc,and neuer could mete with Brenio, vn⸗ 
to whom he was commaunded to giue the letter from Ly- 
dia,neither could he heare in any place wherſoeuer he came, 
where he might goe to ſerke him: in which his trauaile, he 
did not let but to mate with ſome aduentures, the which, 
with great honour fo his perſon, be finiſhed, Pet fo2 all this 
he could haue ns eaſe ot his ſozrow & griefe, which bꝛongbt 
him in ſuch perplcritie,that if he had not conſidered p great 
loſſe of his ſoule, many tiwes he would haue ſlain himſclfe, 
So it happened Þ one moꝛning very early, the barke had put 
der ſcife a ground, giuing him to vnderſtand, that it was re- 
quiſite there foꝛ him to goe a lande. The Pzince who was 


vere firous thercof, quickly went a ſhoꝛe, end after him 
His 
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Ihe Jecend part of tbe 
his page, who as you hane heard, that by reaſon een 
haſt that the barke made, he coulde not retourne a lande to 
Numidia. His name was called Fabio, who was to his mas 
ler ſuch companpe that many times he would comfozte the 
Pꝛince, luhen he was moſt troubled with very comfoztable 
woꝛds and perſwaſions, and did ſerve him with great loug 
and fidelitie. The Pꝛince and his Page began to trauaple a 
fate with an eaſte pace thaough a nargw and ſtraight path, 
and with a meruailous and diligent epe, he did beholde that 
countrep, and it ſcemed vnto him, that he ſhould know it, & 
that beioze that timo he had paſſed by that waye; but the 
ticme love that be had to Lidia, was the accaſtan that it was 
gut of his remembzaunce. Do with this ſoꝛzrowe he trauap⸗ 
led, till uch time as Phoebus had paſſed the fourth parte of 
his tourney, when that being werp with the lang way, the 
great waight of bis armoz, he was ſozced tu take ſome reſt, 
t eale,vnyer the 17 greene mirtle tres, whoſe leaues did 
bath themſelues in a faire t glere fountaine, whereas he bes, 

gan a new to haue in remembꝛance his foꝛmer paine, com- 
plaining of Foꝛtune, he publiſhed bis great griefe, making 
thow ol the great ſozrow that he felt,4 although he was we- 
ry of complaiung,t la ung bimſelke ſo without all remedy, 
he called fo2 his lute, faz that Fabio did alwayes carry with 
him, taking it in his hands,cnely to giue ſome eaſe vato. 
bis tozmented hart, he began to ſing theſe verſes following.

ſhield in two peeces. The Knight returned, and gave him as 
nother blow, that it made the ſparks of fire to fly out of his 
pealme. Then the Dacian full. of pze,lef goe bis ſhield, and 
claſped faſt his ſwozd in both his hands, and ſtroke him ſo 
terrible a blow vpon his helme,tbat he cut helme and beads 
in two peeces,and he fell down dead to the earth. The other 
ſeeing their companion dead, all thꝛœ together ſet vpon him: 
but this valiant Dacian who in ſuch like adnentures neuer 
bad any feare, did receine them with his accuſtomed furye, 
frikingon them both on the right and lefte hand with moz- 
tall blo wes. In the meane time, this afflicted Lady, when ſhs 
ſawe the night dead, which cauſed her diſhonourzipke'a fu⸗ 
rious-Lionefle ſhe went towards him and ſayd'. Dh hows 
the gods haus ginen thee thy paiment faz the-diſhonoz, which 
thou half done me: yef ſhe ſaid, O beanie Felina, what doth 
tbis reuengement pꝛofite thy honour, being loſt, it were ve⸗ 
xy great riches vnto me, that by the death of him which hath 
robbed me of it, it might be reſfozed me again. Dh my gods, 
A am in no kalt, in the loſing of my chaſtitie,foz that it was 
violently taken from me, in the thicke fozreſt. There (hall 
be none able to diſturbe, but that J will execute my fury vp⸗ 
pon my ſelle, although J do not deſerne the ſame: and in 
ſaying theſe woꝛzds, ſhe toke the ſwo2d of that dead knight, 
and put the popnt to ber bꝛeaſt, and thzew her ſelfe thereon, 
in ſuch lot, that Fabio could not ſutceour her, although with 
great haſt he would haue done it. The Dacian Knight caſts! 
ing his head on the one ſide, and ſaw the harme done, he pꝛei⸗ 
fed fozwards with great furie and yꝛefall wzath, and lifts 9

amongſt them, ther was a-bery faire Lady, who had befoze 
her two childꝛem: and befoze the Chariot rode a Giant of 
a fierce and furious countenaunce mounted on ag wonderful 
beaſt, and after the lame went another giant, not altogether 
ſo furious as the firſt, that was mounted on a mightie hoꝛſe: 
theſe made great haſt to frauaile fozwards, UWhen this va⸗ 
liant Dacian ſaw this aduenture, he was in a great confuſi⸗ 
on, ſoz that he found himſelfe ſo lcare and weake, pet fo all 
that, the great valour of bis perſon, and courage of his hart, 
would not ſaffer anpe fluggithneile , but determined to (ef 
them at libertie, and to puniſh lo great outrage, oz els to dig 
in the demaunde. And with this determination he ſaid. Let 
life ſuffer the paine, and let not the honour be blotted with 
cowardneſſe, and peraſing well his armour, he committed 
himſelfe vnto God, and iſſued out of the fozreſt with a ſwift 
pace, at ſuch time as the Chariot with the great ball that it

vp his eyes towardes the heauens; he did diſcouer. hanging 
vzon a high and mightie pine apple tree which was nigh him 
the armonr of Bramarant, which was put there fo a remem- 
bzaunce, as hath bene tolde you in the firff part of this biſto⸗ 
rie. The armour had all loft their coulour, yet foz all that, ic 
dip ſhewe the great value of them, and tek ing about, he ſawe 
dhe Epitaph which the two. bzetheren had made there A

vnderſkanding the reaſon thereof, it gaue bim a farther de? 


firg to take them downe, without reſpecting the harme that 


might thereof p2occed, not making ante reckoning of ö wo2ds

The 
Moꝛe at the noiſe which he made, eaſt his head on the one ſide 
and ſawe that he that ſpake thoſe wozds was a well ſet and 
armed knight, but fo2 all this he did not let to make an ende 
ok arming himſelte, and without ſetting his kate into the its 
rop be leapt into the ſaddle, and ſetteling himlelfe therein hee 
went towards the demaunder with his l woꝛd in his hanve . 


Pan Hall vnderſtand, that he which did thꝛeaten him was 


the Tartarian Zoylo, who if you do remeber deperted in great 
haſt from the amozous Tigliafa, and vnawares entered into 
this wilderneſle, and by reaſon of his wearineile in making 


ſo great haſt in his trauaile,it cauſed him to be verie die, and 
 baning great deſire to dꝛinke, he croſſed here and ther in the 


foꝛreſt, at laſt there appeared befo2c him a verie anncient old 


man, who had his beard and haire all white with age, who. 


did ſuccour him with water, and gave him a great cup full, x 
with the great thirſt that Zovlo had he dzanke well thereof, 
fill fuch time as he felt himſcife ſatiſfied,ond returned the cup 
againe vnto him, and when he thought to haue giuen thanks 
fo2 his curteſte ſhe wed, be was vaniſhed cleane out of his 


ſigbt, ſo that he ſawe him no moe. Fo2 you chall vnderſtend 


that it was y wiſe Lirgandeo, which bꝛought p cup ful of was 
fer from 5 fountain of ' Merlin,who viiderCanding by his in⸗ 
chantments p thirſt Zoilo had, bꝛolight him of p watcr,fo2 is 
mitigate his dꝛineſſe, increafing in him a new deſire to the 
lone of Tighafa. He had ſcant made an ende of anos 
when 
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when that he felf in himſelfe a new thought of lone, and re⸗ 
penting bimſelle of all hatred paſt, being ouercome by y was 
ter, and fixed in that new loue, he determined to retourne as 
gaine vnto Conſtantinople, and craue pardon of the Pains 
teſle, but that cruell Atropos who had bis blow readie, wold 
not graunt vnto him anic time fo2 the ſame,neither was the. 
wife Lyrgandeo able to deliuer him from the death, And ſo 
it fell out, that when he woulde haue made his retourne to 
Conſtantinople, he chaunced to come fo-that place whereas 
Bramaraut did kill himſelfe, and whereas Brufaldoro did diſ⸗ 
arme himſelfe, and armed himſeife againe with the armour. 
of the Tropheo. And the valiaunt Tartarian knowing the 
great harme that would pꝛoctede vnto them Which did pꝛo⸗ 
cure to come bnto the. Tropheo, he woulde giue aduiſemenk 
vnto bim that was lo bolde to giue the attempt, Þ he might 
vnderſtand, that it would be demaunded at his hand. And lo 
he did aduile Brufaldoro in that ſozt as pou haue heard, who 
without anie aun[wering came againſt him with his [wo2d. 
in his hand, inuiting him to moztall battaile , Zoylo wha 
ſawe his determination, did pꝛocure to defend himſelle and ol⸗ 
fend his enimie. Dh my Pule, that nowe J had ſo much dil⸗ 
creation and eloquence foꝛ to ſet ont and declare the greats. 
barme that this date happened in this vnkoztunate Foꝛreſt. 
This valiant Tartarian when his enimie came vato him, 
ſtroke him ſo terrible a blawe vpon the viſour of his helme 
that with the furie thereof he made ſparkles of hre to iſſue 
out thereof with great abundaunte, and to bowe downe his 
bead vpon his bꝛeaſt. The Pagan did returne vnto him his. 
lalutat ion, and ſtroke him luch a blowe vpon his helme, tbat 
th the great noile therof it made a ſound in all the moun⸗ 
taines. Now began bet wen them a meruailous and feare⸗ 
full battaile, at the great noiſe. whereof; Foztune willing to 
vie her extremitie, fo to ampliſie a farther cuill, cauſed tho 
P2incefſe. Tigliafa in the companie of her Ladpes and Dani⸗ 
ſel's to come vnto that glace whereas theſe knightes were, 
in battaile, and ſtraight Waie ſhe did knowe her welbeloued 
Tartarian, and (&ing dim in ſo dangerous a bal taile, ſhe was

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uerſarie to his ende, ftriking at cache. other tuche terrible 


blo los, and with ſo great fury, that many times it mide cy⸗ 
ther of them to lie his faling : and both lering the greate 


fozce of one another, were meruailonflp incenſed with ans 


ger. This fierce Tartarian thzew bis ſhield at his backe, 


that with moze fozce he might ſtrike and hurt dis enemie, 
and therewith gave. him ſo ſtrong a blow vpon his helme, 
that all aſtonied he foꝛced him to fall vpon the crupper of bis 


hoꝛſe, who carried bim a great ſpace round about the ſielde, 
without any feeling. Bat when he came againe vnto him⸗ 
ſelfe, this fierce Mauritanian ſetling bimſelfe in his ſaddle , / 
ffroke at p Tartarian fo terrible a blow, that if it had chan- / 
ced on him, it would haue turned him to much aricfe , but 
with great diſcretion he clæred himſelfe therof, in ſuch loꝛt, 


that it was ſtroken in vaine, and with great lightnefſe, he 


reksurned, and ſtroke the Mauritanian ſo, that he made him 
once againe to falt vpon the crouper of-his hoꝛſe all aſtony⸗ 
ed, and there appeared by the viſour of his helme, the abun⸗ 


daunce of bloud that iſſued out of his mouth, and his hoſe 
being greued with that blow, foped with bis fozefcete to 


the ground, and being amazed, with great fury he roſe vp 7 
with his great kicking and flinging backwards, he did de⸗ 
fend, that the Tartarian could not come nigh to hurt Mau- 
ritanian, which was the occaſion that he could not haue ay. 
time fo2 to gine him the ſecond blowe, although he neuer 
left to follow bim, to fee if he could make an end ok p enter⸗ 


pꝛiſe, which would haue made much of his part, not to baue 


giuen wap that this ferce Mauritanian ſhould haue retonr⸗ 
ned to himſelfe fo quickly which was in ſo ſhoꝛt time, and 
with ſo great anger, that the ſmoake. which come from his 


mouth, ſæmed like a myſt abont hie helme, ſo that almoũ it 
tauld no: be ſeene. Then this kurios diucl! ſet ſpurres to 


his hoꝛſe, 2 blaſpheming againſt his Gods, hating his moz⸗ 
tall Imo vecp faſt in his hande, he ranne towards hig cni⸗ 
mie, who without ang feare.of his fury, went kozih to res: 
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in great anguich with het ſelfe, Mheſe-knights thonght on 
no other thing, but either of them pꝛocured to bʒung his ad⸗

ceine him, and when they met togetber, they diſcharged their 
blowes at once, but it foztuned that the Mauritanians blow 
did firſt faſten, with ſo great ſtrength, tbat foz all the pelme 
which Zoylo had was lo god, it was not ſufficient to make 
deſente, but that with the diuelliſh furie wherwith it was dil⸗ 
charged, it bended, in ſuch ſozte, that it bꝛake all to pectes the 
ſcalpe of that vnhappie L artarian, where with be gave a ter- 
rible alt to the ground. So when the Pagon ſawe his eni⸗ 
mie on the earth, with a loude voyce he ſayde : Nowe ſhalt 
not thou be he that ſhall diſturbe mi, that J carrie not this 
armour with mer.

Without lyfe, with furious madneſle ſhe toze ber attire from 
ber head, and all to rent her golden haire, tearing it in pe 
ces, and retourned againe and wiped that infernall fate, ma⸗ 
king ſach ſozrowfull lamentation, that whoſoeuer had ſæne 
ber woulde haue bene moned to haue bad compaſſion, Then 
thee toke the head betwerne ber bandes, and did p2ocurs 
without vwing it anie harme fo lifte it vp,and to put it vp⸗ 
pon her lappe, and ſ&ing foz all this that there was no mo⸗ 
uing in him, ſhe iopned her face vnto the face of that vnfoz⸗ 
tunate Zoylo, and with ſoꝛowfull woꝛdes ſher ſayd : Oh my

ſtrong a fopne, that bis armour was not ſufficienr fo2 to 
make teũſtaunce, but that the fury thereof mult be exccuted, 
and pearced him thozough vnto the backe, where with p Gi⸗ 
ant gaue a terrible fal to the ground, at which noyſe p other 
thze Giants did awake, and one of them put himſelf quick⸗ 
ly on tote, and without tarrping foz to put on his healme, oz 
to take his ſhield, but blaſpheming againſt his Gods, he ran 
againlt the Pagan, who abode his comming with ſuch like 


tourage, as his pꝛeſumption did require. The Giaunt with 


both his hands, ſtroke at him ſo monſtrous a blow, that if ie 
had chaunced on him, it would haue put his life in great ieo⸗ 
par die. But this baliant Brufaldoro with his actuſlomed

And therewith the other Gyant lyke a 
furibus Lyon blaſpheming againſt his curſed Gods,not tar s 
rying to arme bimſelfe with moꝛe armour then at that pꝛe⸗ 
ſent he had,foz that there they were all with their healmes 
vnlaſed and from their heads, he toke holde of a great © hea⸗ 
ute club that was there with both his hands, and pꝛeſſed foz⸗ 
wards with a large pace againſt the Dagan, with deter mina⸗ 
tion to take reuengement of the others death, but this poung 
furious Brufaldoro did tarrie and reccine him with bis accus 
ſtomed courage and valiauntneſſe, the fearefull Gyaunt did 
ſtrike at dim Co terrible a blow with bis club, that (ſwinging 
with it in the aire it made a fearefull ſounde, but the Pagan, 
who without all feare did abide the comming of the blowe, 
determined with himſelfe to let it paſſe in vaine,as ha hadde 
all the reſt befoze, and ſo it fell out, that when he ſawe the 
blowe deſcend he ſtepped on the one ſide,in ſuch (o2t,that the 
club fell to the ground, with ſo terrible a waight & ſtrength, 
that the blowe made all the tres that were nigh at hande to 
tremble. This terrible blowe was no ſoner paſſed to p earth 
when that this valiant Pauritanian ſtroke a blowe at his 
armes, which was with ſo great Crength , that be cut them 
both off by the wꝛiſtes, and his hands being fall fo p club, 
they fell all to p ground, The Gyant who felt himlelfe woun⸗ 
ded & lame, would haue imbzaced with the Pagan, thinking 
vp bis great ſtrength to haue cruſhed him to death, but this 
Mauritanian with great valiantneſſe did put himſelſe befoze. 
him, his \ wozd in his hand with the point fozwardes,ſo that 
the Spant (with the great paine that he felt of bis wounds,

Then the 
Gpant liftcd vp his arme aboue bis head, hauing faſt in his 
hande that greate and mightie Speare, which was all full of 


tinots, with the barke remaining ſtill thereon, and thaew it at 


him with ſo great ſtrength, hat it made a meruailous found 
in the aire, but this valyant Pauritanian was not without 
great care of the comming thereof, but with a counter pace be 


put himſelfe on the one ſide, with (6 greate pollicte, that the 


blowe paſſcd on the one ſide, and the Speare luck faſt in the 
ground, and by reaſon-of the greate fozce wherewith it was 
fh2owen,it made it fo ſhake as though it would haue flowen 
in a thonſand peces,and turning round like a Snake when 
the doth make haſt to goe awaie from bim that woulde kill 
ber. Then the ſtrong and ſtout Mauritanian being bery tres 
full, to ſe ſo great villanie, he ranne bnto the lpcare, and with 
great ſtrength he pulled it out of the ground, and in thꝛow⸗ 
ing it againe at the gyant, be laid: O thou furious beat, take 
vnto the thy dart. It did wel appeare that it was not thꝛow⸗ 
en by a lluggiſh arme, foꝛ that by rcaſon of the great Urength 
ſtriking on bis (eld it pearced it thzough,yet it did not iber

2 was tbe occaſion that bis couragious heart 
did finde it ſelfe greatly oppꝛeſſed, and elpecially fo2 that his 
balyant dards ſhould be kept cloſe and not come to light and 
be ſpzead abzoad in p wozld,fo2 to ſhowp his mightie ſtrength 
and wozthy courage, t the occaſion of his let was, the greate 
perſ waſton of the king Dcltv, who would not loſe bis com - 
pante, putting befoze bim fog excuſe his young and tender 
age, pꝛocuring him to tarrie and not to trie himſelfe in ads 
ventures, till ſuch time as be would haus the full age of eigh- 
terne yearcs. This young knight thought the time to be ve- 
rie long, which was the occaſion that he was beric ſadde and 
ſozrowfall,in ſuch-ſozt,that bis fayze and beantifull face had 
jolt part of his naturall and liuely toulour, and dayly be dis 
exerciſe himſelfe in no other thing but to goe to the (ea ſide, 
and there to (et bimlſelfe vpon a rocke, bauing no other cons 
templation but to beyolde how the water with greate furis 
and fozce did ſtrike and beate bpon the ſayd rocke.

pon a certaine daye, following his accuſfomed exertiſe, be 
aw comming towards the ſhoze a Foyft, which was gouer⸗ 
ed with foure marriners,and behotving who was therein, 
e ſaw come from vnder the hatches, a very fairs Damoſell, 
who was all apparailed with mourning apparaile, and with

The Pzince taking pittie of her great ſoz⸗ 
row aunſwered: N doe not not knowe foz what effect e pur⸗ 
pole pou doe al ke after this linight,but be it what it will be, 
vou ſhall vnderſtand gentle Ladie, that be wos pon doe aſ kg 
foʒ is befoze vou, and ſ&ing that it is ſo, you may be bolde to 
declare your pleaſure, and be&re J doe ſale vnts von, (hat if it 
be requiſite and neceſlarie in pour ſeruice, 4 will venture my 
life without putting anie excuſe foz to remedie this your 
great ſoꝛroſv and griefe which you dw ſhew tg baue. And vou 
ſhal vaderſfand that J will do it without taking anie leaue 
of my Lozd,the king Delſo, and there is nothing that d#th 
ſo much gretue mer, as that J am not armed, This ſozrow⸗ 
full Ladie ſœing her god foztune would not loſe the occafts 
on, but with a new lamentation and complaint ſhe& knee led 
downe befoze him and kiſſed bis handes foz the great offers 
which be made vnto her, the Pꝛinte did take her vp from the 
ground with great reuerence, then the Ladie with amozous 
woꝛdes layde. Jf that by the occaſion of king Dclfo(gentle 
knight) we ſhall receitre ante diſturbannce: bere J doe deſire 
the by the honour which thou doſt owe vnto all vertue, that 
we make no farther delaie noz detainment , foz hare J doe 
giue you to vaderſtands that there remaineth but a (mall 
time foꝛ the remedying of my ſozrowe and griefs . Tell, let 
it be out sf hand anſ wered this valiant Greke, and at our 
comming a land, the fir ſt knight that we do mert, ether with 
bis god will oz ill will ſhall lend me his armour, and theres 
with taking that faire Ladie by the hand, they put theſelues 
into the Foiſt, commaunding ſtraight waye that they ſhould

Df long time was Jof 
fim welbeloued and made very much on, till ſuch time as 
my fathers Court was in great beauineſſe, fo2 y they could 
hor heard anewes of a bzother of mine, who was pꝛinte 
of that kingdome, whoſe abſence at this time is verye grie- 
nons vnto me. There came from the other ſide of the riuer 
| Fuphrates,a pzince, whoſe dominion was ouer the Pꝛouince 
Palcſtina He was the pꝛoudeſt and arroganteſt Knight that

leapeth amongſt the grerne hcarbes,complaining of his great 
bunger and emptie bellie: in fuch ſoꝛt came this morifter,off 
all armed with \kinnes of wilde beaſtes, which were verye 
ſtrong and hard, and bzonght in þis bande a Pine aple tree, 
full of knots,and when be ſawe the knight, and knew that he 
 carryed with him his pꝛiſoner, be gaue ſo terrible a ſhzike, 
fbat it ſounded thꝛoughout all the mountains , and lyfting 
bp his greate and mightie clubbe hee pzefſed towardes this. 
couragious knight, who when he ſawe him comming, did 
abide him w ſuch courage as bis valiant heart did conſtraine 
him, and hauing bis f wozd in dis hand he commaunded the 
damſells to put themleiues a part on the one fide. This furi⸗ 
dus diuel hauing bis club in the aire faſt with both his bands

which the knight fozced,it cauſed the \ wo2d to paſſe th2aongh 
his thꝛoate, in ſuch ſozt, that Craight 6 be remained dead, 
and vopded a great ſtreame of bloud . Dh that J were hers 
able to declare vnto you the great iope that thole Damoſe ls 
recciued when they ſawe tbat greate diuell dead, and with 
cheerekull countenances they went and received the knight,, 
although the great fcare which remained in that naked dams 
ſell wosld not let her wholy to iniope and retoyce in ber ly⸗ 


bertie, who lapd vnto the Pzince ; Valiant knight and our 


faccour,now doth. it ſfand bs in hand to make the moze baſt

E great noiſe which the valiant Knight 
beard, was no lcfſe then that which Fauonio 
made in the Antartike ſea,nigh vnto þ Tar-

nan coaft , which is all repleniſhed wit 


Se voile ans rathing/; and they ſaws 


bigh and migbtie tries of Pine apples, ſo the 
Pꝛince and all the reſt ſtaied to ſ& what it 


that it was a furious, fierce, and terrible Gyaunt that cams 
from the thickeſt of the wode , her was thirtane cubites of 
peigbk, all full of rough and thicke baire , and be had in bis 
| bande a greafe and heauie club, which ſeemed to be the malt 


of a mightie ſhippe, but whoſoeuer had (&nc the faces of the 


Damſells at that time, woulde haue iudged their atteration 
| to be lyke vnto the Sunne, when he is eclipſed with þ Pare 
af none dayes, but this inuintible Claridiano made no ſigre 


ok anie mutation, but rather did make bimſcife rradie vnis 
the battaile, ſeing that the Gyant did make towards him, the 
great blaring noiſe which the Gyant made was ſo fcrrible, 
that it caufcd great feare in all them that heard it, ſauing ene⸗ 
ty in him who put himſelfe in defence „and tarrping fo2 tte 
comming of the enimit, the great pzive which this Gyent tid 
vſe, dauing bis club in the aire comming towards the knight” 


was much moze then that which Belona bſcd when ſhe ſate

vuer all the fictos : the hozſe whercon the Pꝛince rode ſ@ing * 


fo ſtraunge and feldome ſcene a monſter befoze him, raged in 
ſuch ſo2te, that this touragtous warriour hedtc not ſs much 
fkrength to gouerne him, but that by pure fozte be caſt tin. - 
felfe about in the ayze, lying from the pꝛelente of that vglie 
beafk , but the valyaunt Pzince fearing thc greafe perpll 
which might happen vnto thoſe Damcſcilcs , with create 
f. ligpt⸗ 
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ligheneſſe leapt from his hozſe leaning the ſaddle,and being 
on kate he quickly turned towardes the Gpaunt, and ſawg 
that at one blowe he had bzoke all to pœces one of the Las 
dyes Sqauires, whereat the Pzince take greate griefe.to ſee 
o great an outrage done and without all reaſon, and with an 
irefull voice he ſayd +: Thou farious beaſt without lawe oz 
reaſon,coine to me,fo2-J am he which bath bene the occaſion 
of thy anger, it thou haſt aui e. This infernall monſter went 
towardes Claridiano with his club all aloff, and with great 
furie he vid aNault bim: Db almightie God, ſaue, kcepe, and 
deltuer thy knight from this infernall furie, and doe not pers 
mit that he dye in the hands of lo cruell an enimie, bat firſt 
he knowe that thou art his true and perfect'God . This va⸗ 
liant Greeke ſtove (till when he ſaw that terrible blow com⸗ 
ming, till ſuch time as he beganne to diſcharge it, at which 
time with a ſtraunge lightneſſe he made bim to loſe the ſu⸗ 
rie thereok, and with his l woꝛd in both his handes he ſtroke 
at the Gyaunt a mightie blowe , which chaunced vppon his 
clubbe with ſo great fozce that he cut it a (under in the mid⸗ 
dle, this farious diuell when be (awe that he had erred his 
blowe, with much moze furie and double ſtrength hee lift vp 
his mightie clubve againe and diſcharged it at the Greeke, 
who in the ſame ſozte as befoze he cleered himſelfe from the 
fo:ce thereof, making bim to ſtrike in baine that terrible 
blowe vpon the ground, and with the great ſtrength wheres 
with it was ſtroke, the reſt of the clubbe which remained 
did bzeake in pxces,at which time the Paince was not idle, 
but with greate lightnefſe de entered in to him, and with 
both bis handes he Croke htm a terrible blowe vppon the 
walt, which made his armour to faile, but by reaſon of the 
bage and long haire which be had vpon his bodie, he coulds 
nor hurt his fleſh, which made þ Greeke verie much to mers 
u alle at it, but ſing that the Gyant was diſcharging at him 
another blow it made him to ſtep aſide, and although the club 
was cat and bzoken, vet there remained a greate tronchow 
theredk in his handes, Here you inight ſe begin ſo terrible 


and fartous battaile,that it ſemed that all the un of 
| 1ars, 
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lars, ere there aſſembled together in fight. This valiant 
and couragious Knight had hare great nate of all his ſoa ce 
and lightneffe to make bis deſente againſt his cnimic, terre 
| might you fe the valiantneſſe ef Gyaunts and their infcrral 
fo2ce and furie : likewiſe the incompecrable fo2ce of the Erc⸗ 
kiſh biond of chieualrie, bere might you ſa the greate tall 
that the one made vnts the other in doubling of their blows, 
and pꝛocuring the one to hurt the other, trausiſing grounde 
and moning from place and place,ſeking whereas moſt ad- 
nauntage might be found . In this ſozte they travailed fo2 
the ſpace ot two hourcs , not knowing bei werne them anye 
aduauntage. But who ſhould haue ſene there the great light - 
nefſe-and pꝛoweſſe of this young knight, would haue iudged 
dim to be one of the beft knightes of all the wozlre, foz that 
in Ba the time of the battaile , end all the terrible blowes 
which the giant did ſtrike at him, yet he neuer bꝛake mailc, 
no burt anie part of his armour,and yet he hurt bis contras 
rie in moze then tenne places, although they were not Lerye 
greate, pet did they trouble dim, and it was by reaſon of the 
greate haſf he made in the ſtriking of his blewes,tut when 
the Gyannt ſawe himſclfe to be ſo euill intrested, he beganne 
to puffe, bluſter, and blowe, much lyke vnto a bapted Bull, 
and doubled his blo wes with ſo greate haſt, that the Pzince 
coulde not haue anie time of aduauntage to hurt him, bnt 
had inough to doe foz to cleere and defend himſelfc from his 
furie. And vering in this greate extremitie he hearde theſe 
two Damoſells which te had bzcught with bim crie out, 
making a greate noyſe /aduertifing him to t: ke hade end 
tke vnto himlelſe, and bet ing verie deſirous to hne be the 
occaſion thereof ; he lawe that it was that ferce ard vglye 
woman which he hadde lefte bcfoze in the caue without a- 
nie remembꝛaunce, and fo2 dead, who came with her Lobe 


bent in her hande,t ſhot at him with her ſharpe and vnmer⸗ 
afull arrows, ide which he was conſtrained to bezre i ff with 
his armour,fo2 with his ſhicld he could litte pꝛeſit tini(c!fe, 
und by reaſon ; his armoꝛ was made by - of inchantment,

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it did mol him much, ſoʒ ſo ſane as the arrow did rike on 
it, it recopled backe againe a great wate, at this pʒeſent timo 
did the knight finde himleife in greate perill and daunget, 
foz that he muſt make his vefence againſt that infernall 
monlter,and likewiſe againſt that vinellyſh and furious wo⸗ 
man, who continually aſſaulted him with her arrowes , and 


then he could not p2ofit himſelfe of his fozce and ſtrength, back 


onely of his great lightneſle, ſhunning the furie of his migh- 
thie blowes, ſo by little and little he dzew nigh vnto the place 
wpereas the Gyauntefſe was, who hauing ſpent all her ar- 
rowes, ſhe toke in her hande a mightie clubbe and came ko⸗ 
wards her furious huſ band to helpe bim. This valpaunt 
Greke founde þimſelfe in greate extremitie , and with the 
greate anger which be had, it changed bis eyes into ſanguine 
coulour, and was determined to clere himſelfe of that in- 
fernail woman, and with that purpoſe he tourned fowarves 
her, aud letting her blowe to paſſe by, be ſtepped in to her on 
toe left ſide,and thzuſt ſo terrible a foins at her bꝛeſt, that his 
C wozd entered in vp to the hard hiltes „ and ſhe fell downe 
dead to the ground.

put bimſelfe on fote, and reconered againe bis \wazd , blaſs ... 


pheining againff the ſmal power of his Gods, and was mer-' 


miloufly kindled with wzath and anger, the Gyant likewiſe 
recouered his mightte club and ſtroke at the P2ince a migh⸗ 
tie blow, who ſeing it comming did pꝛocure to clœre him⸗ 
ſelke from the kurie thereok, and letting it paſſe, he ſtepped in 
to the Gyant,and ſtroke at him ſo terrible a blowe on the 
watt, that it little did pꝛofit ante defence that he had, but thet 
his mightie ſ woꝛd muſt neds tut him a ſunder in the mid⸗ 
deſt of his body, and he fell a ſunder, each part from ß other 
dead to the ground. The great paine and loꝛrow which thoſe 
timerous damſells reeeiued was not befoze ſo much as their

thereof, and demanded of them ſoinewhat-to cate, which was 
giuen pnto him ok (ach as they had, and when be had eaten 

and relied himſeife well, they beganne to tranaile their foz⸗ 
mer ioucnep, and foz that they ſhoulde gos bp a greate and 
mightie mountaine, they determined fo aſcend by little and 
littiz-fo2 the eaſtng of their hozle, and when they were halfg 
waie vp the night came vpon them, that they wers conſtrai⸗ 
ned to put themſelues a part out of the bigh waie amongelt 
the tres, and there to relt themſelues all the whole night, fa 
when the mozning was came they followed thepz fozmer 
trauaile vp the hill, it was well none  befoze they could get 


vnto the toppe of the mountaine, whereas they did diſcouer 


on the other ſide metuailous great and mightie plaineg, as. 
doꝛned with trees of all ſoztes and great hearbes, and being. 
wearie of their long iourney vp the hill, they late downe to 
take their reſt, and to eate of that which they had left the day 
befoze,aud then made an end of all, ſo that there remayned 
behinde no mo2e victualls, which greeued them verie much, 
and fo; that the waie was (ome what ſharpe and ragged, they 
made the moze haſt to get to ſome towne and there to take 
their caſe, but their haſtie trauaile was all in vaine, foz that 


there was no towne nigh them by a greate wate, ſo that the 
warre which they luſtained with hunger was moze greater 


then the battaile of the Gyants, as ſhall be tolde you in the

N uch time as the Dunne of Tona began 


to ſpꝛead abzoade his golden haire ouer and 
l mongſt the grane and freſh boughs of the 
7 high and mtghtie Pine apples,Cedzons,and 
 PYSEAA\ other tres , which were in that fragrant 
— ——= monntaine, whereas all kinde of ſmall birds 
few round about, recreating themleluts in the beautit ot the 
daie, and with their well tuned notes, making a (werte and 
heanenly melodie. At that time the mightis and well eiter⸗ 
med knight Claridiano,of the Speare, the vaknowne Pzincs 
ol the Greekiſh Empire was on hozle backe with his amo⸗ 
tous companie, and faking the wale which they thought o 
ve molt vſed, that they followed, the ladyes were meruailouſo 
ly troubled foz lacke of their accuſfomed and daply dictualls, 
and could not hide-no2 diſſemble their great hanger, foz the 
which tbe knight of the Speare was verie much troubled p

molt ſtrongeſt warriour in all the woꝛld, and not ts die with 
hunger. Theſe and ſuch like reaſons vttered this god Gree 
kiſh knight till (ach time as the daie dzew on, and comming 
vnto the place whereas bis companie were, he found them 
that they were verie weake and ferble, but incouraging them 
in the beſt wile he could he cauſed them. to take their oꝛſes, 
and ſo did he and alſo Alibernio the olde Squite, and trauai⸗ 
led on their waie with lo great feblencfſe that they thought 
verily that the Ladies would dis bythe waie. This wo2thie 
Greke was in a great confuſion, yet be did not let to go firſt 
fo one and then to another,comfo2ting them,and made them 
to ride a pace, which they might doe verie well, faz that their 
their hozles were not ſo vnp2ouided as the maſters, by rea- 
ſon of the godly graſſe that was there in thoſe. woda, wher⸗ 
with they filled themſelnes euerie night.

Type 
P2ince when he ſawe him taped his hozſe and lapde: Bolde 
thy hand thou furious Gyant and ſtate, foz that J baue nct 
pꝛocured thee anie euill, but rather JF doe deſire ibee that of 
thine. owne free will thou wonldeſt giue vs whatſocuer thy 
plealure is to beſtow vpon vs: O man of ſmall valour, zun⸗ 
(wcred the Gyant, what doſt thou thinke by craft and ſabs 
tiltie to aduantage thy ſeife of me: TTlel!,fo2 that thou ſhalt 
ſx how little J docefteeme thee, tarrie a while, foz with my 
fiſts-and buffets J will beate out thy bzaines , without the 
delpe of my club, And in ſaying theſs woꝛdes he thꝛewe bis 
heante club from him,. and came fowardes the Þ2zince with 
pis fiſt bent fo2 to ſtrike him, in the like ſozte did this noble 

warriour, and fo2 to ſtrike bim at his caſe he was conſtrai⸗ 
ned to raiſe vp himſelfe in his ſlirops, otherwile he could not 
reach his head, but pet he lent him ſo terrible a blowe bpon 
the loꝛehad, that he dꝛoue the bone to the b2zaince, and bæing 
tbetewith amazed he fell downe to the ground, and with the

bath taken from me the great care and ſozrow which J had, 
as you may ſe, and in this (ozte as they were they went to- 
wards they2 hoſfes houſe the Gyant, and they ſawe that it 
was a great barne cut out of the bard None and w2zonght of 
the rocke. And entring therein they ſaw that he had put to 
roſt a whole Dere, which was a very great one, and ſceing 
that wbich ſhould giae them comfozt, euerp one of them fell 
to wozke, hoping fo; their trauaile ts eate part of that deere. 
The olde Squire tourney the ſpit, and the Ladyes made the 
fire, and the Pꝛinte pulled ont coales, ſo that there was none 
idle, in hope of the benefit to come: and with the great hun⸗ 
ger they had, and deſire to eate, that when the diere was ſcant 
bot on the ſpit, thep thought it ouer roſted and balfe burned, 
hkewiſe they pꝛocured to ſe if they could finde any bꝛeade. 


Claridiano deſcended into a rame, be had vnder the cane, 


whereas he found two great loues, ſo great in compaſſe as 
the cyꝛbe dt a well, and two great flagons full of bere, with 
great ioy and pleaſure the Pzince came foꝛth out of the cauc, 


and fo2 to glue contentment bnto the Ladyes,he bzought it 


fo:th;+ hewed them what he had found. And when the La- 


dies law fo god pzouifion,they made haſt of the dere, and 
| haning nothing wherewith to cut their victualls,tbe Pzinco 


ved his lwoꝛd at that time in ſterd of a knife. So þ Pzince 


and the Ladies began to cut and fo eate at their will: but 
Libernio by reaſon that he was occupied in tourning and ro⸗ 
King, he could not pꝛoſit himſelle with his hands foz to eate, 
and when he law, that the deere was almoſt halfe eaten, bee 
ſayd, Df truth if J make long tarrping, 3 ſhalbe made Loꝛd 
zuer the bones, and not of any'fieſh,if you goe fozwards in 
zating as vou do begin.

x Then Claridiano ſapd, God olde man, it ſhall be better that 
thon doeſt put thy iawes to wozke and let thy tongue bee in 
quiet: J will belæue your higbneſſe ſapde the olds man,foz 
that you doe giue me god connſell , and therewith hee toks 
the reſt of the Deere from the fire, and beganns to cukfand to 
eate with great haſt, luch haſt they made that in a (mal time 
they had beſtomed all the Deere and the bzead , and a greate 
part of the Bere, whith gane occaſion vnto Antemiſca to ſay 
as followeth .

Who 
ts p, wdich calletb and knocketh at p gate with ſo great ri⸗ 
gos, at this time of the night? To whom Claridiano auns 
\wered, A Knight, and two faire damoſells, whom foztung 
hath v2zought betber,and would if it were ſo your plealure, 
enter in, and take ſome reit, foz that we do come very wes 
ry and troubled with this our long c ſolitary tonrney. Tar- 
ry alittle,aunſwered the tnan,foz that J will gine the L028 
ot this Caſtle to vnderſtand thereof, and therewith he with⸗ 
b2cw himſelfe from the window, and went in: but pe tar⸗ 
ried not long, when that the ſame man opened another wine 


ſtraight way there loked out an olde Knight, whoſeheave 
was all grape, which ſayd, Who be vou that do ſape, that 
pon haue paſſed the Pountaynes Nabateos, with dit anye 
perili to pour perſons. To whom Claridiano ſapde, Me are 
ſtraungers, whoſe foztune bath bzought vs hether, and we do 
deſire td ta dde vs fo much pleaſure as to reccine vs into 
your caſtell this night, tbat we may take ſome reſt: Friends, 
aunſ wered the knight of the Caſtell, we are herre ſo feared 
with a grat diuell, whofe habitation is in the height of the 
mountaine, tbat not onelp in the night, we dare not open 
our gates, but alſo me kepe them ſhut all day. Ado is this 
p ſo much trouble and vere yon,ſayy Libernio, The Knight 
ſapd. A migbtie great Giant, and of a maruelous height, e 
fo2med like vnto a diuell. J do ſweare vnto thee by Iupiter 
ſapd Libernio, that from this date fozwards thou ne det not 
to feare him, fo that this date verie much againſt his will 
we were his gucſts, e did cate of that which he ozdeined foz 
binſeif, paying firſt fo2 sur vicuals with two buffets, wheres 
with be lo his life. When the Love of the Caſtell heard 
this he commaunded the gates to be opened, although with

fie himſelfe in beholding the great grauitie and (euere coun- 
tenaunce of the Pzince,and his faire and well p2ops2tioned 
body.

The Pzince ſayd vnto the Ladie which he releaſed out of pꝛi⸗ 
ſon : It chall be gov faire Ladie now that you are at liberty 
and out of all daunger,that pou doe tell vs the occaſion of 
pour impziſonment,and how it bath bene, if ſo be that the de* 
claring doth not trouble you. Che Damlell aunſ wered : Df 
truth my Lo2d,this will J dee with a verie god will, and ik 
it wers but onely foz to giue you contentment,and it is great 
reaſon and iuſtite, foʒ that pou dis put pour perſon in greate 
daunger fo2 my deliueraunce: Pon ſhall vnderſtend, gentle 
knight, that along the huge and mightie riuer of Euphrates, 
towards the Ozientall partes, thert is a migbtie Citie called 
Icroſolima, the wbich is not far from the head of the ſafd ri⸗ 
ner, on the other ſive of the riuer towards the Dunne ſetting 
is there another Citie called Sabioſa,of theſe and of other ci- 
ties and townes thers abouf, my Father is king and Lo2de 
euer. The Gods who were ſo pleaſed foz to inrich me, not 
onely of gods, but alſo of beautie faireneſſe, moze then anie 
other in all the kingdome, oz in à great part there abauts, the

of. Then the vatiant lonne of the great Alphcbo niwered. 
Neither my folly,no2 pet the truſt which thou ſaiſt J haue, 
hath moned me, but onely this thy crueltie g cuill cuſtomes

which thou doſt vie, foz that the immoztall Gods are verye | 


apgry,that they haue indued pou with ſo mightie members 
and ſtrength, and vou thus implope them, exe rciſing nothing 
but vilenclls and crueltie, and therefoze they do lend me, as 
their meſſenger, to make manifcft vnto vou their great ans 
ger and wꝛath, pꝛomiſing great puniſhment, if pou do not 
leaue to follow theſe peruerſe cuſtomes Which you do vſe, & 
if it be ſo that pou are determined not to leaue this euill cus 
Nome and amend pour lite, bre in their names J do defie 
pou in moztall battaile. The Giant with the great pꝛide he 
had, and with the anger that he rcceiued, when he heard the 
ſpeech of the Pꝛinte, the woꝛ ds doubled (ſo in his mouth, that 
he could not make any aunſwere, but thzewe ont from his 
mouth and noſe great abundaunce of ſmoake, which almoſt 
toke away their ſights like a myſt, and ſpurring fozwardes 
his great beaſt, who was very light, that with a trice he was 
with the Prince, and befoꝛe he could make #ny reſiſtaunce, 
he ſtroke him ſo terrible a blow with both hie handes with 
his heauie clubbe vpon his fine and hard fteled helme that it 
made him to ſtagger, and to fall vown vpon his hozſe neck, 
and his ſpeare fell out of his hande, and his armes hanged 
downe, as though he had bene dc:.d and ont of his naſe and 
mouth pꝛoceded great quantitie of bloud. 

Dis hozle who was verye ( wifte and frong , gaue a 
ſpꝛing in the aire,and tourned about, carrping his maſter a 
long time about the fielde, ſpꝛinkeling with bloud all the

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The Giant did not remaine content Mk that he had giuen 
bim this blow, but did follow him foz to double it, with the 
which he thought to make an ende of that wozke ; but this 
thoaght laſted not long, foz that this Greke night was 
GC | come againe to himſelle, and as he was (etlyng himſelke in 
f | biz ladole, he percetued very well the great daunger, wheres 
| 


in he was lodged that he thought verely that he bad bene 
lane with that terrible blowe, which be receiued: there 
" was neuer Serpent went out of the Lidian ſea, to ſake their 
1 p:ay, with moze vꝛe and fury, then this Greeke warriour did 
4 at this time againſt his enimies to ſe himſelfe ſo ill intrea- 
ted, and that with one onely blow, and there with dzew ont 
bis {19225,4110 went towards the Gpaunt ſaping. Tarie, t a⸗ 
rie thou farious veaſt, foz here J ſwears vnto the by the 
immsztal Sods, that very quickly J meane to giuo the thy 
palment, which the terrible blow doth deſerue. The Pzincs 
at that time was lo fall of wzath,that be might well bang

1 bene counted hardie, that durſt at that time come to him fate 
1 to face, And when he came whereas the Giant was, be fkret- 
ib} ched himlelke vpon his ſtirrops, and ſtroke ſo terrible a blow 
j v-on the giants ſhoulder, which was with ſo great flrength, 


that all that quarter be cut cleane awaye, and thzewe bim 
dead to the ground: which cauſed great contentment vnto 
all thole, that were in the youle beholding them, Che other 
Siant when he law his companion dead, with great wꝛathe 
he commaunded the fiftenc nightes, that altogether they 
{houlz aſſault that moztail enimpe, who were not flacke in 
accompliſhing his commanndement. Dh vnhappy people, if 
you bad conſidered, how that this young Knight bad loft the 
revnes of his pacience,you would not haue bene ſo hardy fo 
allault him, fo2 that ſtrong mountaines were not lufficient 
to make reſiſtance againſt him, neither would pe haue ben ſo 
bold, to giue him any occaſion of offente. This wozthy war 
riour when he ſaw this his ſhamekull aſſault, without loſing 
any part of his courage, he went and encountred them, laying 
absut him, ltriking on the right band, and on the left hand, 
Witg (3 _ dur vas a Lon, when he is compalled oo 
| 
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with expert hunters, euen lo he bled himſell. Theſe knights 
were all ont and choſen knights, and of the lincall deſcent 


of Gyants,and did not let to ſtrike him manye and furious 
blowes , which made him many times almoſt to læſe his 


wittes, which was canſed by his great ire and wꝛathe, foz 


it was ſuch,that be felt in himſelle no increaſing of fozte:pet 
fo2 all that, de did ſo'imploye bis blowes, that ten of them, 
ſome with their heads clouen in peces,and other ſome with 
their armes cut. oft, he ouerthꝛew dead to the ground, The 
ether Giant was meruailonfly amazed to ſe ſo incredible a 
thing, but putting and blowing like to a Bull, be ſet hand to 
bis mightie and great cutting \wozd , and with great furye 
phe like wiſe aſaulted the valiant Knight'on the one ſide, and 
ſtroke at him ſuch a blow, that he made him to ſtope in⸗ 
cline his body to his ho2ſe necke, but quickly be raiſed him⸗ 
ſelle vp againe, and with great lightnefſe be clared himſelle 
from the ſecond'blow, which he ſawe veſcending vpon him, 
and therewith he ffroke two blowes at two of thoſe five 
Knights which remained, ſv that he bzought'them both dead 
to the ground. The Gyant when be ſaw fs much Crength 
in one night, being very much kindeled in wzatb,be come 
maunded the thze Knights which remained, to withdzawe 
themſcfaes a parte,ſo that the Giaunt and the Knight made 


their aſſault together with ſuch terrible blowes, that it was 
wonderfull fo ſe, The Knight with both bis bhands-ſtroake: 


at the Giant, lo that both their blowes- deſcended together, 
with lo great ſtrength and noyſe, that it made a meruailous 
ſound thꝛoughout all the mountaints. The Giaunt was he

which receceined the moſt harme, by reaſon that his armoz 


made but ſmall refiſtance againſt the terrible blowes of the 
Knight,which was the occafion that he was hurt and woſi- 
ded in many places, The Giant ſering his great reſiſtaunce 

roared like a baighted Bul,p2ocaring with all the power he 
had ta hurt the Painte. Jn this fozt they indured moze then 
an houre without taking any reft,at which time the Giant 
did file in himſelſe ſome wearineſſe, and would with one 
blow make an ende of this battaile, oz put his lifs in ico- 
| | f pardie, 


The ſecend part of the 


pardie,and therewith be firoke with all his fozce ſo ferriblg | 


a blow at the pꝛinte, that he made him to fall vpon his bozſe 
crupper,but ſtraight waye be was ſetled againe in his (ads 
dle, and ſtriking bis hoꝛſe with the ſpurs, be came vnto the 
Gyant,at ſuch time as he had his word aloft, to diſcharge 
it vpon the Pꝛince, but he th2uſt at him a fopne at the ſighf 
of his healme, which was very large, in ſuch ſozt, ß he ftroks 
bim bet wirt both his eves, and tbe ſwozd paſſed thzongh to 
his necke, lo that the Gyant fell downe dead ta the ground, 
which was no ſmall io pe vnto all the Pziſoners that wers 
in the Chariot. The otber th2& Knights when they law all 
things to goe ſo til on their parts, they let loſe their bozſg 
bzidles,and with great ball they pꝛocured to hide themſelues 
in the thickeſt of the fozrcſt . The Pzince made no reckss 
ning of them, but let them goe,and went ſtraight waye vn⸗ 
to the Chariot, and lighted from his bozſe, and went vp in⸗ 
to it foz ts vnloſe thoſe pꝛiſoners which were bounde , and 
ſayd vnto thoſe Ladyes, Receiue this ſeruite of me, not foz 
any courteſie that I found in your Knights, but fo2 the greaf 
bountie and vertue, which is in the Dutches and her daugh⸗ 
ter. The Earle of the d&pe lake aunſwered and ſayde . Of 
truth, gentle Knight, it had bene better that you had actep⸗ 
ted our demaund, which we al ked in the ſeruice of the Las 
dies: fo2 that being ſubdued by pour great valour, we bay 
not come into io great miſerie and trouble in the which we 
baue ſene our ſelues. Sir Earle aunſwered the pzince Cla- 
ridiano,iny heart is ſo cleane voyd of the ſabicction of loue, 
(putting apart my bounden dutie towards the) that by the 
oath that J haue ſwone to the oꝛder of nighthod, that it 
is not to be meruailed if J did denise your demaund, putting 
fo2 interceſſour that, which my heart was neuer ſubiect vn⸗ 
to. Then the Dutcheſſe with a godly grace ſayd: Yet J do 
certefie you gentle Knight, that at this time von ſhall not 


remaine ſo much at your owne libertie, but that by me yon 


ſhal be conſtrained to be my guide to the Citie of Nabatea, 
With condition ſayd the Pzince,tbat the day of the iuſting, 
you do not manifeſt my perſon, vnto any creature. A do acs. 

cept 
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cept fo be your keper and defender. The condition aunſwe⸗ 
red the Datchefſe daughter, is graunted and accepted, but 
vet J mulk needes charge you with another requeſt , which 
A will al ke of you,and it is, that in my name, and as my 
Lnight,you will carrye with you a Jewell of mine, and 
enter into the iuſting at Nabatea, with the Earle in pour 
company. A cannot deny anything 5 you do al ke of me, ſaid 
Claridiano,foz that yon baue power to commaund me, and 

" therefo2e J dw accept, and graunt vnto all things that your 
bighneſſe ſhall demaund. And being in this communication, 
tbe Pꝛinteſſes thet remained at their Boſtes,came whereas 
they were, and in their companye the Knight of the houle , 
who was almoſt in an extaſte with the great ioye and plea- 

| reg he had, to ſee the two Giants and his company dead, and 


requeſted them inſtantly, that they would got vnto his Ca- 
Cle to take their reſt: to the which they did graunt, foz the 
neceſſitie which did mane them. Galtenar did declare bnto 
vs what ſhald be done vnto theſe Giants, and ſaid that they 
were Lo2ds of the faire Jlands,enemies onto the King of | 
the Nabateos, and as they had vnderſtanding of the greats = 
triumphs and feaſts which was pꝛoclaimed in Nabatca,thz& | 
of thoſe Giaunts, which were all bzetheren, went fozth te 
dw all the harme they might, in company with their mother 
who was a great inchannter, The one of the Giants who 
was moze furious and of a mightier ſtrength then the other 
two, wold goe alone, and theſe two came together of whom 
we haue tolde pon. The Knights of the Datcheſſe wer mers 

uailouſip ill intreated in the battaile which they had with 
Claridiano, and it was requiſite that they ſhonld remaine a 

few daies in the caſtle, foꝛ to caſe t comfo2t themſelues:but 

the Pꝛince bis hart could not in any wiſe ſuffer to tarry ſo 
long to 15 bimſelfe, but toke his leave of þ Dutcheſſe foz | 


fo vepart, who did graunt it vnto him with a very god wil, 
fo2 that ſhe would remaine in 5 Caſl le, till ſuch time as ber 
knights wer better cofozted & amended, So d Pzince e bis 
company toke p way which they thanght beſt, wheras they 


trauailed eight dates, in which time be vid wöders in arms, 
GD puniſhs 
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puniſhing rapes and extremities offered, in ſuch. ſozt, and ſo 
many,that his fame was cralted vnto the cloudes, ſome cal- 
led him the Knight of the Ladies, and other ſome the Knight 
with the Purple armour. And when they vnderſtode that 
the time of the Wriumphes dꝛebw neere, they toke the ways 
which led them ſtraight vato the Citie of Nabatea: and foz 


ts goe thether, they muſt needes paſſe thozongh a wade of 


eight miles long, in the which they trauailed til it was nons 
time, and therein they diſconered a very fairs caſtle, and ſe⸗ 
ling themſelaes ſomewhat weary,they went thether foz to 
refreſh themſelues, the which chanced vnto them IR, 
as in the chapter following you ſhall vnder ſtand. 7

be is y is of ſo great power:e nigh vnto the ſayd piller was 
there another af the ſame making, at the which there hung a 
Bugle hozne,and thereby was w2ittcn theſe wozds, which 
laid: He which is of fo great hardines, & hath confidence in 
his power and ſtrength, and will enter into the height of this 
caſtell, let him blow this horne, and the entrie therein ſhal be 
in ſafetie, but the comming forth ſhall be doubtfull. Af J wer 
- once within ſaid the knight, J wold pzocure p my comming 
fozth ſhould be without trouble, and therewith be toke the 
bozne in his hand, and befoze that he beganne to ſound it he 
ſayd vnto the damſells: Faire Ladies J am determined to 
p2ocure the entrie of this foztrefſe,to ſee what there is with- 
in, and like wile him that doth pꝛotlaime ſogreat feare, in þ 
meane time A defire you to farrie foz me amongeſt thele 
greene tre&s,fo2 that the caſtell is ſmall and will quickly bee 
loked ouer, ſo that in ſhozt time we ſhall know who 4 what 
there is within, and making an end of teſiring them to tar⸗ 
rie, he blew the hoꝛne, and made it to (ound verie ſtrongly, in 
uch ſoꝛt, that it might be heard verie far. There was no leng 


tarrying after when p out of a window from p bigbeſt part 


of the caſtell, there was let downe a bal ket which was made 
verie faſt aboue with a ſtrong rope. The Pꝛiuce did wel vn⸗

not deſtended many ſteppes, when as thers was ſo greate 


Hh, darks ⸗ 
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darkneſſe,that ſcarce he could diſcerne any light: and lo grs- 
ping by the walls, he did ka pe bis going downe that nar⸗ 
row and turning ſtaires, which were very long, and of ſuch 
length, that be thought he deſcended into the middeſt of the 
earth. He ſpent a great time in deſcending thoſe ſtaires:but 
in the ende he came info a very faire and large Courte, all 
copaſſed about with p2on grates, verp faire c wel w2oughtf, 
and at the one of them there was a Paſtora leaning on her 
beaſt, who ſeemed to be of a meruailous and faire beantie ; 
who leaned her faire face vpon her white hand, being vcrye 
penſine, and diſtilled from her Chailkalline eyes great aboũ⸗ 
daunce of teares. Whan this greke knight law this beauti⸗ 
full creature, he remapned in great admiration , conſidering 
with bim-(elfe , if that by aduenture ſhe ſhould be the ſams 
Paſtora, which the pꝛinces of: Ieroſolima had told him of, 
Then this Paſtora did open hir faire and chriffalyne eyes, 
loking earneſtly vpon the knight, and gining a greavus and 
(o;owfull ſigb, ſhe withdzew hir ſelfe from the grate, which 
cauſed the greke knight to haue great deſire to know who 
it ſhould be, ſuſpecting that by fozce of ſome inchantment, 
ſhe ſhould be put therein, where-with there kindled in his 
heart a new per of loue: And caſting vp his eres agapne 
to ſee if he might ſe her, be could not, but (aw in the very 
ſame place, a woman, of a very great ſtature, who was all 
armed, with a lwoꝛd gyꝛt at hir waſt, & bad hanging at her 
neck a bowe, and a gylt Quiuer, this lady was of ſo greate 
beautie, that ſhe ſcemed almoſt to crcell the Paſtora, ſo that 
the Pꝛince, with p ſight which he had befoze him,fo2got that 
which was paſt, and fired his eres en hir. But in the ſame 
ſoꝛt vpon a ſodapne, ſhe went away as the firſt dyd, leuing 
the knight with no leſſe trouble in his thought , then befo2e 
be was. This knight had not much tyme to bewaple the 
abſence of that Ladie, foz that without ſœing any body, he 


was ſtroken ſuch a blow with ſo great fury vpon his back, 


that he was conſtrained fo ſtop with one kne to the groũd. 
Yet with a tryſe he aroſe vp agayne : and loking about him 


to ſ who it was that ſtroke him, be perteiued that it was 
a 
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a knight, which with great haſt ran in at a dozc which Wes 
at one of thecozners of the court. And With the great an⸗ 
ger which the Pzince reſeiued, fo fe bim ſelfe in ſr:c< loꝛt 
ſo ill intreated, he followed him with his accnftomed light - 
neſſe, following after that. Knight in at the toze . Ve was 


nat two ſteppes in at the doze , when that be fell downe in⸗ 


to ad@pe caue, which was couered oner in ſuch ſubtyl ſozt, 
that whoſocuer dpd treade on it, he ſtraight- way fell down 
into the caue, except he were aduertiſed thereof , And with- 
in the caue it was very darke, and no light appeared. The 
Knight (@ing himſelke ſo betrayed in that trappe , he feared 
to reteiue ſome harme in the fall, But yet verye lightlie he 
put him ſelfe on fote, with his Swoꝛd dꝛawen in bis hand, 
foꝛ to make his defence, againſte whatſocuer ſhould happen, 
But by reaſon. of the great darkneſſe, be could not ſc any 


thing. neither diſcouer wherein de was fallen, but defermi- 


ned to ſettle himſelfe againſte ſomewhat if he might fynde 
where,groping to ſ& if he might fynde any other doze ok en⸗ 
trie into that darke Denne. 

And as the knight went groping and teling/ be found that 
be trode on no other thing but dead mennes bones, which 
cauſcy him to ſtand ſtill. And not long after there was open 
a lover hole, at the which entred much clesreneſſe, and gaus 
great light into the place whereas be was: whereat appea⸗ 
red a very olde woman, who was ſo leane g ſo ful of wzink⸗ 
els, that it ſemed ſhe had nothing but {kin and bones on hir, 
who ſapd vnto the P2incezin an euill boure thou camelt hes 
ther, x ſo ſhall tgp lodging be, and thine enlerteinment, foz 
that thou art now in place, that thcu maiſt lake fo2 no other 
thing, but to be meate vnto a furious beaſt. And thy ſurmeũ⸗ 
ted ſtre aut ſbal not be able to make anp defence. The pzince 
ho was bery w2ath, anſwered, Oh lalſe curſed Witch,

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All that thou doeft and wilt doe ſapd the ode woman, J wil 
ſuffer at thy handes, onely foz the reuengement J will take 
of ther, and that verie quickly, and therewith ſhe went from 
that windowe and ſhut it faſt againe . o not long after at 
bis backe he heard a noiſe, as though they were opening of 
a doꝛe little and little, whereas there appeared a little lighf, 
the Pzince pzocuring to go thether,ſaw that the bones wher - 
on he trode were of two humane bodies, which appeared not 
to be verie long ſince their fleſh was tozne of with bard and 
cruel teth,but this conſideration could not indure long with 
him, foꝛ that be heard a great rumoz,+ loking what it ſhould 
be, he ſawe that there was comming fozth of another den a 
mightie Serpent with wings, as great in bodie as an Cle⸗ 
phnt, which had onely two fizte which appeared out of that 
monſtrous bodie but a ſpan in length, and each fot had thze 
cla'ves of thze& ſpans in length, ſhe came with her mouth 
open of lo monſtrous and huge bigneſſe, and lo defozmed, that 
a whole armed knight might enter in therat, and ſhe had on 
ber ſawes two tul kes, which ſemed to be of two palmes, as 
Hacpe as any nedles, and all her bodie was couered with 
hard ſhelis of diuerſe colours, and with great furie ſhe cams 
fozth with her wings all abzoad, the P2ince could not but

nother blow, but he conls not, foz p che ſtretehed her lelfe 
f ſo great height befoze him. But foztune was ſo fauoura- 
ble vnto him, that he might ſtrike. her on the betly, whereas 

e had no defence with ſhells noz any other thing but fea⸗ 
hers, whereas he gane her a great wound: but if p blowe 
bad bene overthwart as it was right downe,he had ſurelpe 


as moztall, whereout iſſued much bloud. This great Ser⸗ 
nt when ſhe felt her ſelke wounded, ſtroake at the night 
ith her tayle ſo terrible a blow, that if be had not lerne if 
omming, it had bene ſufficient to haue parted him in pæ⸗ 
es, and by reaſon of the narrownes of that place, they could 
not a part themſelues the one from the other, but ſhe leaped 
in the aire With lo great ligbtneſſe, that it ſeemed to be ten 
es from the ground, which was the occaſton that her fu⸗ 
ous blow did not hurt him. She was ſcant deſcended to 
he ground, when that with botb his hands be ſtroke ber ſo 
errible a blow vpon thoſe hard ſhels, that it made her to fal 
ith her bꝛeaſt to the ground: but ſtraight way ſhe rayſed 


gaine with ber vnmercikull taile, The Knight fo2 to clere 
umſelfe thereof, fell downe flat on the ground, fo2 that her 
ad no time to make any other defence.

wound, x bauing oppoztunitie he toke his \woz2d wherwith 


he thꝛuſt her into the heart with ſo great frength p beclous 
it in two peæces, and ſo this infernall monſter fell downs 
dead to the ground, and carried the Pzince with her,foz that 
they wer ſfill faſt together, and by reaſon that ſhe lacked her 
ſtrength to make ber defence he quickly clered himſelfe out 
of ber clawes,and recouered his \ wo2d,and when he ſaws 
certainly that he was clere from Þ cruell monſter, he kntk⸗ 
led dswne and gaue great thankes bnfo his Gods, the poy- 
ſon was great which this monſter th2ew out fo2 to infect the 
knigbt, but by reaſon of the greate vertue which was in the 
armour that Galtenor gaue him, there was nothing 5 could 
hurt him, although he remained verie wearie e vnquief,and

foz to ſet at libertie þ P2zinceſle of the valley, t bearing hum; 
ſelfe ſo vilely ſpoken of be could not indure to ſtand thers 1 
long, fo his cholar did ſo onercome him, ; he could not lon- 
ger refraine, but ſet his hulder vnto the deze with ſo terti⸗ 


ble ſtrength, p he thzew it downe to the ground, at which tal 
it made a terrible noiſe, which cauſed al them tþat were ther

Caſtell began to ſhake, and with the noiſe of a terrible thun- 
der clap it vaniſhed awaie, in ſuch ſozt that all thoſe p were 
there pꝛelent remained in the plaine field without ante figne 
oꝛ token of caſtel to be there 02 ante other kind of buildings, 
fo2 that you ſhall vnderſtand, that this Caſtle was made by 
Art of inchauntment by that olde Witch, Sarely it cauſed 
great admiration to all them that remained a line ; bat 
much moze. was the griefe of the Ladies which tarried foz 
p camming of p Pzince, when they ſaw 5 he tarried ſo long, 
t alſo afterward when they heard that great noyſe of thun⸗ 
der, at the bꝛeaking vp of that inchaunted Caſfle . Jt was 
no leſſe to be wondzed at, to ſe the huge and mightie Ser- 
pent, e the great giant with his mother, and the flac knights 
that were ſtaine, vnderſtanding that the Pzince had made 
all that deffruction. So the fine Knights which yelded th#- 
ſelues, gaue the Pꝛince to vnderſtand who the Giants wer, 
and bow the olde Gianteſſe had oꝛzdained that Caſtle foz to 
take reuengement on him,foz the death of her two ſonnes. 
The Greeks Pzince gaue thankes vnto his Gods, foz that 
they had deliuered him out of that terrible ſnare, and gaue 
the Knightes free libertie to departe, and goe whether they 
would. 
Chen the Pzince and bis company retourned onwards 
to their tourney, making greate haſt in their trauaplyng , 
that they might get out of that great Moe, betoze that the 
night ſhoulde come vpon them, whereby they might get to 
ſome towne nigh at hand. And at ſuch time as the gliſte⸗ 
ring Apollo began to hide bis face, and to coner himlelfe ,

mo2e ropal was their enfertainment,and farre greater was

e fame of the valiant knight Claridiano, 
with bis accuſtomed gentillitie was noiſed 
I tbꝛonugbout all thoſe Pꝛouinces of Nabatca, 
F publiſhing bis heroicall actes and feates of 
armes, naming him to be the knight of the 
— doameeils, and when he dꝛew nigh vnto Na- 
batea, there did not lacke them which gaue the king to vn⸗ 
derſtand of all that paſſed. Ulhen the king beard of ſo migh⸗ 
and valiant dedes , and in ſpeciall of that which was 
zone in the inchaunted caſtell, and of the furiouſneſſe of the 
ſerpent, he commanded fkraight p men ſhuld be fent thether, 
02 to bꝛing them vnto his pꝛeſence which ſtraight way was 
iccompliſhed,and when the King ſaw,ſo great wozthincſle, 
e commaunded that fozthwith foz a perpetuall memozy of 
knight, they ſhuld be banged at p pallaice gate, deſirous to 
know p knight, to haue him in his court foz to do him ho⸗ 
no2: but they which had moze deſire to ſe him, wer þ Dut⸗ 
cheſſe of the valley and her Daughter. Who were at that 
time come fo the Court, and declared the greate pzoweſſe 
of the Pzince, and thought long fo2 the daye of the Tri⸗ 
umphes, fo2 as then he pzomiſed without faile to be af 
labatea, ſo the daie of the feaſtes were come, at the fame 
wberof, reſoztcd thether a great number of great valour and 
irength . Amonglt whom was the p2ince of Phocnicia with 
a godly An of noble perſons, and the Pzince of Ca- 
ogenia with many and very well pꝛopꝛtioned Knigbtes , 
.» Etkewile came thether the King of Arabia, with greate 
. bes | maieſtie.

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maieſtie, and with no leſſe maieſtie came the king of Silicia, 
and a bꝛother of his, who were both Gyants , So likewiſe 

came thether the king of Cappadocia, all theſe be P2zouin- 
ces that doth bo2der the one with the other, & the moſt part 
of theſe 12inces are vaſſalts vnto the Pzince of Palcſtino, 
ail theſe Pzinces came thether fo2 to honour that god king 
ol Nabatea,fo2 that he was very well effzxmed of them all: 
and as they ci came to honour the Ring, ſo ikewiſe they came 
to pꝛoue themlelues, and to get fame. and name, e the p2aiſe 
that belongeth therevnto, Jt was (appoſed of all the compa⸗ 
nie the king of Silicia would haue the pzowelle and pꝛaiſe of 
all the reſt,fo2 that he was a gyant of verie-bigge members, 


although his bzother was taken to be moze furious, who 


determined not to tuft, fo2 that his bꝛother ſhuld get the bo⸗ 
nour _t$3p2aiſe,vat it fell out otherwile,as hereafter you ſhal 
vnderſtand. So when the date was come all the Ladies and 
Daimfelis put themſelues in places foꝛ to beholde þ feaſts, 
and euerie one p2ocured to let out her ſelfe with the greateſt 
bꝛauerie » might be, and the great court fall of people which 
came thether foz to ſee the feaſts and triumphs. What ſhall 
Aſate here of the danghter of the Dutcheſſe of the valley, 
who was of ſo great beautte » ſhe was noted amongſt them 
all. So the knights began to enter into the place of iuſt, and 
he which was the firſt that entered was the Pꝛince of Ca- 
mogenia, who was mounted vpon a verie faire and well ao 
doꝛned courſer, he was armed with blacke armour all to b 
ſpotted full of artines, bꝛought with him fiftte knightes 
all apparelled with the ſame liuerep, and with greato mates 
ffie he went round about the place, making obedtence vnto 
all the Ladyes and Damſells: after him entered a Pagan 
knight, who was L92d of Siria, and armed with armour of a 
Lyons coulour, accompanied with an hund2eth knights, all 
apparelled in veluet of the ſame coulour, and paſſed round as 

bout the place,ſhewing great curteſie as the other did, which 
being done, he ſawe that the P2ince of Camogenia was tas 
rying fo receiue him at the tuſt,and fraight way they began 
to lound the inſtruments, giuing to vnderſtand, that they

put himſelfe vato the Jaſt. Little did pzofite him bis great 
pꝛide and arrogancie, e outward ſhow to be a ſtreng knight 
inft him of Siria,fo2 that at the firff encounter he ouer⸗ 
thze w him fo the ground: in like ſo2t did he bie other fif- 
ne Knights of diners Pꝛouinces. Do lraight way entred 


cellent knots of gold, and be bꝛongbt in bis companye an 
ndꝛed nights, all apparailed in white ſatten, and riding 
ont the place, he ſhewed bis obedicnce vnto the King and 
the Ladies. Then he put bimſclfe at his landing, foz at 
that time ther was not a knight te iuſt withall. So ſfraight 
way they ſounded the trumpets, at which nople the Knights 
moued themlelyes to the Juſt with their hozſes, and made 
their encounter ſo ſtrong, c with ſo great furp, p the ſtrong 
Pagan was caſt to the grounde, and the like he did to other 

fire ventrous Knights, which entred into the place. Straight 
way entred the bzaue King of Silicia, who was armed with 
gliftering armour of very fine ſteele, and was mounted vp- 
a very mightie and rich courſer,and bzought in bis c<- 
pany two hundzed Knights all apparailed with rich cloth of 
golds , accompanted with greate muſicke of minſtrelles 
which was a pleaſaunt noyſe to be hcard,and after that bee 
bad made the accuſtomed compaſſe and curtefie in the place, 
be put bimſelfe at the Juſt. do when ſigns were made, they 
ſpurred their⸗hoꝛſes, and made their incounter ſo ſtrong, that 


it was great griefe vnto him, to put bimſelfe vpzight again,

raged, ⁊ ſo furyons. that in a ſmall tyme he left not a knight

| grea* pꝛyde, there was hard a great noyſe and ruſſhing, in 
maner of a tumult in the place. And loking what it ſhould 
be, they ſaw that it was the knight of the Damſells which 
centred, who was armed with his riche and ſtrong Armour, 
all of Purple, full of golden Starres.And befo2e him cams 
the two Dannſells , which alwayes were in his company, 
The P:inces of Ieroſolima, caryed his ſhielo, the Pzinces 
of Meſopotamia. bis Speare . Showing by his perſon the 
highneſſe of his diſcent. Who paſſed by tbe royal ſeat wher-, 
as the god King was, in whoſe company was his ſonne the 
pꝛinte, armed with very rich armour, alſo the lozd of mount 
Libano, a very auncient knight and of great authozitie. So, 
on the other ſide was the pꝛinces, the daughter of the King of. 
Nabatea, who was the bzyde, a very fayze and comely gen⸗ 
tle woman, and with her the Dutches of tbe valley and her 
Daughter. And behinde them, was the Earle of the dope, 
Lake, who was ſtill very weake of the paſſed battaile, and 
was richly apparelied with blew cloth of Gold. And as this 
knigbt palſcd by, the khight aroſe vp and ſhowed him cour⸗ 
foie, The Dutches of the Uallep could not refraine hir ſelfe 
but that with a bigh veyte ſhe'ſayd vnto the Ring. Pightie 
king, this is the knight in whom the gods bath put all their 
power t ſtrength , that his valour may be moze then theirs, 
This warlike knight, although be beard very well what the 
Dutthes had ſayde,paſſed en, and deſcembled as though, be 
bad hard nothing.

But when he law the great villany 
which the Giaunt vſed with him, his anger increaſed verre 
mach, t taking his ſpeare in the lame lot, he went towards 
the Giant and ſayd, Zhou furious and pꝛoude beaſt, what 
didſt thou thinke to goare me lyke as thou wouldeſt da a 
wilde Boare,tarrie,and J will make thee to vnderſtand, if 
J can make my kuottie ſpeare to flye in the alre, and theres 
with he thzew his ſpeare at him with ſo great furie, that he 
ſcroke him on the bzeaſt in ſuch ſozt, that the ſpeare paſſed 
though. his bodp, and ſhowed it ſelle at his backe, ſo that 
this Giant fell downe dead to the ground, and all that wers 
there pꝛeſent, were very much amazed at the great. ſtrength 
and fo2ce of this Knigbt.At this time the Sunne had finiſh⸗ 
ed his courſe, hauing nothing aboue the Yo2izon but bis gli⸗ 
 Uering beames,then the Judges of the feaſtes commaunded 
with ſound of trumpets that the Jufts ſhould ceaſe,+ make 
an ende of ths day, Do the King deſcended from the place 
where be was into the-Court with all his Knights foz to 
receiue bat god warrtour, and deſired him that be wold go 
with them vnto his pallaice,to p which be could not make 
dentall, And when he ſhould enter into the great gate of the 
Pallaice,ve ſaw the Serpent, and the beads of the Gyants, 
and when the King perceiued that be did beholds them, bs

This remembꝛaunte (god knight) J commaunded fo be put 
pere in thy name, ſoꝛ to be a perpetuall memozie cf thy high 
and mightie Chiualrie. The P2ince there at would not aun⸗ 


fwere making as though be did not eſteme it much, foz that 
be had with himſelfe no pꝛyde. And therewith they aſſcndid 


bp into the great hall, where as they were maruailoufly wel 


reteiued of the Ladies and damſells , And leauing Antemiſ- 
ca, and Belia, with the 3B2yde, and with the Quene bir mo - 
ther in lawe, he retourned and went with the King, wheras 
they dyd intreate him with great maieſtie . Do be remained 
eight dayes in company with the King in bis courte , fo2 to 
take his eaſe, in which tyme the molt part of the kings, pzin- 
tes and knightes were departed, and the King of Silicia, with 
the dead bodte of his bzother . Theſe eight dayes paſt this 
 Greeke pꝛince dyd fake his leaue of the king,fo2 that-p time 
to make defence in the quarrell of the Pzincefſe dzewe on, 
the which be had great care thereof, It grieued the king ve⸗ 
rp much fo2 His departure,but ſeing that be was confirained 
therevnto , he would not hinder him, but offered him verpe 
great and rich giftes,but the pꝛince would not receue any, 
Lykewiſe he toke his lcaue of the Qutene, and of the Dut- 
ches and bir daughter, who with great ſoꝛow dvd ſolemniſe 
bis departure. The King bzought him vnto the fote of the 
ſtayꝛe, whereas Fidelio was tar ping foꝛ him, with a mightie 
and rich Hoꝛſe, one of the furious that was to be founde in 
all the countrie. He was a Kone coulozed, without any kinde 
of marke, and trapped with very rich tropping of Golde and 
pꝛetious ffones of great pꝛice. There came fœꝛth of the to2fe 
mouth two tulkes tyke vnto an Elophant , his noſeth2ills 
were very large and great, his head very littic;his bꝛeaſt ve⸗ 
ry bꝛoade, well pitched and ſo hard, that no \wo2d were it ne⸗ 
uer ſo Harp, was able to enter in thertat. So whan he came 
vnto the fete of the Kayzes, without letting fate in his u ir⸗ 
tup, be leaped vpon the beft Yozſe that cuer was, Tte bozſe 
was called Zefiro,fo2 his great lightneſſe. Mhen be had ta⸗ 
ken bis leaue of all, they departcd, determining vot to axe 
in any place, till they came vnto Icroſolima,z ſo ftraight wap 
| Ji. to 
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fo Meſopotamia, foꝛ Þ it was all one way, Then they folo- 
wed on thepz iouruep, till they had paſſed all the kingedome 
of Nabatea, without any aduenture wozth the telling. Likes 
wiſe they paſſed all the mount Libano, where as they founde 
inany great and fapze Citics , Alſo they paſſed ouer the ri⸗ 
ner Iordan, leaning behinde them part of Siria, trauailing a 
longſt by part of the edge of Palleſtina, which bozdereth vpon 
Arabia. And paſſed thzough Fenicia, without any queſtion oz 
demaund aſked of them. Ss they came vnto p populus river 
of Eufrates, and trauailed a longſt p riuers ide, till ſuch time 
as they were conſtrained to go bpon a high E mightie moun⸗ 
tayne,from whence thep might diſcouer Ieroſolima. All thefe 
coũtries afozeſaid, they paſſed g trauailed, in little moze then 
two monetbes, and at that tyme ther lacked little moze then 
two monethes vnto þ time appointed,foz Antemiſca to make 
hir defence , In all this tourney there chaunſed ſome adnen- 
fures,but fo2 that they were not of any great impoztance,J 
let them paſſe, © make no mencion of them. Although þ fame 
of bis heropcall deedes, was hard into Grecia. And fo2 p my 
authoz will not ſeme to be tedious, be doth let paſſe many, al⸗ 
though they are wozthy to be hard, and to giue god crample 
bato all thoſe that doe weare armour,to make them hardy x 
touragious in their deedes,

king a fine noiſe, w p delicate bʒeaking of his ſtremes Then 
this falſe g crafty Cupide, ſeing opoꝛztunitie, by p god diſpo- 
ſition of 8 place: being aduertiſed by his diſceitful mother, 
toke his way with his accuftomed lignhtneſſe , vnto the river 
wher as Þ mightie Claridiano was refreſhing himſelf vnder 
a company of very faire e grene Pertil tres, with the reſt of 
bis company, tarying the comming of the night, wher as w

gut all feare, they rriopſed & ſpozted themſelues,y faire,pea- 


ſable t quiet day. And foz to be moze at his caſe,he pulled of 
bis ſtrong helme, c lacked p buckles of his armour. And fo2 
that the damſetls might 8 better recreate themſelues, he put 
him ſelfe out of p way, ſomewhat apart from them, fo2 þ be 
was very curteous & honeſt . And aparting himſelſe, he came 
into a place wher as he heard the noifc of a Flute, which did 
ſound very lwetly:+ foz that it was very pleaſant,and cane 
him great contentment in p bearing, p better to delight him⸗ 
lelfe, he dꝛew neere wher as it was, in ſuch ſozte, ß he might 
delight himſelf of the long & muſicke, without being ſpyde of 
anp. He app2oched ſo nigh,y he might wel diſcern who it was 
that made that Flute ſo ſweetly to ſound. And he ſaw that it 
was a ſheperd which lay a long vnder a grene willow tre, 
who being wery in playing on the Flute,layde it downe by 
him, e toke a Rebick 4 began to play on it with very (wete 
| harmonis,accopanying it with delicate à amoꝛous ſongs. At 
the wbich tbe Pꝛince receued great contftment,being atten⸗

When he had made an ende of this ſong, he let the Rebeck 
fall out of his hand, e ſtretching himſelf on the grene grafſe, 
croſſing his hands, he put them to his mouth as a man ful of 
paſſions & griefes, & began to ſay w a weping voice, O my 
Paſtora, let thy truelty now ſuffiſe thee, it is now time that 
thou helpeſt thy Paſtor out of ſo long and great ſozow.Con- 
ſider miſtreſſe, that thou doſt intreate me very euil, fo p thou 
doſt wel vnderſtand p J am wholly thine, t not mine owne, : 
as thyne own thou maiſt oꝛdaine e diſpoſe me. J am whollp

This Gephear left off his ſong e playing all af one time, 
as one Þ made no reckoning noz eſteemed loue, but the amo⸗ 
rous ſhepheard gaue ſo terrible a ſigh Þ it ſounded thzoughs 
out all the fiels , Then making a bhcante, ſound, be laid: O 
happie chepdeard, that loue bath ginen ſo much libertie vnto, 
great is thy god foztune, that thou maiſt frely publiſh thy

lybertie and blame my captinitie . Let the Gods vnderftand, 


t let it be publiſhed, that J am b2ought vnto that eſtate, that 


in my ſonges & ſonets J doe delight to vtter the werte con- 
nerſation that J haue with my lone . But how much moze 
joy ſhould J recetue,if J could fing as thou doeft, in ſeing my 
ſelfe at lybertie, Dh mightie Iupiter, doe not take away this 
ercellent toy, which J doe feele in louing,lyke wyſe 3 do de⸗ 
fire the, that thou wouldeſt giue me ſtrigth foz to paſſe ouer 
mp payne and griefe, + therewith he toke againe the Rebick, 
and ſoung this long as followeth, 


Xceept I loue I cannot haue delight, 
It is a care that doth to lyfe belong : 
For why, I hold that lyfe in great deſpight, 
That hath not ſower mixt with ſweete among, 
And though the torments which Ifeele be ſtrong : 
Yet had I rather thus for to remaine, 
Then laugh, and liue, not feling louers paine. 


This Shepard was troubled in his ſong,+ could not pꝛo⸗ 
cede any farther , fo2 that he hard a great ruſhing 4 noyſe a⸗ 
mongſt the buſhes and trees. And loking who it ſhould be he 
ſaw that it was a Paſtora, who was apparaled with a white 
peticoate of very courſe cloth. She bad hir golden haire dyſ⸗ 
perſed abzoade on hir backe, behind hir eares, and had in hir 
hand a ſhepheards boke, very well wꝛought, with the which 
ſhe gouerned a fewe ſhepe,that Che had the charge ok. Hir 
face ſemed ſo faire as Diana, at ſuch time as hir beames bath 
moſt fo2ce, And when the Shepard ſaw bir, he began anew 
to make vnto hir pitifall lamentations . But fo2 all that the 
Paſtora made no rekoning to giue any eare vnto him,noz td 
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his complaints, but rather with a ſmiling laughter, made of 
it as a ieſt, which cauſed vnto the Shepchard moze tozinent. 
Then Cupide who was tarping his tyme & oppo2tunitie,at 
v time diſcharged his golden Arrow, with great furie, in ſuch |. 
ſo2t,that the heart of the Pꝛince, who akozetime was vopd x 
at libertie, was now bꝛought in ſubiection g made ſubiect vn⸗ 
to his lawes & cuſtomes. Foz ſo ſone as be had ſ&nc this Pa 
ſtora, he ſtraight way remembzed the Paſtora which þ P2zins 
ces of Icroſolima had told him of, x alſo of p which be ſaw in 
the inchanted Caſtle, leaning on hir bꝛeaſt at the Yꝛon grate. 
And remeb2ing himſelfe, he caſt þis head a ſide to behold bir 
that was p occaſion of his new harme, but fo2 Þ ſhe was pals 
ſed alongſt with hir ſhep,he could not ſe& hir. Then he began 
to complaine againft his vnhappie foztune, ſaying, Ab heaup 
hart, tbat in the time p thou wert a knight g at libertie, thou 
diddeſt ſubdue and hadſt power ta ouercome ſo many ſtrong 
warriozs:wher is now thy lkrength become, wherwith thou 
didft ouercome the. Art not thou he who did ouercome thoſe 
two migbtie giants in TrapobanazArt not thou he which w 
thy fury didſt abate p ſtrength & courage of h mightie Gere- 
dion: what is become of thy potenſte, wher with thon diddeſk 
bꝛing down p pꝛide of p two Tartaros: what is become of the 
fury wher with thy fypſtes thou fleweſt p great giant of the 
moũtaines Nabatea: wer is thy ſtregth wherwith thou didit 
win thy mightie hoꝛle Zefiro. J do ſe Þ it is all yelded vnta 
a poꝛe t᷑ ſimple Paſtora. Oh hart, it doth not greue me, foꝛ 5 


thou art bzought in ſubiectid, but only foz ̊ thou art at 5 wil 
t power of a Paſtora. Jt is a ſigne p my lignage is not of ſuch 


valour e eſtimation, as J was perſ waded by my friend Gal- 
tenor. But what do J ſap, do J finde fault in the deſert of my 
Paſtora. And although J wer of p moſt higheſt lynage in the 
wo2ld, pet that faire face is mo2e then any bumaine creature 
doth deſerue And in ſaying theſe woꝛds, be fell in a ſownd to 
the ground. And fozſomuch as he was abſent & taried a long 
time, t p ladies ſaw he came not, they went out to ſeke him, 
t found him in 5 ſoꝛt as J haue told von, which cauſed great 
diſturbance * them, Hot withſtanding in the belt maner

they could, with bowing of his finger, other diligences, ther 
bꝛougbt him againe fo his remembꝛaunce, but not in lo per⸗ 
fect ſoꝛt, that he knew who was with bim in pꝛeſence. And 
ther with he gaue a greuous ſigh,+ ſapd: Oh merciful Iupiter, 
ſhow bpon me thy power, do not permit that Cupide,may 
— ſs much might againſt this ſo2owful knight. And ther⸗ 
with a new he fel down in a ſownd,as at the firſt. Both the 
p2inces wer greatly amaſed, not knowing what it ſhould be, 
which hath cauſed ſo much alteration, And therwith Fidelio 
ran vnto the river fo watfer,wherwith they all to be bathed 
his face, that he came againe to himſelfe. The Ladies muſing 
bet wen thẽſelues, from whece ſhould p2ocede this his griefe. 
Straight way they ſuſpected Þ be bad ſene that faire Paſtora, 

bich a little befoze they ſaw paſſe am õgſt thoſe grene tres. 
Antemiſca who had moze care of the pꝛinces griefe then the 
other, when ſhe ſaw him ſomewhat come to himſelf, the ſaid; 
UUhat is this wozthy knight, is it now time to leaue me afs 
flicted,the time being ſo nigh at hand to make my defence, 4 
almoſt at p gates of the citie,pul vp your hart,+ lel not pour 
valiant courage at this time faint. The knight when be pero 
ceued p the ladies wer ther, he pꝛocured to raiſe vp his body, 
e to ſit down,foz p befoze he was layde all a long. And dif- 
ſembling in 5 beſt wiſe he could, he ſaid.J do not know what 
ſhould be p occaſid of a maruailous great grief which ſtroks 
me to the hart, p without any power to make reſiſtance , it 
oterthzew me to Þ ground, in ſuch ſo2t as you foũd me. do 
wel beleue, ſaid Antemiſca, the occaſion of this grief is in þ 
hart, t ö cics are in moſt fault. Fo2 if thou hadſt not ſene the 
faire Paſtora, thy hart ſhould not haue felt h paſſed pains. To 
this Claridiano anſwered nothing at all,ſeing 3 they vnder⸗ 
ſtode 8 occaſion of his griefe. But he made haſt fo make all 
things in a redines to go onwards on their tourney, ę being 
all on hozſback they haſted towardes Ieroſolima, where they 
were reteiued w great triumph, mert fo2 ſuch wozthy Pꝛin⸗ 
ces. The olde king 1 Queene gane great thanks vnto their 
gods foz b retozne of their loſt daugbter.Claridiano remained 


ther in b citie of Ieroſolima, ſixe daies,greatly aginſt his wil. 
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| [ Fo2 that the new wound would not ſuffer him fo fake any 
if reſt, which cauſed him to take his leaue of the king and his 
l daughter, and departed,and toke the way towards Meſopo- 
| 13 tamia, with great deſy2e to be there. So krauailing, tbep left 
; behinde them the Citie of Damaſco, & paſſed by the one ſyde 
of Armenia the great, and ſo entred into the great playne of 
Meſopotamia,and from thence without taking any reft,they 
1 came within ten myles of the citie of Meſos. From which 
1 place they ſent the olde Squpꝛe, which was with them, to 
q! | giue the king to vnderſtand of the comming of the Pzinces, 
1 who with great care trauailed in ſuch ſozt, that he entred ins 
| to the pallas, at ſuch tyine as the king was accopanted with 
all his knights, not with lyttle (ozow fo2 the abſence of his 
daughter, fo2 that the tyme appointed fo2 hir defence, dzewe 
on. Dn his one ſyde was the p2ince of Paleſtina, who was 
as merry and glad, as the King heaup and lozowfull. But 
whan Libernio entred into the great hall, the king knew him

hard that which was ſpoken, with great laughter, altheugh 
not very well content, ſapde. And who is he that is ſo ſim⸗ 
ple & fole-hardie, to come, and gaine-ſape my furp, the truth 
being on my ſpde. Libernio lapde, it is be that will make 
thee to acknowledge thy falſehod, and will make the fo2get 
[11 thy fury ꝭ mightte ſtrength, by vſing of his valiant pzowes. 
it Wehereat Brandemoran was ſo full of wzath, and g epes 
3 ; ark⸗ 
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ſparkling lpke kper, he ſayde : If it were not fo2 that X am 
befoze the ropall pꝛeſence of the Bing, J would give the to 
vnderſtand, p thy gray haires had not ſpake with p difcretts 
on, which thou oughtelt to baue. Then the King ſayd,pzince 
pacifie your courage, be quiet, and thou Libernio retour ne, 
E tell them that they may tome when their plcaſare is. Aud 
fo2 the right of my daughter, (if ſhe haue any) be ſhall haue 
ſafe conduct to come and make hir defence. And if it be ſo that 
they haue ne&de of any thing, ſpeake that they may haue all 
furniſhed that is requiſite , Ga thy wapes and tary not, foz 
that J baue great deſire to ſ& either my ſhame oz honour, 
Fo2 ] am in ſuch a ſtap, to ſe my ſelfe ſo diſhonoured, that J 
think it better that J were dead. Ah what a godlyp thing is 
it foꝛ a man to dye when he is in ſo great troubles. So Liber- 
nio put in oꝛder his departure out of hand, leaving the king 


ſeing that his daughter was returned to defend hir right. Li- 
ernio when he had got mourning apparcll fo2 the Pzinces, 
departed to the place whereas be left them, declaring vnto 
ir all that hir father had ſapde, and what paſſed in bis pꝛe⸗ 
ence , Do therewith they p2ocured and made haſt, to finiſhe 
heir tourney, Aud they made ſo much haſt, that befoze it was 
ight they came within two myles of the citie wher as they 
eſted all that night, wi great deſire that the mozning wer 
ome , So verpe carelpM the mozning at the bꝛeake of the 
ap, thep put them ſelues on hozleback, and went fozwards 
u therz tourney , So that one houre after the Sunne had 
| retched fozth his golden beames vpon the moylt earth and 
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ſome what content, almoſt without ſuſpection of any euill, 


ragtant flowers, this Gre ke knight and the Pztnces entred 


into the citie of Meſos, not reſting in any plate, til they came 
onto the kinges pallaice, wheras they alighted and went vp 
into the great hall. Claridiano led Antemiſca by the bande, 
11s Melme faſt vpon his head, and his purple Shylde on his 

zoutoer, but the viſoz of his Helme was vp, o that all peo⸗ 
dle might ſe his fayze & great viſage, and all that ſaw him, 
dyd iudge him ts be of a high lynage , Then the King was 


aduertiled of they; comun üg, and dpd abyde therz comming 
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in the chaber of pꝛeſence, accompanied with all his nobles 
knights of pzowes. And when he ſaw his daughter to enter 
all couered with mourning apparel, his royal highnelle could 
not ſhow the great loue be had vnto his daugbter, but made 
ſhowes of great ſoꝛo w, ſhedding many teares from his eyes, 
which ran down vpon his chekes, t al to be waſhed his gray 
haites. This faultleſſe lady dyd pꝛoſtrate hir lelfe at hir fas 
thers fete, but Claridiano remained a fote, with ſo great mas 
ieſtie, as though he had known whoſe ſonne he was . This 
patnefull 4 weried lady, did al ke hir fathers bands fo kiſſe 
them, but neither the king noz his daughter could ſpeake as 
ny woꝛd moꝛe. Whey remained ſo a great while, til ſuch time 
as the king conſtraining his pꝛincely courage, ſapde. know 
not what wil fal out,foz that J ſ& befoze me, p which of long 
time J haue deſtred, t vet J do not know it to be myne. The 
lady vnderſtode p woꝛds ol hir father, gathered ſtomack vnto 
hir ſelfe & ſaid: J am Antemiſca, your welbeloued daughter, 
although at this time J am abhozred,J am ſhe who vniuſtly 
hath gone wandzing, paying ſuch debts as J neuer made, foz 
that J did neuer let but to be þ lady J onght to be. J am ſhe 
| that by 8 valour of this mightte  wozthy warriour, do line, 
| and not by the compaſſion that thou haſt had of thyne owne 
| p20per daughter. And J do thank my Gods, that they haue (0 
| much fauoured me, in giuing me his mightie & ſkrong arme, 
fo2 to defend my truth, and foz to punilh that euill, the which 
that traptour Brandemoran, hath layde and rapſed vpon me, 
The bꝛaue Paleſtina, who was pzeſent at the woꝛds which 
the P2inccs lapde, was ſo full of pꝛyde and pꝛe, that without 
any reſpect vntfo the kings higbneſſe,be ſapde: Od ke 
tereſſe, wherfoze wilt thou deny p the paince of Ch: 
tby virginitie and that with thy conſent, And what knight is 
be that is ſo hardic 6 bath ſo much courage, to ſaye vnto the 
contrary, The Greke dyd very much beholde the Palcſtinia, 
perceuing by his woꝛdes, that to be he that had pꝛotured all 
this harm againſt Antemiſca. And although his pꝛoud wo2ds 
dyd moue his pacience,yet would he not make any outward 
{yaw,neither aun were vnto him, but rather with great ſe⸗ 
. ueritie, 
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neritie, he fourned vnto the King and ſayde ; Yigh and mighs 
tie Lozde, in this controuerſte there is no nede of diſputa⸗ 
tion, neither farther rehearſal . But may it pleaſe your bigb⸗ 
neſſe to commaund,that the Pzince of Chaldca may come in 
e fer to know of him „ik be be content, to referre all 
his right into my handes.

This valiaunt᷑ and couragious Greeke coulde no longer 
ſuffer his pzoude and ſlaunderous ſpeaches, but ſayde vnto 
him ; Jupiter hath power to giue the death vato whome he 
pleaſeth , and J doe thinke that which thou doeſt pꝛetende 
to me, will fall Lan thy ſelfe , foz to puniſh the foz this 
tby falſe and ſurmiſed treaſon which thou moſt diſpightfully

Ther was appointed a {caffold foz two Judges,fo2 to Judge 
the right of this controuerſie, and dyd appoint the place con- 
uenient foz their battaile , They tarped not long, when that 
Bazndemoran entered pᷣ place, accompanied w many knights, 
at w pme the Judges put tbem-ſelues on their Scaf- 
fold. And being all readie and the people in quiet, ther was 
commannded a Trompet to be ſownded,to give them to vn⸗ 
derſtand, that they muſt pꝛepare themlelues to the battaile, 
At which ſound they moued their cour c, the one againſte 
the other, with ſo great lwiftneſſe, tha med Þ they flew 
in tne Apꝛe, Whereas J will lcaue the: vil time doc ſerue, 
foꝛ that at the ſamo pzeſcnt, the wynde Borias dpd blowe in 


my care, co: iTrapning me to ſpcake of the mightic da des of 
that 
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that baliant Roſicleer, Pon do well remember, that fo2 fa 
ſuccour his Yozſe,be leapt into his barke, t was not lo ſone 
therein, but that it ſailed and made ſuch waye as the arrow 
which is fo2ced out of p bowe. And one of the two knights 
which entred tbe barke, leapt into the Sea fo2 feare,and the 
other remained, and peelded himſelfe vnto the mercie of the 
Knight, which afterward did lerue him foz Squire, and very 
faithfully vſed bis office, who was called Argolio. Roſicleer 
went trauailing to ſea - wards, in his Barcke, very beaup and 
ſozowfall, foz that he was departed from his coſin lo quick⸗ 
ly. In this (ozt they trauailed ſpre dapes, & the ſeuenth they 
diſcouered lande very far of, but the {\wifenelſe of the 1Barcke 
was ſuch, that in a ſhoꝛt time it bzought them ts the waters 
fide, And being a land, he ſaw that it was an Jland, and very 
| —— that towards the Octident, there appeared but 
little playne ground, and towards the Dzient,a verpe high e 
ſharpe Poantaine. So when the Barcke had fyred it ſelfe a 
oze, he vnderſtode, that there be muſt go a land, and taking 
is hoꝛſe, with great lightneſſe, he leapt into the ſaddle, and 
rgolio folowed him.

lynage and bloud J doe deſend, e likewiſe what J am bound 
by ozder of nightheod to dee. The feare of death ſhall not 
cauſe me to mone backe one fote . This Troyan dyd laugh 
at that which Roſicleer dyd ſaye, & ſapde, well ſeing that thou 
doſt eſteme thy leite of ſo great valoure, pꝛocure to ouercome 
me , And in ſaying theſe woꝛdes, with great lightneſle this

they put the Pagan vpon the @quiresYozſe, e conered him bal 
with the ſame cloake, that firſt be had, and toke the Squyze 1574 
behind him foz to holde him vp, ſoz that he was ſo leane, that 5 
he could not kepe him ſelſe vp-right in the ſaddle. And theres 
with they retourned, e toke the way wherin Roſicleer tame, 
t following an other path vnder the hills fide which bzought 
them vnto a faire Caſtell. And in trauailing by þ wav, Ro- 
ſicleer dyd demaund of Oriſtedes the cauſe and increaſing of 
all his ſo20w,to whome be began fo tell as followeth, 
| Pou ſhall vnderſtand, woztby Paince,that this Jland be⸗ 
longed vnto a very great and monſtrous Gyant, whom ide 
\ Paince flew,foz to ſet at libertie certaine Ladies, the which 
he caryed captiue . Do a ſonne of this Gyant many dayes af- 
ter,dpd p2ocure to be reuenged of the death of bis father, and 
followed it ſo hard, that in d ende he founde ſuch occaſion,that bs 
be met w the Pzince,haning no other defence but his ſwozd, * 
ithout any armour, foz that he was ſpoztinge bimſelfe at þ 
he ſea ſide, and in his company was J, e a few other knights, 
the Gyant with them that were with him, aſſalted vs with 
great power and ſtrengtb, that in ſpight of all that euer we F 
ould doe to make our defence,they bzought vs vnto this J- ts 
nde, wherein we were a great time pzifoners. Do one moz⸗ * 
n ng, not knowing how and which way, we found our ſelues * 
in ſuch oꝛder as you did finde ve, inc hanted. Ye did not onely 72 
ake this inchauntment to be of great ſtrengtp, but alſo he 14 
laboured fo2 no other thing, but to make defence, the pzincs 2 
night not be ſet at lybertie . The o2deiner of this inchaunt⸗ 
ant, was a ſiſter vnto Fangomadan, and-foz fo puniſh him 
with moze tozmet, the put him in thts:ſozt as you haue ſene, 
zauing the Pzinces in the Caltel, in 72 being *

by two ſonnes of the Gyant,e other knightes, belning that 
the Pꝛinte ſhuld neuer be deliuered out ok that terrible toꝛ⸗ 
ment, and heerewith they dꝛew nigh vnto the fte of the Ca⸗ 
ſell, whereas they vnhozled the P2ince Meridian, and deter⸗ 
mined there to take their eaſe and reft . Orgalio went vnto 
their barke foz to bꝛing p2ouifion,fo2 that they had ther great 
ſtoꝛe.at whoſe returne they did eate t refreſhed themſelues, 
Meridian recouered ſomewhat moꝛe ſtrengty, as one Þ had 
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bis ſtomacke cleane voide of vicualls, the like did his com» 


panion Oriſtedes , So all that night they remained ther, re⸗ 
ting themſelues,and communed of all things what was beſt 
to be done in their enterpꝛiſe. Do they determined p the next 
date the Greke ſhuld go alone to the caſtle, foꝛ if the Troyan 
ſhould goe with him, it would poſſible be the occaſion 5̊ they 
would not open the gates, becauſe they knewe the Troyan, 
So with this determination when the mozning was come, 
e Greeke aroſe vp and trimmed his armour, t laced on his 
helme, e put-his (held on his ſhoulder, and toke his leauc of 


the knights, toke a narow way which lead him vp the hill 


bnto the caſtle, he wold not that bis Squire ſhuld beare him 


company,but commanded him to remaine in the ſeruice of þ 


| Wagan Pzince . Not long after the Troyan being moued of 
| compaſſion, his heart could not ſaffer but nœds be mult fol- 
low the Pzince, And being in this determination be laced on 
bis helme and toke bis (held, and with great travaile fo2 5 
10 he was a fate, he began to follow, aud toke the wape which

. ¶ How that Roſicleer entered into the caſtle and of the bat- 
|, taile he had therin, for to bring out of priſon the princeſſe, 


ob ſicleer was a great while going vp that lit⸗ 
5 is; tle bil, pet at length, although with great tra⸗ 
& uaile, one houre befoze that the Sunne did 
4 ſhew fozth her ſhining beames, be got to ths

8 toppe of that hill, from whence he viſcerned 


iſ | ſpouſe vnto the Prince Meridian who was in great tormet, 
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| great and mightis bꝛoad plaine, and in it there was a fayze 

| caſtel, wzought with verie many towers, whole battle ments 

were of ſo great faireneſſe, that with the Sun they ſhewed a 
| very faire ſight, on the one ſide the maine ſea did beate on if, 
| whoſe waters ſtriking vpon p rockes did make a metuailous '£ 
| noiſe, which was cauſcd by that baſtie © furious wind Bori- : 
as and on that ſide whereas the Paince was, it was all como 
paſſed about with a verie bꝛoade & dæpe ditch 02 moale, and 
bad in it but one entering, and that was verie narrow. The 
ſight of that Caſtell did giue great contentment vnto them 
which beheld it, by reaſon it was ſo faire, and being ſo eariy 
in the inozning,the windowes were not open. The Greke 
being all alone muſing to himſelſe, vppon a ſodaine he beard 
euer the gate of the Caftle a window to be open, wherat la- 
ked out a Gyant of ſo great height as he had not ſene the 
lvke,be was in bis ſhirt,and couered with a night gowne of 
black beluei, and ſeing Roſicleer, he knew by his device that 
he was none of them of the caſtle,and when he ſaw and was 
certificd that he was none of his knigbtes, he ſaid : Knigbf, 
what doeſt thou ſake in this countrie,fo2 as it doth appeare 
by thy ſtraunge demeanour,thou ſhouiveſt be a ſtranger. To 
whom the Greeke aun( wered and ſapd: Thau ſaieſt truth 
Gyant J am a ſtraunger, foz J neuer dwelt in it, but my 
foꝛtune hath bzought mee hether,beeing dziuen by the great 
furie and tempeſts of the lea, and bing a ſhoare J found in 
it a vetie ſtraunge aduenture, which hath given me occaſion 
to come and ſpeake with ther, ik it bee thy pleaſure to hears 
me, epther within the Caſtle o2 without it. At ſuct\time as 
this valpaunt Roſicleer was ſaying theſe wozdes, he had a 
ſight of his face, his healme being vp, whereat might be ſerne 
bis faire face,on whom the vrt did verp much behold, and 
anl wered. 

If thou doeſt ſ@ke me J wil heare the in what ſozte 
thou wilt, but if thou voſt al ke-fo2 the King my father, thou 
ſhalt vnderſtand that he is not in the Jland, but is abzoad as 
beut buſinefſe, ſozcedof necefſitie touching bis kingtt me. 
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A would haue bene dery glad, lapd Roſicleer, to haue founde 
the king tby Fatber, foz that J doc vnderſtand,that it ſhould 
be he, who dyd aſſalt and take the Pꝛinte of the Scitas, & the 
wozthy Troyan. And J am come to gine him to vnderſtand, 


how he ſhould entertaine and infreate, ſuch knights as they 


are, and not with lo great pꝛyde to put them vnto ſuch ſozow 
and paine, e kepe the pꝛinces in pꝛiſon, vſing them as though 


they were bis vaſſailes, who had done ſome cruel + haynous 
offence againſt his owne perſon, oz as rebells againſt they; 
naturall Lozde and Paince, but be hath bene the bolder, ſoz 
that be doth knowe they are a great waye from their owns 
countries. And J doe much maruaile , tbat ſuch a perſon as 
thou art, wilt conſent to the doing of ſuch crueltie,foz that it 
doth apeare, thou art ſufficiently farniſhed with ſtature and 
Trength.And thou ſemeſt vnto me, fo be a very god knight, 


Which doth bynde tha to acknowledge great modeſtie, not 


to miniſter 02 conſent vnto ſuch crueſtie , But J doe ſe that 
thou art voide of all, and that thou haſt no knowledge of tbe 
gesdneſſe whereunto thou art bound. @berefoze if thou doeſt 
maintaine that which thy Father voth vpholde and ſuſtains 


in this Caſtell and Jland, is not euill: J will make the to 


ſay the contrary , both of vs being to gether, therefoze chuſe 
Whether thou wilt graunt me free entry into the Caſtell, oz 
Whether thou wilt come fozth where as Jam. The Gpant 
dpd not ſhow anye kinde of alteration in bis countenance, 
neither did he aunſwere with any pꝛoude woꝛdes, but rather 
mittigating bis vꝛe, he ſapde. Doe not beleue knigbt, that A 
am ſo blynde and ſo voyd of knowledge, that J doe not know 
What is god and what is euill. Reither will J conſent that 
thou ſhalt ſpeake euill of that which 


my father hath done, but 
rather J tell the, p J will venter mp perſon in his defence : 


 therefoze J bid ther to abyde, & thou ſhalt ſ& how J am not 
afrayde of the perill,fo2 it halbe moze death vnto me to re- 
mapne aliue, with my honour blemiſhed, then to dye in bis 
quarell and defence. And J will commaund that the gates of 
the Caſtel ſhalbe open, and J do warrant that ſo long as our 
battaile ſhall indure, thou ſhalt not receue any barme.And if 
it 
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it be ſo that fozfune doth runne on thy ſide , then can J not 
aſſure the any farther,fo2 that J haue a bzother, who is not 
ſo great a friend vnto courteſie as Jam. Cauſe the gates to 
be open, ſayde Roſicleer, and with p belp of God J wil make 
my part god W all. But vet certes Gtant beleue me, it doth 
greatly greue me to ſe the maintaine ſuch euill,as it doth a- 
peare in theſe thy wo2des, And therewith he withdzew him 
ſelfe from the window, e called foz his apparaile, 4 lykewiſe 
foz bis armour. His bzother when he heard dim ſpeake with 
ſo great alteraſion,he loked out at the ſame wyndow, foz to 
ſ& who he was that gaue the occaſion . This Gpant looked 
out with a diueliſh ſemblaunce, and ſeing the knight be (apy, 
Art thou he that haſt defved my bzother, wherefoze haſt thou 
accuſed my Father foz' a traptour, and an enill and naugbtie 
knight, J am he, ſapde Roſiclecr, who doe pꝛetend to reuenge 
the w2ong and fo2ce bone bnto tho inte Meridian, O vile 
coward, ſapte the Oyant, what diuel hath made the ſs hardy 
to make an enterp2iſe, that Mars himſelfe durſt not giue the 
like attempt, Dy ye Gods, how doe you conſent p ons pw2e 
knight ſhould haue ſo much boldneſſe, to put himſelfe befoze 
me, with ſuch a demaund, Jt grieued Roſicleer very much, to 
ſe himſelf ſo intreated,of a pꝛoude Giant,q aunſwering bim 
be ſayde. In truth J haue defyed thy bzother, who ſemeth to 
haue moꝛe diſcreſion then thou haſt. And in þ lame demaund 
J doe defie the to moztall battaile. Jn tbe which A think to 
make thee know,the vyleneſſe of thy reaſons, e the baſeneſſs 
bſed in thy woꝛdes. And take from that huge membzed body, 
thy head, with the fozce of this my ſtronge arme. At which 
woꝛdes the Gyant who firſt apeared, and was putting on his 
armour, ſapde vnto bis bother: This knight of bis owns 
vertue and bountie doth come to be ſlayne, oz els pꝛocurs lp⸗ 
bertie to the P2inces , and he ſemeth to bane ſouerapne þars 
dinelſe and ſtrength, and there is no reaſon, to ſhew thy vas 
lour in ſpeaking ſo pzoudly e vnſemely wozds, but with the 
fary of thy vatamed arme. And if the Gods doe graunt vnto 
him to haue the victozy ouer me, there Chal remayne time foz 
the ko owe thy valoure . And there with he made bim to 
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The ccond part of the 
withdꝛawe himſelfe from the windowe , leauing Roſicleer 
verie well (atiſfied with his courteſte . Do within a lyttle 
while after he heard them opening the gates of the Caſtle, x 
letting downe the dzaw budge, Then the conragious Greeks 
toke the bꝛidge and put himſeif within the caſtel info a very 
faire 4 large court, all ado2ned round about with rich wins 
dowes, and on the one ſide a verie faire D2chard,accompants 
ed with verie ( wete 4 odoziferous flowers,4 all manner of 
werte hearbs, in the which were many that were dzefſing 
thoſe tres and hearbes, & putting them in ozder, ſome were 
occapped in making of fine herges and arbours, t others in 
huſ banding the trees and cutting ofthem,others in digging 
of the ground, r others in letting of hearbes, who when they 
ſawe Roſicleer, they all ſtaped from their wozke, & imputcd 
that knight to be veric vnwiſe to gine that enterpziſe, and as 
mongſt them was the Gyant who laſt of all ſpake vnto Ro- 
{iclecr at the window, with a mightie great club in his hand, 
and fo2 the defence of his bodie a ſimple harneſſe, who ſapds 
vnto Roſicleer: Come in, tome in, thou hardie fle, foz that 
thou ſhalt receiue the paiment of thy vndilſcreet 4 foliſh bold⸗ 
neſſe. The P2ince without making ante aunſ were went on 
fo: wardbs,4 entering in at the other gate, he came into a very 
faire and paued Court, the which was compaſſed about with 
thꝛe faire galleries one aboue another, the P2ince received 
great delight to ſc the excellent woꝛke of them. So not long 
after there deſcended downe a paire of ſtaires tpe firſt giant, 
armed with ſtrong armour, his ſheelde on bis arme, and a 
great bꝛoad cutting word in his hand, who without ſpesk⸗ 
ing anie wozd aſſaulted him with moztall battaile, The woz- 
thic Greeke was in a readineſſe fo to make his defence with 
his { wo2d in his hand. The Gyant ſtroke at him a terrible 
blow right down, but the Greeke with alight leap made him 


to miſſe bis blow, and bis | wozd fell downe vpon the paue⸗ 
ment. in ſuch ſoꝛt, that it made a great number of ſparkes of 


fice to flie out, as {one as the blowe was paſſed, tbe Grake 
ſtroke him vpon the arme, which blow was not verie great, 


koꝛ that he could not verie well reach 2 ynito his cantent⸗ 
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Mirrour of KnightFood, 
ment, pet fo2 all that it did not let to tut his armour, fleſh 
und all vnto the hard bone, and althongh-the Gyan? did kerle 
the wound ſoinewhat greeuous,yet did he pꝛoture to diſſem⸗ 
ble the feeling of the paine and griefe, and with the great au⸗ 
ger be had te fœle himſelfe hurt, he thꝛewe his ſhelde from 
bim to the ground, and toke his greate ( w62de faft in both 
bis bandes, and returned thinking to haue ſtroke the Crake 
with double foꝛte moze the befo2e,but he did pꝛoture to clecrs 
bimlſelfe as be did at the firſt, ſtriking a blow at the Gyant, 
thinking to haue ſtroke him againe on bis armes, but he 
could not reach him, but it lighted vpon the Gyants ſwoꝛd, 
and the blowe was luch, that the fozce of the ſtælie blade 
was not ſufficient to make reſiſtaunce, but that the ( woꝛde 
of the Greeke did enter in and made a great gappe , but the 
Gyauntes third blowe was ſuch, that without reſiſtaunce 
it chaunced vppon the Grekes ſheelde, and all that ener it 
bit it carryed to the grounde,and parte of it lyghted on his 
bealme, in ſuch ſoꝛt that Roſicleer was conſtrained to ſtope 
with bis knees to the grourde , but with arcate lyghtneſſe 
he aroſe vp againe, and being berie wzathfull that he had re- 
cepued ſuch a blowe, bee let loſe his ſhelde, and ſtepped to 
the Gyaunt with his ( wozde in both his handes,and ſtroke 
him vpon his left choulder, and the blowe glaunced, but if it 
had chaunced to haue ſtroke him full, at that blowe hee had 
made an ende of the battaile, but foz all that be remayned 
verie ſoze hurt, and his ( wa2de fell to the grounde,and rai⸗ 
ſed manye ſparkes of fire . The Gpaunt was verye much 
amazed at the power and ſtrength of his enimie, but not in 
ſuch ſozte, that it ſhoulde cauſe in him anie weakneſſe, 
but rather with a newe courage hee retourned vnto his be- 
gunne battaile, with ſo greate courage as though he had re- 
cetued no hurt at all, at that time both of them ſtroke the 
one at the other with great.ſtrength & power, although the 
Gyaant was verie much diſturbed by reaſon of his wounds, 
but yet foz all that he ſ;-wed greate p2oweſle: This 
battaple and contencion betwene them continued moze 
_ two long houres, in wþich ume there went from his 
wounds 
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waunds great aboundance of bloud, ſo in the ende, whether 
with werineſſe of the long contempt , oz with the loſſe of ſo 
much bloud,the Gyaunt could not kepe bimſelf on fote,but 
fell downe vnto the ground, as one h were dead. The pzincs 
who had thought be had bene dead, did not reteue much de- 
iight,fo2 that be was a reaſonable Gyant,and of much vers 
tue snd courteſie. But pet in great haſt be went to pul of his 
delme, and then he bard that out of the Caſtel they began to 
crpe out and lapde, holde thy bande cnill knight,and doe not 
make an endo to kill our naturall Lozd, foz in doing it thou 
walt dye the death. And loking about bim to ſe who it was 
that ſpake bnto him thoſe thzeatning wozdes, be ſaw deſen- 
ding dawne at a bzoade papze of ſtapzes to the number of 
fiſtene knights, who with a great ruſhing and noyſe, being all 
very well armed, and ſemed to be very god knights, fo that 
they were of a god diſpoſition. And as he ſaw them coming, 
with a furious courage, be encountred them and ſayde. Tho 
name which vou haue giuen me, J will make that hereafter 
you ſhall vſe it no moze,o2 els J will loſe my leis. And ther- 
with be put himielle amongſt them, with ſo great furyc,as 
the cruell and hongery Wolfe doeth amongſt a company of 
ſimple ſhepe,and Croke the firſt with ſs great ſtrength, tbat 
with the fury of his arme, be cloue his bead a ſunder in the 
middeſt, but pet he could not let but recene great hurt of his 
perſon,foz that be was afſalted by them , who deſired to re 
venxze the death of theyz Lozde. The other Gyant crped out 
againſt them, reuiling them with maruailous fouls wozds, 


 foz that one alone knight ſhould ſo long endure aliue in their 


dandes. But this miſerable people did not know with whom 
they made this contenſion, foz if they bad knowne & vnder- 
ſtode who was beloze them, they would not haue hilde this 
battaile,fo2 they did not know how they had to do with the 
fonne of þ Emperoz I rebatio, againſt whome the Diamant 
Rockes doe ſeme weake, as it apeared by the great ſtrength 
be had in wounding of them. Foz ſame be flew out rigbt, and 
ſome were very ſoze hurt, but notwithſtading of thoſe which 
did remaine, he was aſlalted very deſperately,but this _ 
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tæing wein tbeir contentton, bis courage the moꝛe increaſed , 
and tœke his ſwozd in both his hands, t ſtroke one of them 
ſo terrible a blow vpon the ſhoulder, that his \ wozp paſſed 
downe vnto his waſt: ſo thero remained but five of them, 
who altogether did Cfrike at him ſach flue blowes, p it made 
him to ſtope with both his kners to the ground, the which 
tbe Pꝛince did f@le verye much, nenertbclefſc with greats 
ftrength be aroſe vp againe, in ſpite of all them that. ſtroke 
bim, and it was vnto their harme , fo that be was not ſs 
ſone vp, when be ftroks him that was next hand ſo terribit 
a blow vpon his helme,that he cut him downe vnto the ſto- 


macke in two peeces,and caſting about bis ſwozd ouer bis 


bead, he ſtroke another on the necke, that he made his heabe 
five from his ſhoulders, to the ground, the other thz& which 
remained, ſeeing the great laughter that was made on their 
companions,and likewiſe themſelues to be hurt and werpe, 
they pꝛocured to runne away bp the ſtaires, and they think- 
ing to flye from theic death, fell into the like daunger, and 
rather wozſe,foz that at the bead of the ſaires,they met with 
the other Giant who was deſcending downe,gtuing terrible 
ſhaikes, and meeting them with bis migþtie cutting ſwozde, 
be cut them all to peces ſaying, Take the payment Þ ſuch 
cowardes de delerue . Do leauing them dead, be deſcended 
downe the ſtaires, and found this ſtrong Roſicleer, leaning 
with bis bꝛeaſt vpon the pomell of his \ wozs , caſing him⸗ 
ſeife ſomwhat of the great trauaile paſſed, but it indared with 
vim but a ſmall time,foz that the Gyant lift vp bis bzoade 
and-mightie woꝛd, and went toward him to trike him, but 
the Pꝛinte ffode ſtill tarrying his comming, and was deter - 
mined to make Þ battaile moze by pollicte then by ſtrength, 
fearing that the wearinefle which he had receined ſhould bee 
the occaſion that his foꝛce ſhould faile him and his courage a- 
bate,if that peraduenture he ſhould haue to doe with moze 
then be had at that pꝛeſent beſoze him. So when the Oyant 
came whereas the Pzince was, te diſcharged his mightis 


ſtroke foz to wound the Greke, but he with a light leap cl ⸗ 


red bimlelte from the furie of that blowe , and cloſing _ 
him 
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l f dim in great hatt, he ſtroks bim vpon one of his legs, that dis 
. harnelle deceived him, and be wounded him vnto the bone, 
but foz all that the giant did not leaue to lay vpon him very 
thicke blowes,as one that was very expert in that ererciſe , 
At was great delight to ſe how the Greke did cl&re himſelf 
with great lightneſſe front bis blowes without feling ani 
wearinefle . The Gyaunt with the greate furie that be bad, 
made great halt in ſtriking at the Pzince, which was the oc- 
caſion that he wared wearie, and was verie ſoze vered and 
ttoubled, and when the Greke perceiued his faint and trou⸗ 
bled ſtamacke, he entred in 4 out with him with great lights 
neſſe, pꝛocuring fo2 to hurt the Gyan, and did it with greats 
rale, although the Gpant did not let likewiſe with great haſh 
ta ſtrike mightie and terrible blowes at bim. This Paince 
pꝛocured ſtili to ſe if he could finde time, that alonely with 
one blow he might make an end of the battaile without any 
perill to himſelfe, notwithſtanding he did not let to wounde 
bim where he might, in many places the Gyant was all. im⸗ 
bzued with bloud which iNued out of the woundes bee had, | 
| and although they were not greats , yet they were troubles 
1 ſome, This battaile indured a long time, fo2 which cauſe, 
ans the greate loſſe of bload,this Gyaunt beganne to wars 
fzble and weaks . When the Grerke perteiued this, and ſer⸗ 
ing that he did not make bis allault with ſo great haſt as be⸗ 
faze, and although he was weatie with ſtriking fo manye 
blowes, which bꝛaugbt bim almoſt to an ende, yet nowe a- 
, gaine with great haſt he froke the Gyant many and terry» - 
11 ble blowes,thentbe Gyant (ing himſelfe ſo ill intreated, and 
1 knowing bis end to be at hand, de crped out making a great 
. ndiſe, which range th2ough the aire,blaſpheming againſt his 
Wo: Gods,and called all his Pages and houſehold ſernaunts,and 
| ſapd.: O you loſt creatures why doe you not come and helpe 
4 me: At whole noile and calling there came together abous 
tbirtie leruaunts, ſome with clubbes and ſtaues, and ſome 
| with ſtones , and compaſſed bim rounde about, thzowing 
[#1 ones at him fo thicke , that hee coulde not appꝛoch vnts 
|  themfoz they durſt not come nigh vnto dim, the ſtones rap⸗ 
figd-, 
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ned moꝛe thicker vpon the Orerkez then p froſon baile Nencs 
doth in the moneth of March, thzowne downe by fozce out 
of obſcure and tempeſtuous cloud: , and altgougb bis armour 
were verie trong, vet fox all that be did not let to receine 
greate trouble by reaſon of thoſe thicke. blowes. The Grake 
went towards them fo to hurt them, but they ran in at the 
doꝛes fo ſaue themſelues, as commonly tber who doth baite 
a Wall with dar kes in a trenched place, after they haue go⸗ 
red him, they hide themſelues in cozners to ſaue them from 
the forie of his hoznes, and tourning bimleike they ſtraight 
waye tozment him behinde: in this ſozte did his leruaunts 
intreate this Grake, till ſuch time that ber was conſtrained 
'by his ire to goe agapnſt them, ſhaͤking off his ( wo2 de, then 
as befoꝛe they ranne awaie. Do the Greeke returned wheres 
as the Gpaunt was, who was ſo wearie, that b& could not 
remoue out of the plate where her had lekte him, who clw- 
ring btinſelfe from one terrible blowe which the faryons 
Spant ſtroke at him, pꝛeſentiy retourned the -lyke blowe, 
which ligbted vpon his left ſhoulder, that hie opened the hard 
harnelle and the lleſh vnto the bone.

Meridia, and maunted vpon his great hozſe, he commaunded 


to call the Ring, foꝛ to make himſelfe ready to beare him cd⸗ 
panp, at the which he receiued great delight: and being in a 
readimelle, tbere was bzought bnto him an Elephant, vppon 
the which he mounted. And ſo taking his leaue of his vals 
ſailes and ſubiects, the Emperour gaue them great charge to 
pave reſpect of obedience vuto their naturall Lady.

lilence. Pet in one thing J do comfozt my ſclfe ſaid the king, 
fo2 J hauc nothing to lole,x againe Jam in company with p 
power of the belt knight in the wozld, e in ſaying this they. 
held their peace, foꝛ they heard a ruſhing amongſt p buſhes, 
which made them to leaue ok their talke, + to pat themſelues 
in a readineſſe, whatſoeuer ſhould happen, ſo they aroſe vp x 
laced on their helmes x beholding what it ſhould be Þ cavſed. 
5 great noiſe, thep ſawe p it were two great giants as big as 
two mightie Pine trees, who wout ſeetng their gueſts went 
into their catie,p one of them bꝛought vpon his back a mighs 
tie great hart,x the other a great bꝛiſtled Boze,+ when tber 
found fire in the cane & the lack oftheir fleſh,they gaue great 
ſhzikes t returned out of their caue. Then the king w laugh- 
ing laid: In god faith J do beleae'y they come to demaund 
of vs the reckoning u to pay þ.ſhot.

The valiant king dzew 
out his bꝛoad cutting \ wozd,x went fo2th to receiue him in 
the way Þ was comming towards bim, the Emperdur did p 
like with his pꝛetious ſ woꝛd in his hand, the Gyants both 
together diſcharged their heauie t mightie blowes, the Em⸗ 
perour with his accuſtomed diſcreation cauſed the Gyant to 
lte his blow, there with entred into him with great ht ⸗ 
neſſe, t ſtroke him vnder p ſide with the point of his [word, 
t by reaſon of his ill armour, it appeared on p other part of 
bis bodie, cauling him to kal dead to g ground, à loking aſide 
fo;

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gyants leg,who with no leſſe noiſe then the other fell to the 
groun! but when they ſaw this reſiſtar ce to be ſo quickly fi 
niſhed, p king laughing laid: In god faich, ſeing it hath pica⸗ 
ſed God to help vs ſo quickly to pay our reckenng, J doe pot 
meanc fo depart but to carrie with vs ſome pzovilion, 4 ii cx

= yunb:ed gates of the Temple of Appollo, 
at the ſight of the couragious Troyan, So when this vali⸗ 
ant Claridiano ſawthe gate open, be loked in thereat to ſa 
if he could ſ& any thing, and be law that it was very darke, 
and fo2 to enter in thereat, he (aw that it was requiſite to 
leaue bis hozſe, and with great lightneſfle he left the ſandle, 
and delinered him bnto Fidelio foz to kepe him, and with⸗ 
ont any care whatſoever ſhuld happen, he ſh2zowded himlſelfe 
with bis chield, and his ſwozdin his hand, de thꝛuſt bimſelfs 
into that darkeneſfe, and when he was tenne paces within,

turning vnto Cordon, hs af ked him what be was. They ail 
ſafe themſelues downe vader a bigh © mightie ſallow tree, 
nigh vnto the place whereas the other ſhepheard was at his 
reſt, and Coridon aunſwering vnto that which was al key 
him, ſavd. This is a ſhepbeard of Babylonia, who foz to fade 
bis cattell, in the companie of other well p2zopoztioned ſhep- 
beards:came bether,and with the ſight of that Paſtora he felt 
dimſelte full of paſſions and griefes,by the liabt ot her beu⸗ 
tie. The companion of this, who is called Tarſides, was he 
which did moſt follawe and impoꝛtunate the Paſtora: but

knowing who it ſhould be that newly was come to wꝛaſtle 
with Cupide, and when they beard dim plaie, they all reſoz- 
ted vnto that place where he was, and put themſelues round 
about him foz to heare the better, Caiſerlinga had ſtraigbt 
waie in ber eares that new and vnaccuſtomed muſicke, wyo 
turning her ſelfe vnto Galiſmena ſaid ; Me thinks that ts be 
a new ſhepheard that doth begin to plaie.

bappen foz lacke of his full growth and ſtrength, but this de» 
laying of the Nucne did cauſe the P2ince to be very ſadde 
and penſiue, and alls cauſed that all the feaſtes and ſpoztes 
that the knights did dayly vſe,wared altogetber tolde, in ſee⸗ 
ing the Pꝛince fo be in that heauie caſe, and vpon a date as

wozke all guilt : alſo bee toke ont a ſhelde.of the ſame ma⸗ 
king, ſaning that it was not graued as bis armonr- was, 
and commaunded a young Gentleman that was ſonne vnto 
Rubio, ot a god diſpoſition and hardie, that be ſhoulde kepe 
themfelnes, e gaue him to vnderſtand of all his determined 
pꝛetence, and although it did grieve this young man verpe 
much, vet foz all that, ſceing the great friendſhippe which de 
vſed with him in bttering bis. ſecrete vnto him befoze anie 
other, without replying to the contrarie, he verie diligently 
toke the armour and hidde it, till bes found conuenient time 
to put it into a ſhipps. verie ſecretly-. Oo like wiſe he put 
into the ſapde Ship two of the beſt hozſes which the Pzince. 
had, and fozthwith be gaue his Lo2de vnderſtanding bowe 
that all thinges were then in a readineſſe and in god o2der, 
The Pꝛinte diſſembling with tbe accuſtomed beavincfle hee 
vſed, withdꝛew bimſelfe. into bis chamber till ſuch time as

great ſozrow which her vaſſailes ſhewing her felf moze 
ioptul in her face, moze then anie contentment ſhe bad in her 
beart, giuing them to vnderſtand, that he had done it,foz that 
which he did owe vnto his high linage, and the great allp⸗ 
nation he had to pꝛocure bis hsnour and fame: and that he 
had done that, which ſhe and all them ſhould haue deſired, x 
that they ſhould not be ſozrowfull fo2 that, which hereafter 
would be the occaſion of great iope and pleſure, With theſe 
and ſuch lyke reſons,ſhe did quiet all her vaſſailes and king⸗

euening it was very calme, and no winde at all, ſo that the

who late vpõ p pope of y ſhip, aſked fo2 his lute of his page, 
the which ſtraight way was giuen him, and when he bad it 
in his hands, be played and ſung ſo lwertly, that it femed to 
be a heauenly melodie.

very heauie and ſozrobwfull, foz that he had not receiued the 
o2der of nighth@de, (o2 to giue the enterpꝛiſe of this ad⸗ 
uenture: but pet his Noutſfomacke could not (ſuffer , that 
fath compulſion and byolence ſhould paſſe without being pus 


niſhed . And returning vato his Page Maſcdonio , which 


was a flepe, he ſtrake him with bis fote and awaked him, 
laping: Mhat, didſt not thou heare the great lamentation,

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Chen Poliphebo ſapde, He is not a Knight which doth ſet 
his fa2ce againſt a woman, and doth bzeake the law x. oath 
made vato Knighthode. Thercfoze bzing me fazth my ar - 
our , and call the marrincrs , that they maye launch ther 
boat, into the ſea:fo2 by the omnipotent Jupiter J do ſweare, 
that J will not be called the ſonne of my father, ik J do ſuf- 
fer luch fozce to be Done befoze me, and not pꝛocure with 
all my ſkrength ta amend and co2rect the ſame. Maſedonio 
would haue replped buto bim, but the furious countenaunce 
ot the Pꝛince would not giue him leaue, no not once to lake 
vpon him. 99 he brought foꝛth his armour, and armed him 
ſelfe thrrewith. In the meane time the marriners had lan⸗ 
ched the boate into the (ea, wherein he leaped with a haſtis 
karp, and carried with him foure marr iners foz to rowe the 
baclie, and he commauaded koz to take the way towards the 
other that paſſed by, All that remained in the ſhip areatlye 
meruailed at his hardineſſe. This Pzince of Tinacria cau⸗ 
ſed the marriners to make great haſt with their dares, foz 
that they would not loſe the way which thep-had.. So they 
frauailed all that night, till ſuch time as the cleare Phoebus. 
with his glittering beames gaue vnto them ſuch lyght, that 
thep might diſcouer and ſe the other barke, although ſome- 
hat a farre off. The Tinacrian had great contentment theres 
at, boping that very quickly they ſhould ouertake them, but 
it did little p2ofit them: foz if that he did make baſt to ouer 
take them, thep were not idle, but did make as much haſt to 
noe from them. So in this contention they trauailed til two

red ſo much with bis dates, that with a trice they wer caual 
With the galley,and leauing the cares, with a light leepe be 
put himſelfe into the gallep, and had bis healme on, and his 
ſheeld at bis ſhoulder, and being within de ſayd. Now then 
ſhalt de by fo2ce that, which befoze J vling great courteſte, 
thou wouldeſt not do.

at the black Knight, who did defend it and ſayd : That do⸗ 
eſt thou pꝛetend to t@,thou fle and without wit, what do⸗ 
elt thou thinke with aues as a countrey clowne oz villain 
to make battaile with me? J can do no otherwile ſaid the

bis helme, that he made all the teeth in bis heas to chatter, 
the knight with the blacke armour did verie much meruaile 
at that mightfic blow, but pet it cauſed not in him anie trou⸗ 
le, but rather with great lightneſſe he ſetteled him elfe bps 
right againe, ſo then bet wirt them began a meruatlous terri⸗ 
riv'e and well foughten battaile, that whoſocuer did beholde 
it, it cauſed them to haue great feare, the blewes were ſo ters 
rible that were betweene them, 1 the great noiſe which they 
made, pꝛocuring either of them to hurt biss enimie with as 
mich polltcie and ſtrength as might be, but pet fo2 all that, 
it did p2ot little to anie of them both, foꝛ that either ol them 


had to doe with a ſtrong aduerſarte. The ire of the blacke 


knight was ſuch, out of his Beauer pꝛoceded great guans 
titie of thicke ſmoake,to ſe that one alone poung knight did 
ſo Tron gi defend himſelfe,and with lo great kurie offend his 
enimie, this new knight had no leſſe wꝛath to ſe that the,

chantments,in tearing the golden bꝛaunch, although it is not 
oꝛdained foz him , The ſonne of Garrofilea ſhall loc all his 


libertie. And in ſaying theſe wozdes ſhe put the ſherld abeut 


his necke,and without anie moze tarrying; ſhe vantſhed 8- 
waie, without bæ ing anie meze ſcere,at the wich this new 
knight was verie much amazed and troubled, & conſidering 
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the deuile which the ſhield had, he did imagine to what ende 
it ſhuld applv, and likewiſe of the wozds which the damoſel 
had lapd. And being troubled with theſe thoughts and ſuch 
lphe, be pꝛoſecuted his waye ; and when he came fozthe of 
that narrow and ſtraight way, he came into a great plaine , 
in the which he ſaw a Caſtle, ſcituated vppon a rocke, and a 
mile ſcom that place there was another Caſtle, which leemed 
to be very ſtrong. And in the Caltle that was in the plaine, 
there was a great noyſe, and ſtrayght wap there iſſued ont a 
company of Anights, and amongſt chem a valyant Giaunt, 
who with great pꝛide came towards the Knight, and when 
they came nigh,and ſaw that he was mounted vpon the gi⸗ 
aunts beaſt, with great anger and fury they affaulted him, 
they were to the number of twentie Knights. This coura⸗ 
gious young Knight was nothing troubled to ſee them, but 
rather did abide their comming with his (wozd in his hand, 
and with as much courage, as though he had bad as manye 
moe in his company to help him. And when they has made 
| their encounter vpon him, pet he remained as firme in the 
| ſaddle, as a ſtrong and hard Rocke ; but pet at their paſſing 
| by, he ſfcoke one of them ſuch a blow vpon the ſhoalver,that 
| cutting it in two peces,he ouerthꝛe o him to the qrounde. . 
1 At that time appꝛoched the Gyant,who by reaſon of his de⸗ 
fozmitic inbignefe,his hoꝛſe could not trauaile ſo faſt as the 
others did. Ys bzought in his hand a ſtrong ſpeare , wheres 
with he made his encounter againſt the young Bnight, that 
pe made him to leane on the one ide in the ſadvle ; but with 
1 a trice he ſetled himſelle againe, and thꝛowing his ſhielde at 
| 


| his backe, he toke his ſwoꝛzd ſtrongty in both his bandes, 'E 
coke bis beaſt with the ſpurres, who with a light leap was 
with his enimic,and diſcharged his blow vpon the Gyants 
ſhield with ſo great furie,that be cut it in two peces,and if 

| delcended from thence vpon his hard and ſteelie healme with 

ſa great (frength,that he made him to fall bppon his Yozfe 
necke without any? remembzaunce, and retourned with dis 
lwoꝛd, thinking to giue him the ſeconde blowe, which by no 

N meanes he could, foz that the Knights did ſo aſſault him on 

| | cucry 
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nery ſide: but it did little pꝛoſite them all that euer they div 
32 could do, foꝛ returning againſt them with bis light beaſt, 
e intreated them in ſuch ſozt,that when the aſtoniſhed Gi⸗ 
came vnto himſelfe, there were fifteene of dis Knightes 
zuerthꝛowen to the ground. Dh how angrie and w2athfull 
vas this Giant when be ſaw ſo great langhter, who with 
a furious rage dzew ont his ſawchon,x with both his hands 
ze ſtroke him ſuch a blow vpou his fine and hard helme, that 
be did depzine him of his vnder ſtanding. Vis furious beaſt 
being ſcarred with that ferrible blowe, began fo run about 


to himſelte, he had carried him into the Caſtle ; but remem⸗ 
bzing bimlelke, he rayned the bꝛidle of the beaſt, and came a- 
xainf bis enimie with ſuch ſurp, and with bis ſwoꝛd all a- 
loft, he ſtroke him ſuch a blow vpon dis helme, that cleauing 
it in paetes with the head downe to the ſhoulders , her fell 
downe dead to tbe ground. The reft of the Knights which 
remained, when they ſaw that terrible blow wold have run 
away: but ſodainly they ſawe come fo2tb out of the other 
Caſtle, as many moe knights,as came at. the fit ſt, and with 
the like pꝛide and fury as the others did, they alſauted Poli- 


phebo,who ſceing that new aſſanit, and that there came an⸗ 


other Giant in their company,he made himſclfe readye ſe2 
his defence, and pꝛocured to do his beſt to deliuer himſelfe 

am them, and taking a ſpeare which was one of the dead 
knights, and being ſhzowdsd vnder bis ſhicld; he went fozth 
to mtite the Gyant, who when he ſaw him came, adi z:\lev 
bimlelfe. They made their inceũter very ſtrongly vpon bt ir 
ſheelds, and the Giant did no moze but bzeake bis ſpesre in 
ima t be neuer moned ide Timacrian in his ſad» 
dle, wha made his encounter fo fironglye, and froke bim 

with ſe > great fury vppon bis ſhelde, that by rtaſon ct the 
wen harpnelle of his ſpeare it reſted not there, but pearte⸗ 
ing it thoꝛongh and alſo bis armour, it appeared bebmte 
auch bis backe, in luch ſozt, that: he guerthzew bim dead 
ta the grounde. 
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the fleld, in ſuch ſozt, that if the kuight had not quickly come

wꝛath to ſtrike and wounde them then at the ſürſt. Jn ſuche 
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Dh meryailous and valient dxdes done by one Knighf,that 
in one dape, by the blowes, he ouerthzewe and Nlewe thꝛer 
great and ſtrong Giants. The knights that came ſwzth of 
the Caſtle, when they ſawe that mightie deede, with greate 
ſhowtes and ſhꝛikes they compaſſed him round abont, ſtri⸗ 
king vppon him manye a furious blowe, and although they 
thought that of the laſt battails be remained verie wearie , 
they were greatly deceiued,fs2 that he began with greater 


ſozt he behaued hitnſcife among them, ouerthzowing and 
wounding on euerp ſide, that in ſhezt time they left him at 
bis libertie, x the like hs would haue done, ik there had bene 
as many moze befoze him, his anger and fury was ſuch, the 
reſt which remained, being about the nnmber of ſix knights, 
put themſelues vnto flight. The Tinacrian would not fol- 
low them, neither made he any reckoning of them, but ente⸗

The man when he heard 
without any replying toke a bundle of keyes, and fon 
of the kitchin into the Court, whereas he opened a dw? 
entred therein, they deſcended downe a'pairs of hea into 
a dvppe dungeon, whereas they heard a very ſozrowfull Fs 
lamentable nople. The knight ſpake with a lowde voyce 
fapd, NM )o is it that lpeth (0 lamenting within this darke

dungeon. To whom was aunſwered with a veryc dofezous 
voyce ; Meere lpeth the mal grieuous and afflicted knight 
tbat map be found in all the wozide, t in his company other 
Linights,bzought vnto this place by fozcible bpolence, why 
J do not know, fo: that we haue not ſane one another, by 
reaſon of the great and terrible darkneſſe that is bore. Wick 
(apd the Paince, conte fozth,if harcafter you can defend end 
kape your ſelues trom other paiſons,ſs it 18,fo2 cf this, from 
this day fozwards pou are cle:re :and in ſaying theſe wo2vs, 
be alcended vp the ſtaires, and alter him the man which ope⸗ 
ned the doꝛe. Then the pziloners in great halt came vp the 
ſtaires, and comming fozth whereas the Knight was, they

The Emperour, who was bery eee h 
nta 
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vnto the Emballage ſent with fo great pꝛide, was in a maze, 
and greatly meruailed in ſuch ſozt that he could not ſpeake, 
but when he came vnto himſelke, he ſayd. Dh God, and what 
may this be, that ther is ſo much power and ſtrength in this 
one Bnight, that within my kingdome, yea, within my pals 
laice, ve doth theſe actes without fcare, and with this pꝛe hat 
toke Floriſarte, by the hande and entred into his chamber 
whereas bet wirt them there was very much a do, with hold 
and kepe. So when he was wel aduertiſed who the knight 
and the Lady were, de was fully determined fo ſet at liber⸗ 
tie Clarentina, and Macedoniv, and fo ſend them vnto the 
Bnight, iopntlp with the Lady, 4 that Floriſarte ſhuld bears 
them company, till ſach time as they had deliuered them vn⸗

So they ſtayed not in anye place, till ſuch 
ti me as they came vnto the paſſage, whereas they found that

all 2 — — Conſtantinople , Myis Tinacrian chaunted 
vpon mavy aduentures in this his iourne r, as recompencing 
of griefes, and rightening of wzongs, and ſetting at libertie 


of compulſions, as well vnto knights as vnto Ladies and 
Gentle women: but in eſpeciall againſt Giaunts in bat. 
taile, killing and deſtropiug, In ſeach ſozte, that the fame of 
the Knight of the Bꝛaunch was in all partes, and eſpccially 
amonaſt the Knights of Grecia: in that they did nol 
talke of any actes and derds paſt of Emperours and Pꝛin⸗ 
ces, but all was of this valiant Tinacrian. Likewils þ fame 
of the Purple knight was there amongſt them, which. was 
no leſſe, then that of the Tinacrians And it it be ſo, that J do 
tell you no moze of this god Tinacrian, it is not foz 5 Ar- 
temidoro bath-not declared it: but conſidering the great an- 
tiquitie of the time, it was becaule he y did waite this, could 
not read it,therfoze he doth declare that which he could read. 
This iſtoꝛie ſayth. that when this Tinacrian came with⸗ 
in a mile of Conſtammople, the night came vppon them, + 
he did determine to paſſs it away in a thicke Oꝛcharde that 
was there nigh (be bigh waxe, and hanged his ſhielde vppon 
the bough of a tree: and by reaſon of the wearineſſe of his.

nd with this ſhe made an ende of her lamentation, fo2 
that lifting vp her epes, ſhe ſaw how the two knights were 
very attentiue vnto that which ſhe ſaid, And giuing a terri⸗ 
ble and grieuous ſigh, ſhe aroſe vp in great haſt, and entered 
into the chamber whereas ſhe came fozth, and with greafe 
wꝛath ſhe ſhut the do;e,making within the chamber, mer⸗ 
uailous lamentations.

Likewiſe they receiued and gaue 
great intcrtainment vnto the King of Sardenia,fog that bet 
was welbeloned of them al,from the time that he made bat⸗ 
taile with the Giant in the Emperiall Pallaice. And being 
in this pleaſure the Emperour came with as much ſperde as 
| þz could, and there beganne a newe the welcomming of Al- 
phebo and the king, with ſo much toye and pleaſare vnto al, 
Lat I cannot erpꝛeſſe it.

The Empcrour Altcbo did repꝛe⸗ 
bend the two knights fo2 their running awaie, and put him⸗ 
ſelſe hefoze them: At this inſtant we mult leaue the Empe⸗ 
rour and his knights,fo2 lo retarne vnto the Paſtoz Clari- 
diano; whom lc left with his werte muſicke,and bis Lute 
in his hand, compaſſed round about with a companie of ſhep⸗ 


ing, the amoꝛous fight of the Paſtora did graunt him no far⸗ 
ther liſence, but that with a fewe teares he caſt do wne his 
humbled eies, and began to w2ing his hands. The Paſtora did 
very much behold him, k it ſ@med bnto her that in all her 
life ſhe had not ſeene ſo much fairencſſe in a man inagining.

tome vnto himſelfe againe, 4 put himſelfe on fote,the which 
when Filepenſio ſawe, he ceaſed his communication, ranne 
vnto him with a w2athfull farte , and befoze that he coulde 
well ſettle himſelfe, he laide holde vppon his healme with ſo 
great ſtrength, that he pulled it from his head , b2caking all 
tbe buckles and latings, and when they ſaw the knight with- 
out bis bealme,he was knowen of all the ſhepheards to bee 
tbe ſhepheard called Tarſides. Then Alpheſiuio went vnto 
Filepenſio, and requeſted that he would ae his ire, the 
which this new ſhepheard did at his requeſt, leauing to cre- 
cute a terrible blow which he had all alvft fo2 to ſftike him. 
What ſhall J ſaye vnto vou of this Knight, when hee ſawe 
bimſelfe ouercome of one alone ſhepheard, beleeuing p twen- 
tie Knightes bad not bene able fo haue done it, but loking a⸗ 
. bout to ſee where his companion was, and ſawe him deade 
with ſo terrible a blow, he could not bat with great lozrowe 
ſaie: Dh pe Gods come downe all together and doe obedy- 
ente vnto this Paſtora,foz that the doth better deſerue it then 
| all pon, whoſe beantie hath ſo much fo2ce,that it incouraged 
one (hepheard to doe that which a thouſand knightes durſt 
not bane giuen the enterpꝛiſe off. Dh God Pan bowe hath 
thy power extended this daie farre beyond the power of all 
other Gods, that thou diddeſt permit thus to be Caine ſo 
mightie a king, Ah Cayſerlinga, id Paſtora,but a Goddeſſe, 
that onely doeſt not bzjng in ſubiection the ſhepheardes, but 
alſo the high and mightie kings. Thou ſhalt vnder ſtande 
Paſtora,that amongeſt them which voth'teare thee companie 
is the Prince of Britania in diſguiſed apparaple, and J am 
that vnhappie pzince of Poliſmago, and he moſt bnſoztunate 
whome this ſhepheard hath flatne, was the King of Sily- 
cia, agaynſt whome the Gods hath ſhewed themſelues con⸗ 
fraris , All this he ſayde with great teares which came from 
his heart,accompanied with terrible ſighes. Tte Paſtora 
without anie ſhewe of pittie ſhe hadde of that Knight, aroſe 
from ths place whereas the was, and with a gracious 
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countenance lhe caſt ber eyes bpon Filipenſio, ſhe went vnto 
ber cherp, and in her companie the Paſtora Galiſmena 4 Co- 
ridon, and Filipenſio and Alpheſiuio remained with the (02 - 
rowfull Pꝛince, comfo2ting him with many god perſ waſts 
ons, but all did p2ofif litfle,foz that without ſaying any woꝛd 
with a terrible ſigh be aroſe vp, and take his hozſe & put him⸗ 
ſelfe in amongſt the tbickeft of the trees, with pzetence to da 
that which in the next chapter ſhall be tolde you, 


How the Prince of Ker returned and tooke

| lipenſio followed after him till ſuch time as hee 
tooke her out of his power. Cap:28, - | 


Fter the departure of the Pzince , the thz& 
ſbepheards remained vnder thoſe high Pins 
trees, till ſuch time as the darke night cams 
<c pon them, and there did determine to paſſs 
Abbe night awaie with mucke and amozons 
— === ſ(ongs,and in this converſation Filipenſio res 
ceiued great pleaſure,but they beard vpon a ſodaine a greate 
noiſe, which ſeemed to be of a woman, and likewiſe a rumoz 
of the running of hozſes. Theſe ſhepheards ſpedely aroſe vp 
and went to ſ& what it was, and they found Galiſmena who 
cryed out vnto the Gods, and when ſhe ſawe Filipenſio ſhes 
ſayd : Ab gad ſhepheard winne and gine ſuccour,foz that the 
Paſtora is carried awais paiſoner by the Pzince of Poliſina- 
go againſt her will. O that J were able to ſignifie vnto you 
pere þ great anger of Filepenſio, it was ſo much that almoſt 
he was beſide himſelle, but when Galiſmcnaſaw him in that 
traunce,ſhe called vnto him with a loude voice and ſaid : Ah 
gentle th is it now time to lack courage doſt thou not 
ſ the great perill which may happen vnto Cayſerlinga, and 
all by thy detracting of time. Theſe high woꝛds was the oc⸗ 
caſion that the ſhepheard came v lfe againe, e lpko 
vnto an arrow out of a bow he followed the way after them, 
till ſuch time as he came into a bzoad high waie,wher 
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did diſconer the now lat ſteps of his hoꝛſe, by which he knew 
that he was rode that waie, and with great lightneſſe he did 
pꝛoſecute his journey, til ſuch time as he came to Ieroſolima, 
and when he ſawe the ſmall remedis that he had to goe fo2- 
wards,foz that he was on fete, he determined to enter into 
the citie, and loked backe to ſ if anie of the ſhepheardes did 
follow him, and he ſawe none but Coridon that did followe 
him, and tarrying foz him be ſapd: Ah ard what ſhall 


we doe without our delight, follow me if it be thy pleaſure, 


and let vs pzocure fo reſtoze againe our loſſe , which is our 
Paſtora. Foz b&re J doe-\ weare vnto the by tho Dmnipo- 
tent Iupiter, neuer to retourne bnto the riner of Euphrates, 
without the faire Paſtora, and without anie moze tarrying 
they entered into Ieroſolima, not taping till they came vnto 
the Pallaice, and the firſt that he met with was with Fide- 
bo, whom he commaunded to goe and declare vnto the Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſſe of his comming, who did verie much meruaile when 
that Fidelio did tell her,fo2 that he returned in ſo ſhot time, 
and ſhe went out of her chamber and did reteiue him with 
great ioye and pleaſure, ſaping: What quicke returne is this 
that you haue made, valiant and excellent knight: Uerie hea- 
uie and ſozrowfull (ayd the P2ince, fo2 that god Ladie pon 
ſhall vnderſtand, my Paſtora is robbed and carricd aware 
from me, and J am not able to make anie defence. And being 
cut off by the great abundaunce of teares that pzoc&ded from 
his doloꝛous heart, de coulde not ſpeake a wazde moze , And 
without ante. tarrieng he depziued himſelfe of his ſhepheards 


apparell, and put on bis owne garments, and with a trite hes 


was armed, and returning vnto Coridon he ſapd: Friende 
Coridon this is mine accuſtomed wearing, foz that which 
betherto thou haſt ſcene me weare, was lent me, Þ J might 
the better reiopce my lelfe with the fight of mp loue, # nows 
ſeeing that foztune hath frowned on me, harre J ſweare vnto 
the not to take anie reſt til ſuch time as J let her at libertie, 
The ſhepheard mernuaifed to ſ& p which he did ſ&, and ſayd 
vnto the knight: Ah Filipenſio how doeſt thou pꝛetende fo 
leaue the bodie without a ſoule, doeſt thou not telcue that 
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PM can aka alive onely with bis bodies, us that my 
ſoule is abſented and gone after my Paſtora , With manye 
teares the ſhepheardſaid theſe woꝛds. The Pzince ſering that 
the detracting of time was perillous , toke his leaue of the 
P uinceſſe, and found his hozleina readineſſe,and with great 
lightneſſe he mounted vpon him, ſo likewiſe his Squire and

Coridon mounted vpan verie god hozſes, which þ Pzinceſſe 
commaunded to be giuen them, with great baſt they depar⸗ 
ted out of the citie, and toke their tourney into a bzoad high 
wate,and at ſuch time as the Dun bad couered all the earth, 
they met with a labouring man who. was comming from bis 
accuſtomed wozke in the field, of whom thy al ked newes of 
their Paſtora,but he could tell them none, but be ſayd,tbat a- 
bout midnight be bearde certaine lamentations made by a 
woman, but he knew not the occaſion wherefoze,©0 ſtraight 
1 wap he thought what it might be, which was the occaſion + 
1 that they made the moze haſt in franailing, with great feare 
ds leaſt they ſhould loſe her: Do all that date they tranayled, 
4 and rode thzongh Damaſco,and left the riner of Euphrates, 
g | this knight trauatled with great ſozrow foz the ſmall newes 
that he heard of his Paſtora, and the anger was verie great 
of the P2ince,foz that he was ſo careleſſe, in ſuch ſozte, that 
neither Coridon no; Fidelio durſt ſpeake a woꝛde vnto him, 
and dinerle times lifting vp his eyes vnto heanen , with an 
heauie voice he ſaid : Oh high and mightie God Iupiter, how 
is it poſſible that J hauing done my duetie- vnto thy Deitie 
in all reſpectz,and almoſt vſing a quotidian ſacriſice, thou do- 
elt yet luſfer thy power ta bee contrarie vnto me in this, 
giue me now fome light to happe on that waie by which that 
traifour and difloyall knight doth carrie the Goddeſſe of all 
ſhepheardes, that J maye deliuer her, that ſhee be not ſcoꝛned 
n22 ill intreated of that falſe knight : Oh Diana, chaſt Gods 
delle, hide thy bzeaſt,and ſend ſome keper of thine to defende 
her, let that reuenger Camilia be her garde, and with her 
| Boe ſend a ſharpe arrowe to paſſe thzongh the heart of him 
that doth all this euill. In this ſozte with greate anger the 
Pzince [rauailed , and the thirde date of his a” 


what early in the mozning be ſawe vppon a; rocke a verie 


faire and great caſtell which ſeemed to be verie ſtrong . The 
Pzince determined to goe thether , he had not tranailcd long 
when he came into another greate and bꝛoade waie, in the 
which there was a man which came towardes them, e when 
he dꝛew nigb, they al ked of bim if be coulde tell anie newes 
of the Paſtora The man lift vp his eies and ſeeing the pꝛopoa⸗ 
tion of him that demaunded the queſtion, he ſaide: Foz thy 
p2ofit ſir knight, io that thou ſeemeſt vnto me to be ol aſti⸗ 
mation, J will not tell the tby demaund. The valiant knight 
with mozo humilitie then his paſſionate heart would abide, 
deſired him to gine him ta vnderſtand if be knew anie thing 
of her. The man ſaid : Hir knigbt, à knowe not wherefoze: 
you will knoſp of that thing,that by ſeeking of reme die foz: 
ber deliuer ie, will pꝛocure thy (elfe death. NotwithNanding 
ſeeing that with ſo great tourteſie you doe requeſt me, J will 
tell vou, althougb it were better foꝛ you not to knowe it, ne⸗ 
uer the leſſe vau ſhall vnderſtande that peſternight a knight 
bzought ber vnta vonder Caſtell which vou b befoze vou, t 
put her vnder fo ſtrong keping,that there is no power able 


to deliuer her, except che power of the high Gods. The cons © 


tentment was great that the Pꝛinte receined when he heard 
newes ok ber, the which he ſo much deſired, and giuing great 
thankes vnte the man, be went towards the Caſtle, t when 
be came thether,be found the dzawe bzidge downe, and the 
gate open, and no gard there to kepe it. And without all 
feate, he entered in at the gate, and left Coridon and Fidelio 
without, And being within, he came into a very great and 
bzoad Court, the which was paued with very faire and wel 
wꝛought ſtones, and the walls were full of windowes with 
vꝛon grates very faire, but he ſaw no bodp: and diſcouering 
a bꝛoad and well made paite of ſtaires, he alighted from his 
boꝛſe, and went vp, and being halfe waye vp, ther was a doze 
open, and loking in thereat, he ſawe it was a greate Mall, 
and that verpe darke, ſauing at the farther ende thereof, 
Ithere was a little louer hole, which gaue a (mall light, wher 
be be perceiued a little doze, which ſeemed to be at the fte 
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tered and went vp the ſtaires. And when he came aloſt, ber 
entred into very great and bꝛoad chambers all furniſhed 6 
beds, and it ſe med to be a place fo2 the houſhold ſeruaunts, 
and going from thence he entred into a very faire hall, in the 
which was a well wꝛougbe windo we, and loking out ther⸗ 
at hs ſawe that it was ouer the gate of that ii kept Caſtie, 
by which he entered, and loking fo; Coridon and Fidelio, be 
cotild not ſee them, but belæued that they had put themſelnes 
apart in ſome place becauſe they would not bo feens , Then 
this valiant knight loking downe againe to the gate,ſawe a 
mightis great Gyant of a huge ſtature ,, who called with a 
great lotive voice and ſapde: Runne quickly and ſeke out 
that bolde knight, who without anie liſence entered into the 
Caſteil, and put him into the moſt cruelleſt pzifon in all 
the houſe , Theſe woꝛdes cauſed little ſeare in the knight, - 


but rather going from the windowe be went out of the hall, 


where was a pay2e of ſtapꝛes, and as he beganne to deſcend- 
downe by them, he lawe comming vp thereat in great balt 
ſiue armed knightes, and after them eight clownes, who ſae 
ing him to be the knight they ſought-, with theyz l wozdes 
dzawne-verie rigozoufly they did aſſault him. This val pant 
warriour dꝛem out his ſwozd, and ſtroke two of them two 
ſuch terrible blowes, i be made their heads to tumble downe 


the ſtayꝛes, and in the fall of them they chaunced to hit two 


of the clownes,that they made them to fall backwards vpon 
the ſtapꝛes, but his furie ſtaped not in this, but be ſtroke anos 
ther knight ſuch a blowe, that he ouerthzewe him deade the 
lame wape, the other two knightes which remained ſ&ing 
that laughter ſo quickly done, they put themſelnes the one 
on the one ſive of the ſtapꝛes, and the other on the other, and 
hauing they? ſhelves befo:e them they lapde on the night 
with great and thicke blowes, but by reaſon of the deſire 
which the knight had to ſie his Paſtora, and being very much 
trouvled therewith, he determined with ſpade fo cleere hims 
ſelke of thoſe two knightes, and. therewith he ſtroke at cach 
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of them a mightie't blow and ſent them with the reſt downe 
the Tayzes, the like did he vnto fonre ok the clownes that 
were ſo hardie as to aſſault him, the other with a great noiſe 
ranne downe the ſcapzes, this valpant knight haſted downe 
tze ſtayzes after them till he came into a great court, where⸗ 
as he found the Opant vnarmed, with a ſheldc on his arme, 
and & great bzoade fauchen in his hande . The knight made 
Gew vnto him that he woulde not fight no2 ſtrike him, but 
put bis ſ woꝛde vp into his ſheath, and ſaid: Holde thy hand 
Gpaunt and ſtrike not, but put on thy armour foz to make 
thy defence,foz this vnderſtande of a truth, that J will not 
dzawe out my ſ woꝛd ſo long as thou art vnarmed. _— 
aunt when be (awe bowe lyttle he div eſtæme him, ove 
fill and did bebolde him, and nated the greate riches of his 
armour, and by the deuice of his ſhelde be knewe him to be 
the knight that wonne the pꝛiſe and honour in tbe iuſtes at 
Nabatcazfoz you ſhall vnderſtande that all theſe Gyauntes 
were ol the kingdome of Cilicia, and the king thereof if pon 
remember was the firſt with whome the knight did iuſt, 
which in that triumph was onertbzomen; when that to re⸗ 
uenge that quarreii came fozth a bzotber of his, who by the 
frength of tbe arme of this knight was flaine,and the Gy- 
aunt which he lle we by the riner vf Euphrates was the king 
of Cilicia himſelle (the occaſton of his comming and who 
all the reſt were ſhall moze af large appeare in the pꝛoteſſe 
of the hiſtozie.) When the Gyaunt knewe him, with a di⸗ 
uelliſh countenaunce he ſayde : Tell me knight, by foztune 
art thou that famous warriour, who in the inſtes of Naba- 
tea( as hath bene tolde me) carried awaye all the bonour and 
pꝛaiſe, and; ouerthzewe the king ol Cilicia, to:whome tho 
Gods did ſhew themſelues enimies, and the ſame which likes 
wile lle w his bzother, if there be ante curfeſic in ther A deſire 
the to tell me. 

This valiant P2ince aunt wered and ſaid: 3 do not know 
fo what end thou doeſt aſ ke it of me, but᷑ let it be ſoꝛ what it 
ſhall be,thou thalt nee 4 un ide e — 
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didſt ſpeake off, And fo2 that thou ſhalt be thg better cerfo- 
fied of this, thau ſhalt vnderſtand that J am he, who in ſhep⸗ 
bcards apparaile,onely with my ſhepheardes croke, at one 
blow bꝛought that traite2 the Pꝛince of Poliſmago to the 


ground without rememb2annce, and likewiſe with another 


blow with the (wo2d of the ſaid Pzince,J flew the King cf 
Calicia : and am the ſame who will do the like with: ther, if 
thou doſt not deliuer vnto me that faire Paſtora,whs was 
bought hether by fozce,by that naughtie P2ince of Poliſ- 
mago. The Giant was very (ozrowfull foz that which ye 
beard,and ſhowed by bis countenaunce fo be very wzatbful: 
At that time there deſcended downe the ſtaires another Ci⸗ 
ant, who with a furious voyce ſapd unto the firſf Gpaunt : 


reuengement of this vile night, that is befoze th: with ⸗ 
out ſpeaking any moze wozds, he lift vp bis great and heas 
nie fa wchon, and ſtroke a mightie blow at the Knight ,.baf 
this pollitike night ſtepped with great lighenelle on ß one 
ſide, which was the occaſion that his blow fell do tone vppon 
p pauement in vain:this terrible blow was no ſonier' down, 


when the Knight cloſed with him, and ſtroke him with dis 


ſwozd fo mightie a blow vpon the right arme, that be cut it 
cleane a ſunder, and it fell downe to the ground, (wozd and. 


al. The Giant when he ſaw himſelfe ſo wounded, gaue a ter⸗ 


rible ſhzike, and thꝛew his ſhield from him, and would hang 

taken the ſwo2d in his other hand: but the Pzince woulde 
not. ſuffer it, but ſtroke him another blow on the ſame arme, 

and enen as he did by the other, he cut it a (under by the el- 

bow: ſo that he was lame of both his armes. Pet foz all 
this, the giant did not loſe bis furie,but roaring like a L ion, 
he opened the ſtumpes of his armes which did remain, thin⸗ 
king with them to imbzate the Knight , and by bis greate 
ko ꝛce to ouerthzowe him. As he be laboured to enter in, the 
Unight put the popnt of his (wo2zd befoze him, in ſuch ſozte, 
that what with the ſtrength and furie of the Giant, and the 


faꝛte that he put there vnto, the ſwoꝛd paſſed-thzough-his bo. 


dy, that he fell do wne dead to the ground. 
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At this time, there deſcended downe the ſtaires in great hall 
a Knight of a mightte pzopoztion, whom Claridiano knew 
to be the P2ince of Poliſmago. This Greek Knight receiucd 
great delyght at the fight of t him, Then the Paince of Po- 
liſmago ſaid : Thou pernerle dogge, come and take reuenge⸗ 
me, fo the griefe and wꝛong which thou voſt publiſh bars 
fo haue receiued: foz J am the Pꝛince whom thou doſt ſerke 
fo2 : and in ſaying theſe woꝛds, he did aſſault him with ter⸗ 
rible blowes. Then Claridiano did retarne vnto him þ like, 
but not in ſo terrible a ſozt as he might,fo2 the great come 
paſſion that he had of him, conſidering that the pangs of lone 
os a man to doe that ſometimes, which afterward be do⸗ 
eth repent himſelfe off, So harre betwirt them began a migh- 
tie and well foughten battaile,the one ſtriking the other, on 
all parts, great and terrible blowes, In this ſozt they indu- 
red a while without knowing any aduauauntage betwirts 
them, the occaſion was,fo2 that the Greeke woulde not vſe 
the rigoꝛ of all his ſtrength, And being in this controners 
ſie,the Greeke lifte vp his eyes, and ſawe at a windowe the 
faire Paſtora, who was beholding them in their battaile: at if 
which light he receined lo great pleſure and delygbt,that tbe it 
ftrength of his armes did faile him, ano he had no moꝛe po⸗ 
wer to lifte them vp. When the Pagan ſaw that, he did aſ- | 
fault him with moꝛe courage:the Grake had no power, but 
onely to beare off the blowes, and rccopled till ſuch time as 1% 
he came right bnder the window: which made the Pagan ak 
to thinke that he was onercome,and that he had got the vic⸗ 
toꝛie. At that time the other Giant was very well armed, Fx 
went vnto the Paſtora,and toke her by the haire of p head, 
and pulled her from the window, and ſapd : Apart thy ſelſe 
from that plate, thou which art the cauſe of all this cuill,foz 
tha. i vu ſhalt not content thy ſelfe in ſeeing him, who dos 
eth p2ocure thy libertie, although it be impoſſible : and J do 
tweare vnto the by my Gods, that the great damage which 
tby niceneſſe hath cauſed, thy bead ſhall pape ſoꝛ. Dh bowe 
w2atbfull this Grerke was, when he ſaw the Giant intreat 


ber lo cuill,foz a giuing a terrible ſhaike he lift vp his right 
arme, 


po 
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arme with his \ mo2ve,and ſtroke at the Pagan ſo migitis 

a blowe vpon his healme(ſo that if it had not bene inchaun⸗ 

ted) he had cut it in two peces,and put the head in gieat pes 

rill, but pet he eſcaped not but he (ell downe to ihe grounds 

without anie remembꝛaunce, and there ranne qu af bis 

month great abundance of bloud , When Claridiano ſaws 3 
him in thts plight, he made no moꝛe , ot him, but 
with a furyous haſt he went to gor vp the ſtapzes, at "och 
time as p Gpant came do\pne with great violence, but when 
the ſonne of Gran Alfebo ſawe him he returned ad dis as, 
bide his comming in the court, and ſapd: Make an cud they, 
a great beaſt, and beſcend downe that J may gtue the thy pats 
ment fo2 thy boldneſſe which thou hall vſed againſt the gods. 
deſſe of Paſtoras, The Gpant with the great furte which be. 
bad vnderſtod not what the knight hav ſapde,and therekoze 
pe made him no aunCſ were, and if that be wonlde haue done 
it, pet his great w2ath woulde not conſent vnts it, but with, 
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1 his Fauchon all aloft he went towards the Grerke, aſſalt ing 
g him with moztall battaile. The like did this Crong knight, 
i | making betwirt them a terrible battaile , and ſtriking the 
2 one the other where they thought to do moſt hurt. Who had 
; then fenc the great lightneſſe of the Greeke in beſturring 


hinſelfe, would haue welt tudged that the woꝛſt part ſhould 
not be his, faz that he ſo handled his enimie in bzeaking. 
of his harneſſe in many places, and wounding him, in ſuch 
lot, that he was all to be bathed in blond, yet foz all that the 
great anger which be had, neither the rigoꝛous battaile could 
cauſe him to withdꝛawe the caſting bp of his eyes vnto the 
place whereas he ſaw his welbeloned Paſtora, and he beheld 
ber making her greate lamentation fo2 that which the Gy⸗ 
ant had done vnto her, which was the occaſion that bc had 
_ = a greater deſire to giue him (who was the occaſion of ber 
4 teares) his payment. dt this time the Pzince Poliſmago was 
1 come againe onto himſelfe , and aroſe vppon his fece, and 
ſave the cruell battaile which was betwene the Gyant and 
the Rnigdt, and howe that the Knight almoſt overcome the 


Span, pe did determine to fozget that which he Was pur 
Vuto 
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bnfo becing a Pꝛince, and reconcring his \wozd which hung 
by the wꝛiſt band, he went and ioyned with the Gyaunt, ſo 
that both of them together did afſalt him, which did nothing 
grieue the Gyaunt fo2 that be was ſomewhat wearie. The 
villanie which he lawe them vle did increaſe his wꝛath, 
and double his ſtrength in ſuch ſoꝛte, that it fell out wozſe foz 
them being both together then befo2e,fo2 that the vileneſſe of 
their aflaulting made him to double bis blowes , ſtriking 
now mightelp at the one, and then as terribly en the other, 
with very great power & frengtþ,pzocnring to indamage the 
And f92 that he dealt with two ſuch valiant knights, it foy 
him in hand fo vſe all kinde ok pollicie: but pet he could not 
ſo at libertie defend himſe lle, vnt that the giant watched his 
time, and ſtroke him ſo furious a b!ow vpon bis ſteelp belm, 
that he made him to bow with both his knees to the ground 
The P2tnce of Poliſmago ſeeing him at that poynt,doublcd 
bts blowes vbpon bim very terribly : but in ſpite of them, he 
aroſc bp againe with moze fury then a baighted bull, s with 
bis (wo2d ſaſt in his hand, he pꝛeſſed to the Giant, & ſtroke 
bim ſo nic2fall a blow tpon his ſhoulder, that be cloue him 
do wne to the walle, cutting harneſſe and bones, and with 
great faciitfic ouerth2ewe dim dead fo the ground, Ye had 
not fa ſone giuen that wonderfull blowe, but he refourned 
another at the Dagan, vppcn his inchaunted bhealme , that 
be made if ſeunde lpke Unto a Bell. The which blows 
was {o mige ie that it onerthꝛew him dobwne fo the ground, 
thow'ng ont a: his Beauer verre great abonndaurce of 
bloud 
Who coulde beere declare the greate iope which the Pa- 
ſtora receiued when ſhe (awe her enimies in that pligbt, A 
J cannot iudge which had the greater iope, (he knight in that 
be bad ſet ber at libertie, oz the Paſt ora ſo ſ& per ſelſe at 
libertte , So when the knight ſawe the Pagan on ths 
ground without remembzaurce, he made no moꝛe tatrping, 
but went vp the (fatres, and ſtape d not till be came wteres 
as the Paſtora was. And when tc lawe ber, be fell 
279 | downe, 
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dolvne vpon bis knas,and lift bp bis bencr, which was the 
occaſton that the Paſtora did know him, and not ſuffering 
him to ſpeake, with an excellent grace ſhe ſayd. Ab Filipenſio 
how much am J bound vnto the Gods, that haue deliucred 
me from two ſo great daungers, and ſet me at libertie from 
the troubles thereof. UUhere baſt thou lekte thy Chepbcards 
apparaile?UWlho hath chaunged them,fo2 this faire 4 ſtrong 
armour, where haſt thou lefte thy ſhepheards croke. Ah Fili- 
penſio, giue me to vnderſtand of thy high eſtate, p my (mall 
vnderſtanding be not the occaſion that J fall in ſome errour. 
The valpant Knight being ſubiect to her beautie, ſaide vnto 
ber 2 J am yours faire Paſtora, whether J be a ſhepheard 
02 a Knight, vour beaatis hath bzought me in ſubection, and 
it is great gloꝛy vnto me to be yelded vnto por, 

Then the faire Paſtora at theſe wo2zdes teke him kaſte 
by both the hands, and not gining him place to any moze re⸗ 
ſoning, che ſayd. J will now ſee, whether you are as val pant 
in devs as in woꝛds, ſeeing that foꝛtune hath bzought vs he⸗ 
ther: and here J do alke of ther two things to be graun⸗ 
ted vnto me, and it is tbe firſt that ener J aſked of any per⸗ 
ſon in all the wozld, The ame2ous Pꝛince aunſwered , Ah 
my lwate Piſtreſſe, is it poſſible that I bane deſerued to re⸗ 
ceiue at your hands ſo much fauour, in that you do aſ ke o 
me any thing, wherin J may oꝛ can do you ſeruice, know⸗ 
ing that J am pours, pou nede not to aſke but commannde 
me as pour owne,fo2 that J am bound fo what ſoeuer vou 
will. The faire Paſtora ſapd. Mel gentle knight, ſee ing that 
thou doſt chew thy ſelfe to be ſo ſubiect and bound to do me 
pleaſure, the firſt thing that J do requeſt the to graunt me, 
is, that thou carp me vnto Grecia vnto the Empero2s court, 


and there foꝛ the ſpace of one moneth to make my defence, 


affirme, that my beantie doeth lurmeunt all others in the 
world. Now maiſt thou goe and ſet at libertie Coridon and 
thy ſeruaunt, who are both in pꝛiſon. The Greke had great 
contentment of that which the Paſtora did aſke of him: and 
o2 to perfoꝛme th it which ſhe had commounded, he went e 
ought thzougzout all the Caſtle, to * if he could finde anye 
that 
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that could gine anie knowledge where his companie was, # 
coming vnto a doꝛe ho beard a great noiſe of much people, þ 
Pꝛinte knocked at the dwze and bad them open it, t pzomi- 
ſed to dos them no harme if they would open tee daze . Da 
ſkraight way it wes open, whereas he demaunded [oz Cori- 

a don and his Squire, they were ſtraight waye bzought vnto 

bim by one of them which opened tho doze,and in the meane 

time it was telde him who the Gyants were, you ſhall vn⸗ 
der ſtand that they were nephewes vnto the king cf Cilicia, 
and vnto the P2ince of Poliſmago, who being in loue with 
the Paſtora, and being of her caſt off, he went and told it vn⸗ 
to the king of Cilicia,then they conſented together to doe all 
that you haue heard, and bad gone thzongh with their intent 
if it had not bene fo2 the balour of the Pe inte Claridiano. So 
when Coridon came befoze the Paſtora he could not refrain 
from weping, with the great top which be recctued at p ſlgbt 
of her. and the Paſtora was no leſſe iopfull. Then Claridiana 
remembꝛed the Pꝛince Poliſmago, ( commeunded Fidelio to 
ſe whycther he were aliue oz dead, who went, and when be 
came vato him, he pulled off his helme and ſaw that he was 
dead,foz the which it greatly græued the knight, but þ feare 
was ſo great of Cay ſerlinga foz remaining in tte caſtle,that 
ſhe made great haſt to the Pꝛince to depart from thence, The 
which he was conſtrained to do fo2 to give ber contentinent, 

and commaunded fo make readie their hoꝛzſes and likewiſe a

love. Da the ſecond day that they tranailed by that moun⸗ 
taine, by realon that it was ſo fragrant, they loſt their waie, 
in ſuch ſoꝛt, that when they remembꝛed themſelues, they wer 
enfered into the thickeſt of the wilderneſſe, and p2ocyrcd to 
finde the waie againe, which by no meanes they coulde, foz 


that they were (o farre entered into the thicket , So with

The ae leaped from his hozſe and toke the olde man in 14 
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bis armes, and put him in the ſaddle, and helped to ſettle him 
well, that by reaſon of his weakneſſe be might not fal, c that 
be being well ſet he bimſelfe might p better without all fears 
teap bp behind him. This falſe olde man ſeing bimſelfe mas 
ſter of the hoꝛſe, ſtroke him with his heeles, in ſo great haſt, 
be made the hozle to flie:Dh how the knight was amazed at Ma" 
this act, although he beleeued that he did it to make bim go a 1

The P2ince bcs 
ing aſtomed ſaid: Zhou kalſe olde villaine,moze wozſe then

| iy bands. The olve man ſhewed as though be cfkemed lyt⸗ 
tie his woꝛds and th:eafnings, but ran with the hozſe from 
one place vnto another, making a thouſand geſtures and fas 
tes with his mouth and eyes, which was gen death vnto 5 
. Pꝛince, who ſaid: Dh Gods is it poſſible that you do permit 
| 4% that this naughtie olde man ſhould thus ſcozne me with bis 
11 teſtures. Coridon and the Paſtora came bebinde, t had great 
paſtime to ſee how the knight was mocked and beguiled of 
an olde man, who ſemed as thongh be could not mone him- 
ſelfe with age. With the great anger and rage that the pzince 
had to ſve btmſelfe ſo mocked, he pzicked-þis hozſe with the 
ſpurres fo to ouertake the olde man, who was a god wape 
off from him, and made his hoꝛſe ta runne ſo ſwift a courſe, 
that it ſeemes he flew, and the olde man with the like lygbt 
touiſe came running towards and againſt the Paince, f com⸗ 
ming nigh vnto yim he ſayd.

to baue. A came foz no other thing ſaid Galtenor, foꝛ knowing 
the great trauaile which may happen in this place, t againe, p 
griefe which thou bat foꝛ y trouble of a faire Paſtora, which 
thou bzingeſt in thy companie, and knowing the great lous 
which beareſt vnto her J did oꝛdaine my comming hcther, x 
determined firft to giue the this intertainment, fo2 that afs 
terward J might of thee with moze toy be rec eiued. At this 
time dꝛewe nere the Paſtora and Coridon , and Fidelio, 
and ſeeing them imbzacing one an other they made the moze 
haſt on their waie, verie much meruailing to ſæ a croke back 
and leane olde man to be turned bnto a great and faire Gy- 
ant, with a godly long white beard,apparailed with rich ap- 
parell. The Pzince turning vnto the Paſtora,ſaid:Faire Pa- 
ſtora, this noble king who is here pzeſent is king of the J⸗ 
land Arginaria,my Loꝛd and father, who vnder ſtanding by 
his art the great neceſſitte in the which we are, is come to put 
remedie therein.

| the nailes and pawes of two of the moſt furious Lyons that 
1 be in al! the wozld,the one bzinging the other in ſo great afs 
j flicton,tyat the better of them both cannot be iudged, neither 
acknowledge ante vauntage till (ſuch time as with their dut⸗ 
ragious furie be taken awaie the lockes which be vpon their 
crowned heads, and ſhall at that inſtant in a moment be let 
at libertie by the robber of his firſt iop, making reſtitution of 
that which a long time bath bene vſurped, remaining one of 
them without griefe of the young Binde, that be bzingeth 
with him. When all this ſhall come to paſſe J will returne 
my ſonne and ſx pon , And tn laping tbeſe wozdes he vani⸗ 
ſhed awaie, not ſeeing anie other thing but the hozſe which 
was laden with their victualls, which cauſed them to remain 
amazed at his ſodaine departure, and yet verie much comkoz⸗ 
ted in that he had ſeene him: So they trauailed all that dats 
by a narow path.UWhen night was tome, without knowing 
by whom, the Tent was armed againe that they migbt reſt 
themſelues therein, when they were within and bad comans 
ded their ho2fes to be put in, the deze of the tent did ſhut of 
it ſelfe with lo great Trength,that they could not open it, al⸗ 
though they did make a pꝛofe, ſoꝛ that Galtenor had ſo made 
it, becauſe of a greate number of wilde beaſtes which were 
in thoſe partes, and in the night time raungeth abzoade foz 
to ſceke they; p2ayes. So they paſſed that night with greate 
reſt and eaſe, till the mozning.that the. Tent. dwze did 17165 
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the Tent was taken vp and put vppon the hozſc,and all the 
reſt, toke their tourney p2eſentlye following ſtill that nas» 
Towe path fill it was none, at which time thcy came Unto 
the ſca ſide, and harde by the place whereas they ariued, hey 
{awe at an Anker a Barke meruailoufly well cauked and 
trimmed,made after the manner ofa Serpent, with mightie 
wings and a long taile. The Pꝛinte when he ſaw the Barke 
made after that ſozte,ſtratght waie he bnderſtode that (hat 
was the Barke which the king of Arginaria had ſpoken of, 
and without anie moze tarrping he tommsunded his bozſe to 
be put in and all the reſt, and he toke the Paſtora in his 
armes and put her into the Barke, they were no ſoner 
within, but that with great l wiftneſſe ſhe beganne fo mwue 
ber ſelfe, in ſuch ſozte that in a (mall time they were karre 
from the ſhoare , Thus they krauailed with great content⸗ 
ment fo2 the ſpace of fire dapes, and the ſeauenth date ve⸗ 
rie earlpe in the mozning they were af the Choare verpe 
nigh Conſtantinople, whereas with great iope and plcaſure 
they went a lande, and mounting vppon their hozfcs they 
entered into a verie geteene and delightfull Fozreſt, which 
ſtode in their ate, and within a While they heard a greate 
noiſe of hunters, and towardes that way the P2ince and bis 
companie went, and in the wap they trauailed,thcp rode by 
a fountaine, in the which there was to the number ok eight 
knights verie well armed, and they were refreſhing of them⸗ 
ſelues. The Pzince foz that they paſſed by ſomewhat out of 
the waie did not ſalute them, buf paſſing on his waic with 
the faire Paſtora, who followed him, vſing betwirt them⸗ 
ſelues verie werte and amozous conuerſation.

ing readie be mounted vpon his hozſe, and foke his Spcare 
in his bande, which ſfede hard by leaning againſt a tre, and 
with a verpe reaſonable pate h& followed after him, and

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when he was nigh vnto the P2zince,he ſayd : Knighf, with 
moꝛe pꝛide and better adozned with rich armour,then with 
god manners oz courteſte, vou muſt iuſte with me, koz that 
making ther to kiſſe the ground, conſtrained by my terrible 
incounter, thou (halt learne in another place to vſe curtefie, 
Lys heropcall Pzince with his accuſtomed mekeneſſe,auns 
lwered. Ak my ſalutation gentle knight, was not as it be⸗ 
commeth a traueling knigbt, the diſtaunce of the wape was 
the occaſion thereof; and this being true which J bane ſaiv, 
then haue yon no reaſon to blame me. Thou haſt leſſe rea⸗ 
ſon ſapd the Knight of the fountaine , fo: to excuſe thy ſelfe 
from the iuſte, which J do al ke of the, therefoze take thy 
chopce of the field, and pꝛocure fo ſettle and firme thy ſelfe 
well in the (addle, The Greeke ſeing his pꝛide, al ked of Co- 
ridon his ſheld,and a ſpeare which they bzought with them: 
and hauing it in his hand, he ſaw that the field was all pur - 
ple very ſmoth,and a knight made in it, armed with purple 
armour, ſtriking another knight, armed likewiſe in purple 
armour ouerthwart the eyes , and if was all full of ſtarres 
of golde, The Pzince was meruatlouſly amazed and fron- 
| bled at the great clæreneſſe thereof,(o that he was conſtrai⸗ 
| ned to hide his eyes with his owne hands: but the calling 
out of the night of the fountaine did cauſe htm to chaunge 
bis purpoſe, and called foz his ſpeare , and with a furious 
courſe,he went fozth onto the inconnter. The Knight of the 
fountaine did b2eake his ſpeare, not making the P2ince to 
moue any moꝛe then he had ſtroke vpon a hard Rocke;buf 
the Pzinces incounter was ſuch, that he ouerthzew him to 
the ground, x with the fall he bzake bis arme in two parts, 
who hauing no power to mone himſelf,aud with the great 
paine 4 artefe be felt, made a pitifull complaint, The Grecke 
ſeeing him in that caſe ſayd ; Knigbt,it had bene better thou 
hadſt remained without any ſalutation quietlye, then nowe 
quarrelling thervpon,thou haſt thy arme bꝛoken, and remai⸗ 
neſt vnable fo belpe thy ſelfe, and without ſaying any other 
thing, he did departe, determining to pzoſecute his fozmer 
iourney. Do within a while alter, be heard a great novle of 


calling, 
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calling, and lokingabout to ſer who called him, he ſaw that 
it was the reſt of the knights, which followed with greate 
ſp&de. There he determined to ſtape their comming , and 
made bimſclfe ready vato the battaile, if they would demand 
it of him. Theſe ſeauen knights came with great pꝛe, to 
fe the other knight in that perplexitie, (and fozgetting the 
cuſtome of Grecia,of long time obſerued and kept amongſt 
the Knights) they all ſeauen fogetber with their ſpeares on 
their reſts, they made their intounter vpon him, and ſtroke 
the Greeke with their firmed blowes, ſome on the ſides, and 
ſome on the bꝛeaſt with great furie: pet the Pzince remai⸗ 
ned moze fit me the an Anfield of pꝛon. They all bzake their 
ſpeares on him, but at their paſſing by, he ſtroke one of them 
ſuch a blow vpon the bealme, that be onerth2ew him deade 
to the ground. The reſt which remained, returned vnto him 
with their \wo2ds in their hand, laying vpon him very ker⸗ 
ribly like knights that were both valiant and couragious: 
but the Pꝛince moued his hozſe amongſt them, with ſo great 
lightnefſe and ſtrength, that quicklie bis power and fo2ce 
was knowen vnto them, be did ſo tozment them with his 
 mightie blowes. And the moze they did grieue him, the wozſe 
it was foz them : fo2 hauing loft all patience, he thzew his 
ſhield at bis backe, and did aſſault them with ſuch fury, that 
in a ſho2t time he remained with onely two of them in the 
field, who ſeeing the other of their companions dead, pꝛocured 
to ſave their lines,tourning their backes vnfo the Greeke, & 
pꝛicking their hozle with the ſpurs,they put themlſelucs into 
a bꝛoad waye, 

This furious Knight followed after them, pꝛocuring fo 
overtake them, and to make that not one of them ſhall beare 
newes of the ſucceſſe of the battaile: but by reaſon they had 
ſome vauntage of the waye, and againe their hozſes were 
very god, foz all the baſt that he coulde make, he could not 
ouctiake them, till ſuch time as they came whereas were 
many tents armed in the field, and at that place ther was a 
knight y ſtept befo2e him to defend the other two which ran 


away, who were armed with verie ſtrong and ſtraunge ars ff 
Hl. v. mour, 
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monr. Tho, if pon dw remember was the @mperanr Al- 
phebo, and our Knight was his ſonne, who with his woꝛd 
in his hand all bloudie, followed the other two knights.

And at that inſtaunt being all pzeſent , they as 
lighted at the Pallaice , and the Emperour Trebatio-cars 
red the Paſtora vnto her graundmother , committing her 
vato her cuſtodie foz to make much of her. And hee toks 
the king of Trapobana by the hande, and rendered vnfo him 
verie much courteſie, and therewith entered into a _ ball, 

whereas 
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at neuer was lene the like in the Court. The Emperovr + 
the two Kings were ſet together, then the Emperour Alphe- 
bo and the Empꝛeſſes, and by them Claridiano and the Pa- 
ſtora, who was beheld of all them that were there pꝛeſent, 

much meruatling at her great beautie, Coridon did ſerut 
them at p table, verp much delighted wi that he had ſane. 
The Supper indured ſo long, that Diana did extende ber 

beames: at this time they toke vp the tables, and Galtenor 
with a loude voyce ſapd: One of the high gloziesof my Eſ- 
clariſido, ſonne Claridiano, ſhall appeare in this great Citie, 
befoze the day do come. Ye had no ſoner made an ende cf 
theſe words, when that the beauens beganne to ware darke 
with a very thicke clowde,and it came with great thunde⸗ 
rings and ligytenings, e with ſo terrible a nopſe, as though 
the earth would haue ſunke, and the longer it indnred, the 
mo2e was the fary thereof: in ſuch ſo2te , that they all fell 
bpon their knees, and with great humilitie, they deſired god 
to deliver them from the fury of that great tempeſt. So with 
this ſodaine channee,they paſſed away the night till v mo3- 
ning, and although the tempeſt in ſome part traſed, yet the 
hcauens remained all cloudie. When the mozning was 
tome, there appeared befoꝛe the pallaice nigh vnto p inchant⸗ 
ment of Lindabrides, a very ſtrange aduenture, which made 
them all to meruaile, and ſtraight way they gaue the Empe⸗ 
rour to vnderſtand thereof, who went out of the Pallapte 
with all bis Knightes, with great deſire fo knowe what it 
was,ſo like wiſe went fozth his ſonnes and nephewes. And 

 whenthey came into the Courte, they ſawe that there was 
Aired foure pillers , euerp one of a very fine Rabte, vppon 
the which was placed a Hepulchar of Chziftall , and with⸗ 
in the ſepulchar there ſeemed fo be a berye faire Ladye, her

And vader the @epulcher was there ſpzead abzoad a great 
Carpet a cloth of gold, and vpon it two pillowes of the ſaine, 
and vpon them lay a knight armed with verie rich armour, 
and bis { wo2d late at bis fœte, his eyes were ſhut, and out of 
them diſtilled verie great teares, at euerie piller there was a 
Oentlewoman which ſeemed to be without anie remem⸗ 
bꝛaunte, altbough they wept verie bitterly,and nigh vnto the 
Sepulcber there ſie a terrible great-beaſt,of the verie ſame 
making of that which Claridiano flew, foz to ſet at libertys 
the king of Arabia Lapetra. (This was the ſpectacle p Cla- 
ridiano ſawe comming in the aire,) The @epulcher was cd- 
paſſed round about with a ſtrong wall, with foure gates foz 
to enter in thereat,tye gates were after the manner and cou⸗ 
lour of fine Diamonds:nere vnto the gate wbich was ouer 
againſt the Pallaice,was there a Marble piller, at the which 
phung a Bugle hozne,and an Epitaph wzitten with red Let⸗ 
ters, the which the Pꝛince Rodolpho did reade with a high 
voice, that all that were there might beare him, and it ſaid as 
followeth. At ſuch time as the crueltie of the king of Arabia, 
Lepetra ſhall be at liberiie, and the valour ot that woztbye 
Claridiano knowen,then they which hath not ben wounded 
W loue,ſhall know both the reaſon & the rage of loue, foz the 
which cauſe J doe aduiſe him that doth not know what loue 
is, not to p2ous this aduenture if he will not fall into greate 
miſfo2tune,foz that cauſe he mult paſſe by pure foꝛce, all the 
fazcs that Claridiano made plaine. And this ſhall indure till 
ſuch time as the baſfard Lpon, ſonne vnto the Emperiall lis 
on, be boꝛne of the rauening Dunce, Then be who bath lo ue 
in his bꝛeſt, and paſſed thzough that vnhappie Ladie, daugh⸗ 
ter vnto the king of Arabia, ſhall ſe the great rage without 
reaſon of loue. The Emperour when be heard that it were 
things which touched his nephew, ſayd: Oh excellent aduen⸗ 
ture of my Claridiano, this daie is ſhewed vnto vs his great 
valour, Galtenor told vnto thoſe knights all that had paſſed 
in p aduenture vntil that day, which cauſed in them great ad⸗ 
miration, and moe, at the making of that ſtrange beaſt who 
they did beþald very atentiuelp, 4 with this they paſſed m_ 
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all that day. t the Paſtora did thaunge her attuſtomed ayþx 
tell into robes of ſilke, cloth of gold, ſhewing ß great eſta! 


t beautie in all points which was in her. All the whole court N 


reteiued great pleaſure, ſauing onelp the Paincelle Oliuia, 
who fo2 the abſence of her Roſicleer, all things did ſeme tõ⸗ 
trarie vnto ber, farre different from the tudgementes of all 
other. Do the time dzewon foz to go to reſt, Then Galtenor 
toke Claridiano by the hand and lead him a part on.the one 
ſide of the hall, and ſayd vnto him: J will carrie ther with me 
into a place, whereas thy heart a new ſhall be wounded,and 
ſhall fo2get the loue which befoze thou haft had, and ther with 
be commaunded him to arme himſelfe in great ſecret, p ſut - 
ceſſe of the ſame ſhall be tolde pou hereafter; The next daie 
in the mozning, when they were all readie to go to heare ſer⸗ 
vice with the Emperour, there entered into tte hall a knight 
of a great ſtature and pꝛopoꝛtion of his members, and was 
armed with verie rich armour, his face and his handes were 
vnarmed, and chewed by his demeanour a great maieſtie and 
ſeuere countenance,he was of his face ſomewhat bzowne of 
eoulour, but the p2opoztion thereof was verie well fauoured, 
e his beard began to bud, he brought after him thꝛer ſquires 
and Pages, the one of them bought his Speare which was 
bigge and ſhoꝛt, and the other bꝛought his bealme, + the third 
bought his tſheid with an Empertall venice, x ſtraight waio 
it was kno wen whcrofoze his comming was, and although 
confozmable toreafon we haue not ſpoken ante thing of tbe 
faire matrone the queene of Lyra, who with pꝛolperous wea⸗ 
ther and great pleaſure did 5 — by the ſea, holpen by the 
furie of Borias, which with a' freſh winde did continnally fill 
thoſe: Ciffe laues, and cutting the ſeas with that ſharp ſteme, 
leauing bebinde them the token of their great ef wift war, 
by the froth of the water, and in ſhoꝛt time diſcouering land; 
they toke pozt vpon the ſhoze of Almaine, wheras this faire 
Lavie went a land, and with-hertwo-Nymphes toke they 
iourney towardes the Court .of "Almainei So the trauailed 
two dates, and nothing thaunced worth the telling./'- *

ber ſeife out thereof, So with this ſozrow and griefe ſhe pal⸗ 
ſed all that date till night came vpon them , at ſuch time as 


they bad found a verie narow and not much bled way, which 


lead them vp to a bigh and mightie ſtæpe mountaine , in 
which place they determined to reſt themlelues, til fuch time 
as Phœbus ſhould make her returne,paſſing awaie the night 
in verie go? communication with her Gentlewomen , and 
did ſup with that which they continuelly were pꝛouided off, 
Do when the bzeakeof the date was come, the Nucene dyd 


verp well peruſe her armour, and put her ſelſe on ho2ſ backe, 


and ſoz that the waie ſemed to be ſomewhat daungerons, 
ſhe put on her helme and carryed her @peare in her hande, 
aſe great trauaile they followed that way, when they 
bad well nere ſpent the third part of the dais, and had made 
an end of the going vp that mountaine, being vpon the toppe 
therzof,they longed about them on all partes, and towardes 
the right band on the fete of that bigh mountaine they ſawe 
a companie of armed men, and by reaſon that they were ſo far 
ok, they could not dilcerne what it ſhuld be. So ſtraight way 
they deſcended downe the monntaine, and whan they came

this wozthie Gentlewoman did ſe this great fozce e wꝛong 
dane, he was verie defirous to know p occaſion what ſhuld 
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moue them to doe that ontrage, oz elſe to pꝛocure to rithm 
at libertie, halting on her waie, larging her pace moze 
he did befoze,the in a ſhozt ſpace came and ouertoke them, 
and by reaſon that the Quæene made great haſt, and the noiſe 
ok her comming was great, the Gyaunt was conſtraincd to 
loke backe, to (@ what it was that cauſed ſo great a nople, 
and when he ſawe that it was a knight that came after hint, 
be determined to ſtaie and abide his comming. And when 
ſhe was come nigh him, this couragious Ladie with a man- 
1y voice lapd: Tell me Opaunt what euill hath theſe pꝛilo⸗ 
ners committed, that ſo without all reaſon thou doeſt carrye 


beholde her with great frowning,and aur.l wered her with a 
wzathfull voice and ſayd.UWhat bonour and pꝛoweſſe is it ta 
the,foz that thou art ſo deſirous to know, and with ſo great 
pꝛide doeſt al ke the queſtion? No other thing ſayd this vn⸗ 
knowen Gentle woman, but to make friendſhip where none 
is, and againe if of thee they doe receiue anie griefe oz wong, 
to amend the ſame,fo2 that J dee knowe that the condition 
of all Gpaunts,is nothing, but pꝛocuring to doe all wzong, 
therefoze determine to tell me,oz make thy ſclfe readie to thy 
defence. The furie of the Gyant was verie great when that 
be beard theſe woꝛds, in ſuch ſozt, that it ſemed fire flew out 


of bis cyes , and with that furie he ſpurred fozwardes bis 


Hozle , The like did that wozthis matrone, at that time thep 
ſet (purs to their hoꝛſes, and with a \wift courſe they mate 
their incounter, and ſtroke their Speares vppon their ielis 
ſhælos, the Sprate of the Gyant made his ſtay vpon the fines 
neſſe of the incbaunted ſhelde, but this Ladie did not onely 
pearce thꝛougb bis armour, but aifo thzough bis bꝛeaſt and 
hodie, duerthzowing bim dead with great furie to p ground, 
whereas he gaue a terrible fall that he made the earth to 
tremble, and the Qutene paſſed a long ſo quicetlye as though 
ſhe had done nothing, and with great ligbtncſle ſhe turned a⸗ 


bout her bozſe, with her naked { wozd in her hand, and fam 
that the Gyaunt lape a long on the grounde dead Whew —_ 
2 Knights of the Gpaunt ſawe - 9k furious ante 
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them ſo manakled and bounde , The Gpaunt did ſtaie and

and that their pꝛintipal refuge was dead, without any moze 
tarrping, thep altogether did aſſault her, and this wozthy mas 
tron put her lelfe againſt them, who was with them inconns 
tred on ali üdes round about, hut pot they did not mouc ber 
from her iaddie little noꝛ much: but ſhe retourned sgainſt 
them in ſuch ſozte, that the with her mightie blowes, made 
their harneſſe and redde vloud dye rounde aboat the ficide , 


Toeſe nights were all choſen Anights, and did trouble her 


very mach, making her innd2y times to loſe the ſight of her 

e pes, p which did b2ing her very much in cholar, in ſuch ſoꝛzt 
that ſhe thzew her ſhield at her backe, and taking her (wozd 
in both her hands, ſhe beſturred her lelfe on the one fide and 
on te other, about their heads, and wounding of knights, o⸗ 


uerthꝛowing of them to the ground dead, in (ach ſozte ; that 


when the remembꝛed her ſelfe,there was no maze but fine 
of » Knights left aliue, tho when they ſaw ſo great ſlaugh- 
ter in ſo ſhazt time, they determined the ſeperation of the 
contronerſie, and to put moꝛe conſivence in their bogſe fete, 
than in their owne defence and putting it in vze,they range 
away. This Lady made no reckoning to follow them, but 
went fraight waye and did bnloſe the P2iſeners , Unto 
whom Don Florifarte gf Bauicra did giue thankes fo2 all the 
reſt, deſiring him that be wold declare vnto them his name 
foꝛ that they might knowe vnto whom fhey were bound, foꝛ 
that great benefit done vnto them.

ted with the ſodayne calling of him out of bis ſlæpe:but ope⸗ 


ning his eyes, and ſceing befoze him that bigge and well ſet 
Knight, with a trice he aroſe vpon bis fete, and in great haſt 
be laced on his healme, and toke his ſhield krom the place 


wheras it hung, he did well how in tbe great haſt he made 


in beſturring himlelke, the great linelincCe of his courage. 
The Queene when ſhe ſawe him all in a readineſſe to the 
battaile, with a gracious laughter ſapd. 4 would neuer haue 
thought that there had bene ſo great an ouerſight in a knight 
and elpectallys of ſuch fame, that ſo without all feare of a 
great number that cannot abide them, buf pꝛocure all euill 
poſſible againſt them, that without all care in the bigh way 
doth put bimſelfe' to ſieep, The Tinacrian anlwered, and ſaid: 


There was not in me fo great onerſight,as in vou care, to 


venture your ſelfe, whereas pou ſhall receiue litt le p2ofite of 
the lame. And doth it leeme vnto ther, that J was ouerſeene 
ein: Poſſibly thou wilt indge the contrarp, if thou wilte 
ue the ſtrength of my arme. It cannot but be berp much; 
if it be tonfoꝛmable vnto thy ouerſight,; ſaide this faire Las 
die, and belene me that it woulde graue me to make anye 
p2ofe,if there be in the ſo great vertue, as thy fame doth 
beate the repo2t. £hecefoze take fo tho thy hozſe,and let ei⸗ 
ther of vs p2ocure to make his defence,and here J do ad⸗ 
uiſe thee, that J am none of the Knights that hetherto thou 
haſt pꝛoued in Grecia. Yn the mean time that ſhe was ſaying 
theſe woꝛds, the Tinacrian did very much beþold her, and sl- 
ah he was verie angrie at the wozdes which ſhe had 


fſpoken. pet be ſaydce.Well: ſeeing it is lo, that thy foilye doth 
fo much-conftraine thee to make a contionerfie without eny 
ott an, tar rie, and tho ſhalt ſo,:howe J was went to pu⸗ 
niſh (ach foliſh people as thou arte, and ſo in great fall bee 
call 
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called foz his hoꝛſe, which was fraight ware bzonght bnfo 
him by Macedonio, and without putting fote into the ſtirs 
roppe,he leaped into the ſaddle , and toke his ſpeare in his 
hand, e without replping any other thing, that valiant Tina- 
crian pꝛeſentip withdzew himſelle backe, and toke of the 
field that part which was nevfail faz bim. Che lyke did the RN 
Auerne, and at one time returned their light hozſes, and in 
great haſt they ſtroke their bozſes with the ſpurs, without 
all pitte , and with -ertreame furic, they made the incounter 
vpon their ſhelds, that their ſpeares ſhiuered all to paces , 
and paſſed along with their courſe without any ſtay of their 
bodies, oꝛ moning in their ſaddles,and turned abonte their 
bozſe'with great lightnes with their wozds in their hands. 
The Nucene ſtroke the firſt blowe at the Pzince, that ſyee 
made the ſparkes to flye out of bis helme, ond the Pꝛince to 
decline his head to the ſaddle bow, who with great lightnes 
did lettle himſelfe againe in the laddle, and did cleare him⸗ 
ſelfe from ths ſecond-blow; which was readie to be diſchar⸗ 
ged vpon bim: & putting bimſelfe on the one ſide, he ſtroks 
ber ſuch a blow vpon the helme, that it made a great ſounds 
toꝛoughout all the fields and craggie monntaines, and ſhe 
fell backwards vpon the hozſs crouper with her heade ; but 
very quickly ſhe aroſe vp againe,andſettled her ſelfe , and 
with great vꝛe ſho layd faſbholve vpon her \wozd,, to ftrike. 
ber enimit, whom the did not finde idle, but rather began to 
aſſault her with blowes of moztall baftaile .

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And when he came thether,he vnverffod that Poliphebo had 
let her at lybertte,and caried her with bim, — the Al- 
maine Court: by the way that he tranailed, he met with 
people which did tell him of all that bad happened, and all 
ſianes and tokens of the Knight that carried away bis. Las 
dy, and by them he did vnderſtand that de was bis enempe: 
then he left his owne armour, and armed himſelle with that 
which was Bramarants, and followed that way which was 
tolde him be went. The fame was ſuch, that this Tinacrian 
left behinde him, that whereſoeuer he came, 02 whereſoceuer 
be went, he alwaycs had newes which way he travailed, vn⸗ 
till that time, ꝛxat he came & found him in battel-with. that 
wozthy Qucene, where he ſtaid ta behold a battaile ſo well 
fought. At length he knew bim verp well to be the Knight 
that bzonght him into ſo great extremitie: and laking as 
bout him on them that were beholding the battaile , amons 
gelt the reſt he knewe bis louing wife: and although bis 
toye was vety great in (&ing-of her, yet the wzath and irt 
that he had againſt the night was ſo much, that without 
ſaying any woꝛd vnto the Qutene his wiſe, he went toward 
them that were in battaile, and with his ſwoꝛd dzawen in 
his hand, he put himlelfe befoze the Qutene and ſapde. J do 
deſire thee gentle Knight that thou wouldeſt reſt and take 
thine caſe, and let me alone with my ſtrong arme take re- 
uengement of this knight, vſurper of my louing wife, and a 
robber of my fame and honour, and without anp other des 
tainment, he went againſt him fo2-to ſtrike at him moztall 
blowes.
